TREATIES AND ENGAGEMENTS 

relating to 
PERSIA, 

From 1464 (Lazarao Quirmo^ Mission) to 1718^ when a letter was 
addressed to Shah Siilfan Ilusam, the Republic of Venice had uninterrupted 
fiicndly relations with the Comi of Peisia 

In 1561, (luring the reign of Shah Tamasp I ^ son of Shah Ismail Sir 
Anthony Jenkiiison visitecl the Court of Persia as an Envoy fiom Queen 
Elizabeth of England, but was driven from the Rojal piesencc by the iiiioler*' 
ance of the Muhammadan Sovereign 

In 1561 Turk^*y concluded a ireai)Mvith PiTsia, Shah Tamasp having 
sent a Kajar Envoy to Consiantmoph* 

It was in the beginning of the seventeenth century, diinng the leign of 
Shall Abbas the Great, that the English first cstabhshtd commercial settle-^ 
raents m Persia, Two enferprismg Englishmen, Sir Anthony Sheiley and 
his brother, with a few followers, had made their way to the Court of Persia, 
where they met with a d’simguishcd reception, Su Anthony leturned as 
Envoy fiom Shah Abbas to establish an alliance vith the Chii&tianmonaichs 
of Europe for the destruction of the Turks and with a grant* permitting ail 
Christian merchants to tiade freely with Persia, Under the patronage of

Shah Abbas the English, the French, and the Dutch had established ^acloiie? 
at Gamriin, to which place the Persian nionaich afterwaids gave the name 
of Bandar Abbas, bv \^liich li is nowkno\\n, Shah Abbas, liowever, bad k 
toleration for the Portuguese, m i S07, under Albtiqiirrque, had con 
qiiered and occupied the island of Oima>^ fHormii/), at the entrance of the

And those within our kingdomes and prouiticcs hauing *'pnwcr oucr oiii tooles and custom 
shall receme nothirg, nor dare to speake foi any receipt fiom any Chnsti in inai chant 

And if any ««ch C’hiiUian shall giue rif*djfce to any of our subjects (of any roncbfcnn wlu 
soeuer) he shall, by this pattent of ouis, have authontie to require any caddic, or gouernor, 
do him rnstu e, and iheicupon at the instant of his demaunde, •^hall cause him to be satisfied. 

Neyther s’ all anv gouewr. or »ustice» what qua’tbe soeuer ho be, due take a 

rewarde of him, which shall be to his expense , for our will and pleasure Is, that they shall 
used in all our domimons to their own full content, and that ourkmgdomfs and iminiifes $!i 
be free unto them. 

That non© shall presume to aske them for what ocasion they are heere. 

And although it hath bm a contmuall and unchaungeable use m our domimous euery ye 
to renuc all patten ts, this pattent, notwithstanding, shall he of full effect and force for e 
without any renuing, lor me and my successors, not to be changed

Stipulating that the* Persian soldiers should not meddle with the spoils before ” 
Bnglish manners were 'satisfied (which were such Jof all sorts of jewels, gold, and silver, t 

fhey refused to carry off any more,) ^ 
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In i6i8 Prince Bariatinsky was sent by the Emperor of Russia (Michael 
Feodorovitch) as an Envoy to the Persian Court The Emperor Alexis 
Michaelovitchj father of Peter the Greats also sent an Envoy to the Court 
of Persia 

In the same year Philip III of Spam sent an Embassy to Persia^ at the 
head of which was Don Garcia de Silva of Figueroa. The Shah received 
him very graciously, but the mam object of the embassy, vts.j security for 
Ormazj which was now„ through the absorption of Portugal^ a Spanish 
possession^ was not obtained 

An English Envoys Sir Dodraore Cotton^ was sent to the Court of Shah 
Abbas the Gieat, between the years 1620 and 1628^ to try to establish 
commercial relations between Great Britain and Persia The negotiations 
failed owing to intrigue and to the death of the diplomatists to whom the 
affair was finally entrusted. 

In 1625^ Louis XIII sent Sainet Memem as French Envoy to Persia. 

The death of Shah Abbas in 1628 was followed by the rapid fall of the 
Safavian dynasty. Four weak princes of that house successively ascended 
the throne of Persia During their reign the Turks severed from the 
Persian empire some of the best of the western provinces, the Arab ruler of 
Maskat possessed himself of the islands m the Persian Gulf, and the Afghans 
of the Abdali tribe made themselves independent m Herat, and the Ghilzais 
in Kandahar 

In 1639 a treaty of peace was concluded between Persia and Turkey 
during the reign of Shah Safi IV, which delimitated afresh the frontieis of 
Azarbaijan and Baghdad, Persia ceding Djessan and Badrayi to Turkey 
and admitting the division of the Jaf tribe By the provismtis of this treaty 
Baghdad and Basrah also became Turkish and the Arabs of the Chab tribe 
were declared to be independent.

Persia* 

In 1718 and 1722 treaties weie concluded between Tmkf^y and Pcisia 

III 1715 a cei tain Lieutenant-Colonel Wabnsky was sent by tlie Russian 
Government to tl^c Persian Couit at Ispahan to iiiquue into the causes of the 
troubles in Persia and to conclude a commercial tieaiy \ witli that < ountiyj 
which he succeeded in doing. 

In 1722^ within a century after the death of Shah Abbas^ Ispahan was 
besieged by Mahmud of Kandahai, to whom Shah Husain formally 
resigned his ciown. The Afghan dynasty was shoi t-iivcd Mahmud 
died in a state of raving madness m 1725 His coiisni and only suuessorj 
Abhiaf, was slam m 1730 vhile fleeing in the desert before his conqueror 
Nadir Kuli Khao, the notorious Nadir Shah. 

In 1724 Tuikey was on the point of declaimg war on Russia^ and, in 
ordci to avoid the oulbieak of Iiosldilics, Russia agiced to the cession of 
certain Persian piovinces to Tmkcy* In 1727, Turkey, though defeated by 
Sultan Ashraf, forced him to cede the Pcisian piovinces which she hud 
occupied, and in return the Porte acknowkdg* d him as Shah § 

In 1729, Russia lesioicd to Peisia,by tieaiy, the provinces of Astanibad 
and Mazandaran. 

Aftei the abdication of Shah Husain, his son, Tama&p, had assumed the 
name and slate of king, and wa*. unceadng m Im fee ble dloi ts to recovei the 
crown. At his mstigation, in 1722, Peter the Gieui sid out lor Persu and 
captured Dai band anti Baku, and Tamasp linally eaicTed into a tieaiy with 
Russia, ceding all the possessions of Persia on the Caspam Sc^a on condition of 
the Emperor expelling the Afghans and placing him on the throne, and with

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the same view he entered into negotiations with the Turks, who were extend- 
ing then conque&ts lo the north and west Without much consideration, 
however, foi Tamasp and his pietensions, the courts of Peiershmg and 
Constantinople concluded a treaty ui 1725, by wdiicli they parlitioccd Pcisia 
between themselves It was eiitiiely lo the energy and talents of Nadir Kuli 
f<han, who had acquired a great n putaiion lor couiagc and entcrpiise, that 
Tamasp was indebted for the lecovery of his ioriuncs Nadir Kiili Khan 
was put 111 command oi Tainasp’s small aimy m 1727 He compelled the 
whole of Khorasan to acknowledge the son of Shah Husain, and by the close 
of the year 1730 the foreign Afghan lulers were expelled from Peisla, most 
of their followers weic put to the swoid and the Saiavian dynasty was once 
moie represented on the throne in the person of Shall Tamasp, who granted 
to Nadu Kuli, as a rewaul for Ins sciviccs, the provinces of Khoiasan, 
Mazandaran, Sei&taii and Kaiman. 

In 1732, by the Treaty of Rasht, Russia restored to the Persian Go\eril- 
ment Laiqan, Gilai\ aiidiln^ Pcioian provinces as lar as the Araves , and 
by the Treaty of Gandja, concluded in 1735,^ Russia restored Baku and 
Darband wnlh their provinces lo Persia and u tued bt hind the nvt r Teiek. 

In 1732, on the death of Shah Tamasp, Nadir Kuli Khan wvis reluctant 
lo usurp the sovcieign power on account of the supcistiiious feeling of the 
people m tavoui of the luhng dynasty, h(^ fherclore allowed Abbas til, an 
infant son of Shah TaiiiaFp, to be nominal king till his dc^atb ihiee or four 
yeais later 

Under Nadir Shah the Persian empire recovered for a lime its foi met 
gIoiy» He not only recovered the provinces conquered by the Turks and the 
Russians, but 1 educed Smd, Kandahar, Kabul, Balkh, and the w^hole country 
between the Oxus and the Caspian Sea, earned Ins arms to Delhi, gave up 
the capital of the Moghals to plundei and massacre, and com|i« lied iho Em- 
peror of Delhi to cede to him all his possessions west of the Indus* 

In 1736, as a result of Nadir Shalds victories, a U cal yt was concluded 
between Turkey and Persia, by which the frontieis wmre newly delimitated^ 

Towaids the end of Nadir Shah\ reign a further ireaiyj of peace was 
concluded between Turkey and Persia fixing the limits of the two cotiniries 
on the basis of the treaty of 1639 ; and the following yeati namely in 1747,

anothei treaty* \\as made between the two soveieigns, Sultan Muhammad 
and iSadir Shah by which certain parts of Irak and Ayaibaijan were ceded 
by Persia to Turkey. 

Nadir bhah was muidered in 1747. Within a few years alter his death 
the mighty empiie which he had re-created was dismembered. Ahmad Khan 
Abdali proc'aimed himself King of the Afghans, look Kaudaliai and Herat, 
and laid the foundation of an empire which he extended by conquests more 
brilliant than those ot Nadir Shah llie piovince of Khorasan was all that 
was left to Shah Kukh, the blinded grandson ol Nadir Shah 1 his was 
guaranteed in his mdependant possession by Ahmad Khan, but was soon 
broken up into a number of independent piincipalitics The soutlurn and 
western provinces of Lar, Pars, Iiak, Avaibaijan, and Mazandaian were 
subdued by Karim Khan of the tribe of Zand, and a prince of the Safavian 
house named Shah Ismail, a son oi the sister of Slnih Ilusain, was set up as 
king. He was, however, a mere puppet, and was at last cast into prison, 
while the reins of goveinment were held by Karan Khan alone. Karim 
Khan was a just and enlightened ruler. He took great pains to extend and 
encourage commerce, and dui mg his reign the English, who had abandoned 
Gamrun, obtained, in 1763, a Farmau (No. I) for a factory at Bushire and the 
trade of the Persian Gulf 

Karim Khan died in 1779 after a vigoious rule of twenty-six years. 
His death was the signal for fresh levolutions marked tiy the most atrocious 
cruelties, in the course of which the four surviving sons of Katim Khan were 
savagely mutilated, and which ended in 1795 in the elevation ot Agha 
Muhammad Khan of the Kajar tube, the founder of the present dynasty, to 
the throne of Persia. In 1788, during the brief rule of Jafar Khau, nephew 
of Karim Khan, and the last represi ntative but one of the Zand family, the 
English, who during the revolution had been subjected to many oppressive 
exactions, obtained through the chief of their factory at Basrah another 
Farman (No. II) for unrestricted tiade m the Persian dominions 

Agha‘Muhammad Khan, who for many years had ruled over a consider* 
able province of the Persian empire, but who was not acknowledged as in- 
dependent sovereign till 1795, was scarcely established m power when he 
found himself involved m a war with Russia. Taking advantage of the dis- 
tracted state ot Persia, Heradius, the Wall of Georgia, had in 1783 trans- 
feired his allegiance from Persia to Catherine II, who received him under her 
protection and guaranteed the integrity ot bis possessions. In 1795 Agha 
Muhammad Khan resolved to punish the Gcoigians for their defection, and 
marching upon the country with a rapidity which prevented the Wali from re- 
ceiving support from Russia, he 01 dered a general massacre ot the inhabitants,

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sparing the young and beautifuli whom he carried of! into captivity. Persia 
was instantly invaded by a Russian army, who soon gained important suc- 
cesses and were advancing on Tehran, when then progress was stopped 
and they were recalled by the death ol ihe Empress m 1796. 

In 1796 Monsitui Ohvici w’^as charged with a mission to the Court of 
Persia by the French Republic foi the purpose of establishing commeicul 
relations and to try and unite the Pctsians with the Porte against Russia 
The mission failed. 

In the iollowmg year Agha Muhammad Khan was murdered. He was 
one of the most piudeni and able kings who ever ruled in Persia. He was 
succecoed by Ins nephew^ Fateh Ah Khan, during whose rule commenced 
that closei connection between the British Government and Persia which 
had its oiigui 111 the fear of an Afghan invasion of India, the designs of the 
trench on ihe Bntibh dominions in the cast, and the competition of 
Euiopean poweis for influence at 1 ehran 

tiom the success which had attended the invasion of India by Nadir 
Shah and Ahmad Shall Abdah, it was believed that ihe plains of India v^ere 
exposed to be periodically ravaged by any ambitious lulcr m Afghanistan* 
In 1796 Zaman bhah, a grandson of Ahmad Shah Abdah, ad\anced to 
Lahore with the professed purpose of restoring the house of Timiu from the 
domination oi the Maiathas. Disturbances in his own dominions recalled 
him ui the iollov\uig year; but his invasion and rumours of renewed pre- 
parations, coupled with the appiehension of an invasion of India by ihe 
trench, and the deputation ol a secret embassy by Napoleon to establish his 
influence at ichran, foiced the Briiish Government to take measures for 
the secuuty of their Indian possessions. Captain Malcolm was accordingly 
deputed as Envoy to Persia to negotiate a political and commercial 
aUiance. He concluded two tieatics m iBoi wnth the Persian minister, 
which the Shah laiiiied by prefixing his farmao. By ihe teims oi the 
political Tieaty (No. Hi) the Shah of Persia engaged to lay waste the 
country ol the Afghans if evei they should invade India^ and to prevent the 
French from settling or lesiding m Persia, while, in the event of mar 
between the Afghans 01 the French and Persia, the English were to assist 
the Shah with military stoies. By the commercial treaty (No. IV} all the 
privileges of the old factories were restored, se\cral more were granted, 
and ihe duties to be collected liom purchasers ol staples viere reduced to 
one per cent 

In 1805, during the var between Persia and Russia which origittatfd in' ' 
the invasion of Georgia, the Shah oi Persia, having sufiered severe, revers%' 

, '1 . 1 ' ' ^ 
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and being threatened with the vengeance of Russia for the tieaiheioiis 
murder of the Russian Geneial, threw himself on the suppoii of Napoleoiij 
who was then at the height of his powei, and made overtuics for a tinion 
of political inteicsts with France 

In 1 806 Napoleon sent Monsicin Jaubert to Pcisia, by whom a com- 
mercial treaty was concluded^ which wds aftcnvards lalificd at Finkenstem^ 
This was followed by Geneial Gardaiine’s imssiOHj the object oi which was 
to secure an offensive and defensive alliance Sir Haifoid Jones in 1808 
made it one of the conditions on which he would come to Ithrau that 
General Gardanne should be given his passports 

The Shah bitterly resented the intoipu tation which (hc^ Dntish Govcin- 
ineni put upon the treaty of iSoi and then lefusal to gue him the 
assistance against Russia wdiich he claimed under lhai iieaty;^ and in 
consideration of \vhich he had offered^ through his amiiassad )i Agha 
Muhammad Nabi Khan, to relinquish the French alliance The proposah 
of the French wcie that they should compel the Rn-^sians to restore the 
province wiesied from I^cisia, and that tiny should furnish the Shah with 
mililaiy stores and officeis to organi/e his aimy on the Euiopean system, 
while the Shah on his pait was to declare immediate war with the English, 
to invade India by way of Alghanisian, and to peumt a French aimy to 
invade India through hi& teintones. llicsc negotiations were fni&tiated by 
the peace concluded at Tilsit between Napoleon and the Emperoi Alexander, 
but they had the effect of rousing the Rriti&li Govetnmeni to efforts foi the 
recovery of their lost ascendancy at the Couti of Tehran and the protection 
of their Indian empire by binding the western fiontier States in a chain of 
friendly alliances. Missions wmre sent to the Amiis of Smcl, Ranjit Singh, 
and the Court of Kabul, and Sir John Malcolm was again acircdited as 
Envoy to Persia. Unfortunately, however, without previous concert with 
the Indian Government, and m ignorance of the measuics concerted by 
them, Sn Harford Jones was at the same time deputed direct fiom England 
as Plenipotentiary on the part of the Crown This event led to unseemly 
complications, which had the effect of rendering both go\crimienis ridiculous 
in the eyes of the Persians, 

Sir John Malcolm was instructed, in the event of Sir Harford Jones 
arriving at feombay on his way to Persia before him, to proceed ns Envoy 
' to Baghdad for the purpose of establishing an alliance with the Pasha and 
the petty Chiefs in Arabia, leaving Sir H. Jones to conduct the negotiations 
at Tehran ; but the paramount impoitance of recovering a fooling in Persia 
was to overrule all other consideiations, and Sir J. Malcolm Was to proceed 
on his mission to Persia witl out delay if he should find himself the tet in 
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tbe field Sir John arnved in Persia firsf, while the Shah was still trusting 
to the libeial promise^ 'I’vitli which the French amused him Considering the 
dignity oi the British Gov einment insulted by an attempt, niiich he aiinbuied 
to the influence ot the French embassy, to exclude him fiom the Rojal 
presence and draw him into negotiations with suboidinate officials at Shiraz, 
he v^oncluded that there was no hope of a iuendly alliance lie therefore 
abruptly quitted the country, and proceeding to Calcutta induced Lord Minio 
to prepaic lor the occupation oi the island oi Karak in the Persian Gulf as 
a position from which the Biitish Government could cither negotiate with 
dignit) or act wnlh effect it wnir should be declared The instructions given 
to Sii Harford Jones w^ere that he should remain at Bombay till the issue 
of Sir John Malcolm^s mission was known, but that he should proceed to 
Persia at once m the event eithei of Sir J Malcolm being obliged to leave 
without atiamiiig hiS object, or of liis succeeding m concluding a preliminary 
treaty On Sir John Malcolm's return, theieloic, he set out lor Tehran. 
Fiiithei instiuctioiis to suspend bis mission leached him too late. He anived 
at Tehian when the Shah had lost all faith m the professions of the French, 
which, m consequence of the peace with Russia and reveisc s in Europe, they 
weie no longer able to fulfil, and he therefore found no difficulty in conclud- 
ing a pieliminary Treaty fNo. V) By this treaty, which was concluded 
on the I3th and exchanged on the X5th March 1809, treaties contracted 
by the king with European powers were annulled ; the Shah engaged to 
prevent the passage of European armies through his dominion towards 
India, and the English were to assist him with troops or a subsidy if any 
European forces should invade his terntoncs, and to take no part^ except as 
mediators, m any war between Persia and Afghanistam 

The validity of this treaty, subject to such modifications as might after- 
w^ards be agreed upon, was lecogni/od by Lord Mmto, who, however, sus-* 
pended the functions of Sir H. Jones, directed him to witLdiaw from Persia, 
and again sent Sir John Malcolm as Envoy to the Shah for the purpose of 
concerting fuiiher arrangements, Meanwhile Sir H Jones had leceived 
orders from England to remain at Tehran till the ai rival of another 
Plenipotentiary, Sir Gore Ouscley, whose powers superseded those of both 
Sir H* Jones and Sir J. Malcolm* A definitive Treaty’* (No. VI), based on 
the preliminary Treaty of 1809, was concluded by Sir Gore Ouseley on the 
14th March 1812, but some of the stipulations were altered in Engkndi and

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it was not till 1814 tliat the terms of the iieaty meie liiiall} adjnsUd 
(No, Vli). 

Tliroughont the long reign of Fateh Ah Shall the Persian empire en- 
joyed rest from internal resolution, but it suffered seseiely fiom piotracted 
war with Russia ihe provinces of Georgia, MingrcLa, Daghistan, Shii wao^ 
Karabagh, and Tahsh weie successively severed fiom it, and only the good 
offices oi the British Government arrested the liirther advance of the 
Russian arms, In October 1813 peace was concluded at Gulistan, and a 
Treaty* was drawn up, indicating generally the boundary between the 
Russian and Persian empires, but leaving its exact direction to be aftci wards 
settled by commissioners. For some years thereafter there was nominal 
peace, but m the adjustment of the boundaries many difficulties and disputes 
arose. The Russians occupied and refused to evacuate the distnct of 
Gokcha, which the Persians claimed as theirs. Hostilities were renewed in 
1826, the first attack being made by Abbas Muza, the Prince Royal of Persia. 
At the commencement of the war the Persians claimed from the Bntish 
Government the assistance in money 01 troops stipulated for in the 4th 
article of the definitive treaty of 1814 After enquiiy,, howcvei,, assistance 
was refused, on the ground that actual hostilities had been piovoked by 
aggression on the part of Persia, but for wlmh the disputes might have been 
adjusted by negotiation— a decision of course unsatisfactory to the Shah of 
Persia, who argued that the Russian occupation of Gokcha was an aggres- 
sion on his dominions In the course of the war the Persians sustained 
severe losses, but at length, through the mediation of the Dutish Envoy, 
a treatyt of peace was conclud<d at Turkmanchai, on the 23id Februaiy 
1828, by which the Persian Goveinment ceded to Russia the provinces of 
Envan and Nakshivan, and agreed to pay mdcmniiication for the expenses 
oi the war* The Emperor of Russia engaged to recogni/e Abbas Mirza, ihe 
Shah*s eldest son, as heir and successor to the throne of Persia. 

On the conclusion of the negotiations, opportunity was taken by the 
British Envoy to ptirchase the abrogation (No VIII) of the 3rd and 4th 
articles of the treaty of 1814 by a payment of 200,000 tomans, or one 
yearis subsidy. These articles had been found exceedingly oncious and m- 
convenient, and productive only of collision with the Persian Government* 
By the cancelling of the 3rd and 4th articles of the treaty, the Olh and 7th 
articles also weie virtually abrogated.

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On the nth February 18:29, one jear after the signature of the 
treaty of peace between Russia and i^eisia which had bicughi to a close 
nearly forty } ears ot almost continuous warfare, an event occurred at Tehran 
which, but lor the humble apology made by the Persian Government, might 
have resulted in the rene\%al ot hostilities Two Muhammadan Armenian 
wmiiieiij iiati\es of the recently ceded provinces, were demanded from a 
harem , on their sunender a large mob assembled outside the Russian 
Legation, and the Russian Minister, Monsieui Grebaiadoff, exasperated at 
the iriSolence of the ciowd, ordered his guaids to lire on it, The people 
thereupon attacked the Legation and hnaily massacred the Minister and all 
his suite, thirty-hve in number, with the single exception of Monsieur 
Maltzeff, the first Secretary, who contrived to conceal himselt 

In 1834 an understanding, which was subsequently acknowledged to be 
111 force by an interchange of notes in 1838, 1873, and 1874, was come to 
between Gieat Dritain and Russia with regard to the maintenance of the 
integrity and mdependence of Persia* 

Fateh All Shah died in October 1834 His son, Abbas Mirza, had died 
the preceding year. By the influence of Russia and Lngland Muhammad 
Shah, son oi Abbas Mirza, was placed on the throne, notwithstanding the 
opposition of many pimces ot the Royal blood. After the pacification of 
Europe in 1815, and the lenioval of those dangers which had 'given such 
exaggerated impoi lance to the Persian alliance, no steps were taken to 
mamtam the influence m Persian counsels which had been secured to the 
British Government by the Treaty of Tehran in iSi/j* On the contrary 
much was done to dishearten the Shah and impress him with the belief that 
the preservation of the integrity ol his empire was a matter of indiffeience 
to England Not the least distastetul part of the change in policy was the 
transfer, m 1823, ol the relations with Persia to the Government of India 
and the substitution of an envoy ot the Governoi General for the plenipo-* 
tentiary of the Crown. This change was accepted most reluctantly by the 
Shah, who believed that it was not only derogatory to his dignity, but 
dangerous to his power. Ihe conflict between the Crown and the Indian 
Government regarding the mission m i8og had lowered his respect for the 
latter, and, moreover, he behaved that the operations which the Indian 
Government undertook in the year 1819 agam&t the pirates in the Persian 
Gulf, would, but for ihe control of the English ministry, have ended in 
aggressions on his government* So little care was taken to cultivate rela* 
tions with Persia that, after the peace of Thrkmanchai and the abrogatbn 
of the subsidy agreejtoeut of 1814, a measure 10 which tbt Shahagtodd 
under the pressure of pcctmiarj embarrasstnenta caused by the payment of 
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indemnity to Russia, il is not sui prising that the influence of the British 
Government at Teliran should have declined befoie that of Russia The 
Shah for some years continued to inge the necessity of levising the treaty 
of 1814, and of SLibsliluiing foi the abrogated articles a general stipulation 
of protection which would at least evidence the wish of the British Govern- 
ment that the independence of Peisia should be pieserved No steps, 
however, were taken to meet the expectations of the Shah, and when at last 
aftei long delay, the Biitish Government in 1833 authoiised then lepicscn- 
tative in Peisia to enter on negotiations for a levision of the treaty, their 
ascendancy had given place ciitiiely to that of Russia The negotiations 
were protracted till the yeai 1837, tiut led to no icsult Fora quarter of a 
century, indeed, British mei chant's in Persia had not even the protection of 
a commercial treaty 01 any othei secmity foi tiade than that which the 
general friendly relations of Biilain wnth Peisia afforded them, save a 
Farman (No IX) abolishing expoit duty on hoises, and another (No X), 
granted 111 1836, peimitlmg Butnh meichanls to trade on payment of ibi 
same duties as those paid by Russian ircrchanls The pi ramble of the 
treaty of 1814 provided that a commei<iaI treaty should be aftei w'aids 
concluded; this, however, was iie\er done, and the Peisian Cjovcinmeni 
maintained that the coinmeicial treaty concluded by Sir John Malcolm was 
abiogatedby thelatei treaty of 1814 The British representatives, Mr ?]llis 
and Mr Morier, had m 1814 addiessed anolficial note to the Shah proposing 
that commerce should remain on the footing of the tieaty of 180J, but this 
proposal was never accepted Matters lemamed in this unsaiisCacioiy state 
till 1841, when a comnifmcul Treaty (No XI) was concluded, which pul the 
trade of Britain and Persia on the same footing as that of the most favoured 
nations, and provided for the establishment of commercial agencies in the 
two countries. In 1844 a Faiman (No, XII) was obtained, prescribing the 
piocedure to be followed for the pioieciion of merchants in cases of bank-^ 
ruptcyand insolvency 

In 1836, Persia found herself unable to repress the Tiiikman raiders 
in the province of Astarabad, who made constant descents by sea on the 
Persian shores , and as by the Treaty of Giilistan she had lenoitnced all right 
to have ships of War on the Caspian Sea, she was compelled to beg foi the 
help of some Russian ships to put down the maraudei*'^, Having, howevei, 
got possession of the Island of Cherken, whence she could chock the raiders, 
it was notified to the Russian Government that their help was no longer 
required, A Russian squadion Was nevertheless sent in 1842 to the Island 
of Ashurada, in the Bay of Astarabad, which had a few years previously, ih 
1838, been occupied by the Russians, a naval station to overawe the 
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Turkmans uas built there, and the island has since remained in the posses^ 
Sion of Russia, 

111 1^39; after the departuie of S<i John McNeill from the Peisian camp^ 
a Farman (No. XIII) was piocured fioin the Shall guaianleemg piotectioii 
to mibbioii servants This had been rcndeied necessary by the airest and 
seaicli of a Legation messengci iiavelling beluetri Heiat and the SliaFs 
camp This larman was supplemented by a second Faiiiian (No XIV) for 
the same purpose gianted the following year 

III 1844 a convention ^ was signed between Russia and Peisia^ explain- 
ing the I4ih aiticle of the Ticaty of Turkmanchag and decreeing that the 
subjects of either State crossing the fiontiei into the teuitory of the other 
must be piovided with passports. 

In the following ycai (1845) French merchandize was put on the same 
footing as that of the most favoiiicd nation, in 1847 a commercial iicaty 
between Fiance and Pcisia ivas signed, but not raliiied, and 111 1849 
Persian Government officially lefnscd to mtify it 

In 1848 a Russidn hospital foi the use of Russians employed in checking 
the raaiauding Tiiikmans was established by a Royal Farman at Banclai Gez 
on the i^ei^ian mainland m the pioviiKe of A^'taiabad, 

In the saiiu )cai, when the Uiiiish Govouimenl ucie making strenuous 
exertions to suppicss the liaffie 111 Afncan sla\es, an Engagement (No XV) 
was obt<iined liom the Shah to piohibii the iinpoitahon oi slaves into Persia 
by sea* The piiests were gicatly aveise (o the abolition of slave tiaffic, and 
the Shah did not Icel bimscH sliong enough to biave then opposition and to 
absolutely and explicitly piobibit the impoitation of slaves into Ins dominions , 
bill he viitually did so by forbidding impoitation by sea, as the loutc by land 
is not piadicablc In i8*^x a Convention (No. XVI) mas condiided for 
the search and scizuri' vi Pcisian vessels suspeeb^d of being engaged m the 
slave-trade 

The recoiK|uest of Afghanistan m'as aim ays a favourite dream of the 
Kajar dynasty, who conceived that then rights of soveieignty over that 
country were as complete as in the days of the Safavian kings* The first 
use which the Russians made of their ascendancy after the peace of 1828 
was to encourage Faich Ah Shah in his ambition for eastern conquests as an 
off-set for the cessions on his north-westeui frontier, and as a means of 
jndirecily establishing their own influence as far as the Indus Fateh Ali Sh^ 
projected two unsuccessful expeditions against A%I»nistan and the city ' 
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Heratj whicli is tlie key to the cotintiy His grandson, Muhammad Shah, 
who was ever a friend of Russia and an enemy to British interests, revived 
the project, and with a large force laid siege to Herat oo the 23rd November 
1837 He was aware, and bad been wax ned that any hostile movement 
against Herat would be viewed with dissatisfaction by the British Govern- 
ment Confident, how^ever, in the support of Russia, he rejected all offers 
for the settlement of his disputes wnth Shah Kamran of Herat by friendly 
mediation, and treated the Biitish mission wdth a marked discomtesy, which 
compelled the Envoy to lowei his flag and declare the alliance with Persia 

an end To force the Shah to renounce his ambitious projects a demon- 
stration was made in the Persian Gulf by the occupation of the island of Karak, 
This had the effect of forcing him to withdraw his troops from Heiat after a 
memorable siege of ten months, in which all Iiis efforts to take the city were 
defeated by the energy and ability of Eldred Pottmger, a young English 
officer of artilleiy On the withdrawal of the British armies from Afghanis- 
tan, Shah Kamran w^as deposed and murdeicd by his minister, Yar Muham- 
mad Khan, who m voids professed himself to he a dependant of the Shah 
of Persia, but maintained himself m real independence. 

Muhammad Shah died in August 1848, and was succeeded by his eldest 
son Nasir-ud-Din On the death of Yar Muhammad Khan of Herat in 1851, 
his son Saiyid Muhammad Khan, succeeded him. Feeling himself insecurein 
power and being threatened by the Amir of Kabul and by Kohandil Khan 
from Kandahar, Saivid Muhammad Khan made overtures to Persia, and a 
force w'as despatched by the Shah nominally to reduce the Turkmans but 
in reality to occupy Herat. The British Envoy at Tehran remonstrated and 
required from the Persian Government explicit assmances of the course they 
meant to adopt On the 2Sth January 1853 the Persian Government 
signed an agreement (No. XVII) not to send tioops to Herat unless it should 
be attacked by a foreign force, and not to interfere further in its affairs than 
had been done in the lifetime of Yar Muhammad. This interference with 
their ambitious projects gieatly irritated the Persian Court, who showed 
their annoyance by a series of vexatious slights, which destroyed all cordiality 
of intercourse with the British Envoy, and eventually caused a new rupture. 
In 1854 Mirza Hasbim Khan, who had been dischaiged from the Shah's 
service, was appointed to be agent at Shiraz for the British mission. The 
Persian Government objected to the appointment, and threatened to 
imprison him if he should proceed on his duty. They next seized an<| 
imprisoned his wife. As all redress was persistently refused, the Envoy at 
Jehran struck hi& flag on the 20th Npvember and withdrew from the Persian 



dominions An official notification was issued by the Persian Government 
justifying their proceedings, and insinuating that the interest of the British 
Envoy in the case sprang fiom an intrigue with th<* wife of Mirza Hashim. 
In the meantime Muhammad Yusuf grandson of Firoz, oni^ of the brothers 
of Shah Shu|a, had put Saivid Muhammad Khan, th“ ruler of H-^rat, to 
death, and had applied to the Shah of Persia for assistance. A force 
was sent, in December 185S, m violation of the agi-e'^raent- which had been 
made by the Pei sum Goveinment Muhammal Yusuf was taken pris oner, 
and Herat was captured on the 26th October t 8=;6 Eveiy effort having 
failed to induce the Persian Government to adjust the quairel and to apologize 
for the insults to the British mission, a force was despatched from Bombay 
to occupy the island of Karak, and war was formally declared on the ist Nov- 
ember 1856 After a brief campaign hostilities were terminated by the Treaty 
of Paris (No XVIII) concluded on 4th March 1857 This treaty revived 
none of the earlier tieatlcs cancelled by the war except the convention of 
August 1851 for the suppression of slavery in the Persian Gulf, which by the 
I'^th article was renewed till Angud 1872, and for such time afterwards as 
neither of the contracting parties by a formal declaration annuls it. 

The Legation at Tehran was under the immediate direction of the 
India Olfice fiom 1833 to 183^, and again for one year from the ^nd of 8^8 
to the end of 1830 * Since then it has lemained under the control of the 
English Foreign Office. 

During the Crimean War in 1854 Persia remained neutral, although she 
was at one time on the point of casting in her lot with Russia, as a return 
for which territorial aggrandizement was offered her, as well as relea se from 
the payment of the subsidy which she had to make to Russia in accordance 
with the piovisions of the Treily of Turkmanchai Sh'* stood aloof, hoM^- 
ever, althoueh she had at one lime gone so far as to mass troojis on the 
Turkish frontier. 

In i860 the Persian Government sent an expedition under the command 
of Hamza Muza against the Tckke Turkmans of Merv, who weie considered 
to be Per.sian subjects though beyoml the control of the Central Government, 
in order to punish them for the constant raids made on Khorasan. Merv 
was taken on the ii^th of July, the Turkmans having made but little oppo- 
sition ; but when the Persian Commander endeavoured on October 5th to 
move from his entrenched camp to more suitable ground he was attacked by 
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the Turkmans and totally routed, the expedition returning to Khorasan in 
great confusion* 

The Caspian Sea fisheiies was granted first about 1867 to M« Lianozoll, 
a Russian subject, and the concession has since been frequently renewed, 
A fixed sum is given by the concessionnaire to the Pcisian Government 

In 1869 the Russians having fiimly established themselves at Krasnovodsk, 
on the eastern shores of the Caspian Sea, it was found necessary to define 
the frontier between Russia and Peisia, and accordingly an agieement^ was 
drawn up secietly and acknowledged by an aulogiaph letter of the Shah 
fixing the river Atiak as the boundary between the two States The Per- 
sian Goveinmt nt later declared that the Atrak frontier only referied to the 
seaboard and to about 50 miles inland and did not include the river to its 
source 

The proceedings of the Persian authorities on the frontier of Baluchistan 
were long a source of anxiety to the Khan of Kalat. Founding her preten- 
sions to dominion m Baluchistan on the conquest of foimer dynasties, Persia 
gradually advanced beyond the irontici which maiked her possessions eaily 
m the nuietecntli century, and justilicd bei action by the necessity of reptess- 
mg the bordei Baluchis, who were m the habit of orgam/ing marauding ex- 
peditions into the neighbouring province of Karraan. In this wxiy the district 
of Bampur fell into the hands ol the Persians m 1841, and nine years laior, 
after the unsuccessful revolt of its Chief, it was permanently occupied by them. 
Subsequently the Chiefs of the western divisions of Makran, vw , Dizak, 
Sarbaz, Geh, and Kasarkand paid tribute to Ibrahim Khan, the Peisian 
Governor of Bampm. No oppoil unity was lost by Ibrahim Khan of asserting 
the claim of Persia, and lus proceedings during the construction of the 
telegraph from Bushire to Gwadar m 1863, addressing theatening IcUeis 
to the neighboming Chiefs, formed the subject of reference to Tehran. Five 
years later he manifested a disposition to interfere with the construction of 
the telegraph between Jask and Gwadar, and the threatening attitude 
adopted by him during that and the following year towards Kej and other 
parts of Makran owing allegiance to the Khan of Kalat was productive of 
much excitement and disturbance in the border districts, The ministers of 
the Shah disclaimed any intention of asserting the claims of Persia to Kej 
by force of arms, but the British Government ha\ mg treaty engagements with 
the Khan of Kalat could not view with indifference any intentions on the part 
of Persia which caused apprehension to the Khan, and the expediency of 
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forbidding eithei open aggression oi thieats on the pait of the fioniie! 
authorities was inipiessed on the ministers 

A proposal was then made m 1870 by the Shah that, as the boundaues 
between Peisia and Kalat had not been clearly defined^ it the British Goveni- 
ment desired that the line of frontier should be tiaced^ commissioncis should 
be sent to the frontier by England, Pcisia^ and Kalat for die purpose of 
settling the boundary This proposal was accepted by the British Goieiu- 
mentj and in Janiiaiy 1871 tiie commissioneis met on the frontier aiicl^ after 
collecting all the available infoimation, Major-Geneial Goldsmid, the Butish 
commissioner, proceeded to Tehran tor tlie adjustment of the question The 
Persian fiontier, as defined m a memoiandum by tlm British commissioner, 
and comprising Dizak and Bampusht, Sarbaz and Pishin, Baho and Dashii- 
yan, was accepted by the Shah on the 4th September 1871 A request was 
subsequently piefeired by the Pei^ian Government that the small distiict of 
Kohak, lying below the Jalk and Kalagaii sub-divisions of the Di/ak district 
and which had been included on tlie map within the Kalat frontici, might be 
made ovei to Peisia This was so far agreed to by the Bntish Govern- 
ment that the line forming the westeui boundaiyof Kalat was diawu to the 
east of Kohak, but no opinion was e^picssed as to the position of the 
Persian frontier. Kohak was occupied by Persian troops in May 187B 
(See Baluchistan, Vol XI) 

In 1 85 1 pioposaK” wen^ made for a cunveniion between the Indian and 
Persian Governments foi the consLuu tion of a line of tclcgiaph from the 
Turkish fiontier through Persia to Bandar Abbas, to form pari of a lelegiaph 
line from England to India After some negotiations, howevei, the Persian 
Government, on the 25tli April 1862, declined the terms offered The route 
through Pcisia was thercfoie abandoned, and the Turkish and Indian lines 
of telegraph wmic connected by a snb-manne cable in the Persian Gulf In 
1868 a Convention (No XiX) was concluded, by which, m order to provide 
against any accident to the Persian Gulf cable, it was agreed that the Buii«h 
Government should construct and work a line of telegiaph between Gwadar 
and a point between Jask and Bandar Abbas, the British Government to 
pay 3,000 tomans annually As ougmally drawn, this convention expired in 
1888, but by mutual declaration made m X887 it was prolonged till 1905* In 
1891 it was piolonged for a further period of twenty years, namely, till 1925. 

After the failure of the negotiations alluded to above, the Shah decided 
on constructing an alternative line at his own cost from Khanikin on the 
Turkish frontier through Tehran, Ispahan, and Shiraz to meet the other line 
at Bu&hire, and for this puipo^e he concluded an Engagement (No. XX} 
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in December 1863 to place the construction and working of the line for a 
time under the superintendence of an English engineer officer , to purchase 
the materials from the British Government, and to allow the Biitish 
Government the use of the line on payment of specified charges. 

By a Convention (No XXI) executed atTehianon 231 d November 
1865, and ratified on ist May following, the Persian Govcinmcni agreed 
to eieci, under the direction and supei vision oi British officers, another wire 
to be used for inteuiational messages only, on the Bushire and Khanikin 
line, the necessary maieuals to be provided by the British Government and 
paid for in five yeaily instalments. It was fiirthei agreed that the establish- 
ments should be paid by the British Government, though the piotection of 
the line was toieraain with Peisia, and that all receipts up to 30,000 tomans 
a year should be credited to Persia, the suiplus, if any, being made ovei to 
the British Government. The receipts did not amount to this sum m any 
one year, and the cost of establishments and maintenance, Rs. 1,20,000, 
fell entirely on the British Government 

In January 1868 and May 1869, however, airangements*^ were concluded 
betw^een the British and Persian Governraenfs and the Indo-European Tele- 
graph Company, by which the Biitish Government was relieved of a poiiion 
of these charges This company was fiom its beginning, and is still, 
under Russian protection m Persia, The company had early m 1868 obtain- 
ed a concession, owing in great measure to the good offices of the Russian 
Legation at Tehran, from the Persian Government to constiuct and woik a 
telegraph line from Julfa to Tehran for a term of twenty-five years It was 
now agieed that the company should pay the Persian Government a fixed 
annual sum of 12,000 tomans m lieu of the receipts up to 30,000 tomans for- 
merly paid by the British Government ,* that they should deduct from that 
payment an annual instalment of one twenty-fourth of the debt due by the 
Peisian to the British Government on account of the cost of construction, and 
should pay that instalment to the British Government ; and that till that debt 
was paid off, or as long, at all events, as the British Government held the 
concession of the Ime, the company should also pay the British Government 
a moiety of the surplus leceipts in excess of u,ooo tomans a year In 
return for this, if the convention of 1865 were not renewed, the company 
were to have the concession, and in the case of its renewal, to receive from 
the Persian Government one-third of their charge on each message along the 
whole line from Bushire to Julfa. 
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The telegraph convention of 1865 expired on the 12th August 1872^ but 
was renewed (No XXI i) for a period of three months^ and on 2iid Decem- 
ber following a fresh Con\ention (No XXIII) for the construction of a third 
wire was signed and came into force from 31st March 1873, the date of 
its ratification By this convention it was agreed that the Peisian 
Government should receive from the Biitish Government for tliiee years an 
annual payment of 2,000 tomans for messages originating or terminating in 
Persiaj pending the making of a separate arrangement The Indo-European 
Telegraph Company take two-thuds and the Persian Government one-third 
on all messages originating and terminating in Persia Also^, in consequence 
of the frequency with which outrages had been perpetrated on the persons 
and property of telegraph employes, and damage caused to the telegraph 
posts and wires, it was piovided by aiticle 2 that the British employes 
should be placed under the special protection of the local authoiities, the 
latter furnishing them with guards when necessary and otherwise assming 
their personal safety , and by article 12 that the expense of repairing any 
wilful damage to the line should be borne by the Persian Government. This 
convention as originally diawn would have expired on the ist January 1895, 
but by mutual declarations made m 1887 it was prolonged to 1925, when the 
whole line will be handed over to the Persian Government, unless this shall 
have already been done m accoi dance with the terms oC article 19 The 
Government of India in 1887 waived their claim to the yearly contribution of 
1,000 tomans payable by Persia under article 10 of the convention In 1891 
the convention of 1872 (like that of 1868) was continued for a further 
period of 20 years, namely, until 1925 

In 1885 the Persian line from Tehran to Mashad (Meshed) was taken 
over by the Indo-European Telegraph Department 

On the 25th of February 1887 the Jask Agreement (No XXIV) was 
signed, which fixes the territorial limits of the telegraph station there and 
other details respecting taxes to be levied ^on employds. 

In January 1891 an agreement^ was ananged between the Shah and 
the Indo-European Telegraph Company, adjourning the date at which the 
agreement of 1872 should terminate fiom 1905, to 1925 in which year also, 
as already stated, the Anglo-Persian telegraph convention of 1868 and 
1872 wnll, under existing arrangements terminate 

On the 24th of May 1879 a conventionf was signed betvreen the Russian 
and Persian Governments, by which the former were to make a line of 
telegraph from Chikishliar to meet the Persian line at Astarabad | the 
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convention to hold good foi one yeai and the line to be handed ovei to the 
Persian Government after completion 

On the 31st of January 1881 a furthei convention ^ was signed, by winch 
Russian employes aie allowed to woik the line , 30 ceniunes per word on 
messages horn Julfa to stations east oL the Caspian, and no centimes a woid 
on messages to places south of Tehran aic to be paid to Ihisia, and a 
tenth of the sum received is to be set apaii foi icpaiung the line The 
convention is to remain m foice as long as the Russian Goveinmeiit desne 
to niainlain telegraphic communication with their mihtaiy authoutics in the 
provinces to the east of the Caspian Sea 

In 1863 a hcaty t was signed between Turke> and Pcisia, establishing 
a line of telegraph between the two countues and deciding that the point of 
junction should be at Khamkin On account of the unceitamty of the exact 
frontier line two further conventions weie signed | in 1863 and 1864 lespcct™ 
ing the point of junction of the Turkish and Persian lines. 

In 1870 a convention § w^as come to between Turkey and Persia with 
reference to the transportation of corpses to the sacred pkaces ui Mesopo- 
tamia A period of thiee years is IkccI as the limit to the delay m 
transport 

The raik^ay question, which had foi some ycais been mooted m Persia, 
was brought prominently foi ward by the terms of the Reuter Conee^^^ion of 
1872, and since that time numerous concessions Inve beingiaiiLed to 
European companies and othcis, but in only two instances — one, the shoU 
line from Teluan to Shall Abdul A/im, a distance oi siv miles, which is 
worked by a Belgian companv, and which was giant d in r88C , the other, 
the Amu! railway in Ma/andaran, wdiich was giant^d to Ilajji Amim Zaib 
(Muhammad Hassanj— have these concessions been taken up In 1890, 
owing to the rivalry existing between the English and Russian GovcHiimenis 
as to railways, the Shah made an agi cement 1| with the Russian Gove inment 
that no railways should be made in Persia during the next ten yeais Two

tThe anangement o£ 1^63(1280), which was made between Namik Pasha, Govts nor-Gcneial of 
Baghdad, and Mirza Husain Khan, Persian Minister at Canstantmople, on Im way through 
Baghdad, fixes the point of junction on the Tuiko-Persian frontiei for the new thiemgh tdegraph 
line by way of Khanikm 

The arrangeme'st of 1864 (1281) was made tor the same purpose between Alt Pasha, TnrkHh

§ Concluded at Baghdad and signed by Midhat Pasha, Governor-General of Baghdad, tnd 
Mushir-ud-Daula Mir/a Hussain Khan, Persian Ambassadoi at Constantinople. 
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concessions weie, however, with the consent of the British and Russian 
Governments, granted in January i8gi , the Cist, according to the concession- 
naire, a Belgian subject, the right to prolong the Shah Abdul Azim railway 
to a distance not exceeding 30 kilomcties from Tehran, the second, 
according to a French cituen, the light to run a light railwav to his coal 
mines, distant about 30 oi 40 miles irom Tehiaii The concessions have 
since lapsed 

In 1875 a commeicial treaty, ‘ having refeience to the import of tobacco, 
was signed at Constantinople, and in 1878 a special tanfff renewable 
every 10 yeais was settled. 

The disoiganized state of the boider districts of Pcisia and Turkryhas 
long been pioductive of dissensions betw< en the two States Complaints of 
the passage of nomad tribes to and from the Fashalik of Baghdad, and of 
the giant of an asylum to maraudeis and refugees by the frontier authorities, 
led to the mscition of artults in the tuatyf concluded at Eizcrum in 18^3, 
pioviding for the lemedy of these abuses. These provisions proved in« llci - 
tual, and in 1849 lour commissioners were appointed on thei>artof England, 
Russia, Persia, and Turkey, respectively, for the purpose of dchnuig the, 
boidei as provided in the second and third articles of the treaty § concluded 
at Erzeium in 1847 ^ oi the border disliuts was prepared by the 

coninussion, but the actual demarcation was not eflected, and the question 
lemained in abeyance In 1869 ^ protocolj| was signed by the Pei sun 
and Turkish lepresentatives on the simultaneous piesentation, by the 
representatives of England and Russia at Constantinople and Tehran, of a 
map w'hicli had been drawn up by the English and Russian commissioners. 
On this map a band of tenitory vaiying from 25 to 40 miles wide w'as laid 
down, within which the me diatoiy powers declan d that they consideied 
the frontier line ought to be lound Undei this protocol the siat7/s quo of 
the lands m dispute, which wore situated on the louth-w'cstern slope of the 
Pusht-i-Koh lange, near the Tigris, was to be maintained until the boundary 
line should be settled, and no buildings were to be eiected on these lands. 
In 1871, how'cver, the border disputes were reined, negotiations ensued^ 
and finally it was arranged that refugees on the bolder should be removed 
to such a distance in the intoiior of each State as should prevent their 
carrying on intrigues. It was also agreed that a Perso-Tuikish commission 
should assemble at Constantinople for the puipose of cairymg into effect 
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the provisions of the second treaty of Erzerum^ and at winch delegates on 
the part of England and Russia should be present to assist the delegates of 
Persia and Turkey in coming to a complete understanding , but oivmg to 
the dilatonness of the Porte the commission never met In 1884 further 
representations were made by the Porte that the Persians were cultivating 
the lands m question^ an armed Persian force of 500 horsemen having 
entered and sown the disputed district , the Peisiaiis still maintained that 
the lands were undoubtedly on the Peisian side of the frontier as deter- 
mined by the treaty of Erzerum in 1847, which fixed the status quo in cer- 
tain districts The district was then occupied by Turkish troopS;, where- 
upon a joint note was addiessed by the English and Russian Legations at 
Tehran to the Turkish and Pexsian Governments, asking that the troops 
might evacuate the district, and that a map shewing the frontier might be 
prepared together with a memorandum explaining the pretentions of 
Persia 

In 1876 troubles were renewed on the Turko-Persian frontier at Khoi 
and Zohab, v/hich were claimed both by Tmkey and Persia ; they were 
continued in the following year and resulted in the presentation by the 
Persian Government of their grievances against the Poite, which may be 
briefly summed up as follows —firsts the continued occupation by Turkey 
of Kotaur (Kutur), which was seized by Daivesh Pasha m 1849, when on 
his way to jom the frontier commission at Baghdad, and which, in spite of 
the repeated protests of the Persian Government against these alleged 
violation of territory, was still held by the Porte, and also of Banzargan^ 
Deiri, Mahmudi, Akhorek, and Chibaktu, and Khazma , second^ the ill- 
treatment to which Persian pilgrims were subjected , third^ the non-execu-^ 
tion of tiie promise made that Abbas Mirza should be removed from 
Baghdad , and fourth^ the delay in delimitating the frontier. In the same 
year the island of Shahleh, in the Persian Gulf, which was claimed by 
Persia, was occupied by Turkey but evacuated on an agreement being 
entered into by the Persian Government that it should not be cultivated nor 
occupied by Peisian troops pending the final settlement of the respective 
claims to iL 

In 1876 a conventions^ was agreed upon between the Persian and 
Turkish Governments for regulating the position of the subjects of the two 
powers m their respective States, 

In 1877 the continued advance of the Russian troops on the east coast 
of the Caspian Sea caused the Turkmans of Merv and Akhal to consider 
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wlietiier it would be for their advantage that the nominal sovereignty, \\hich 
Persia had claimed over them for many years, should become more definite, 
or whether it would be more prudent to declare allegiance to Russia In the 
foIlo\\ing year some Chiefs oi the Tekke Turkmans of Merv visited Tehran 
and made an agreement with the Shah, by which they promised allegiance to 
Persia, but the agreement was set aside on their return to Merv In the same 
yeai the Russians advanced on the Akhal tcintory formcily claimed by Persia* 
They continued then advance m the following year, but were twice duven 
back by the Turkmans, namely, at Geok Tapili (Teppe) and Chat In 1880 
the Tekke Turkmans of Merv again sent a deputation to Tehian, but this 
led to no result, as one of the conditions of their owning allegiance to Persia 
was that the fertile lands of Sarakhs should be assigned to them if they 
eventually decided to abandon Merv In the meanwhile the Turkmans of the 
Akhal district had gamed lempoiary successes against the Russians and had 
twice defeated them, at Khoja Kala and at Geok Tapih , but 111 the following 
year, 1881, the Russians under General Skobcleff took Geok Tapih and occu- 
pied the Persian Ataks of Daraghaz and Kalat-i-Nadm This led to the 
signing of the Akhal-Khorasan boundary convention^ on the 2isi of Decern-' 
ber, by which the Russo-Persian frontiei from the Caspian Sea to Baba Dor- 
maz IS defined, although the work of the actual marking out of the frontier 
by the Russian and Persian commissioners was not completed till 1885 By 
the convention of 1881 the agreement enteied into m 1869, by which the 
river Alrak was to form the boundary between the two countries, is cancelled. 

In 1883 the Russian Minister at Tehian infoimeci the Persian Govern- 
ment that, as Persia had not asserted her sovereignty over the Tekki Turk- 
mans of Merv, the Russian Government could not now recognize such 
sovereignty p The Peisian Minister of Foreign Affairs replied that Persia, 
although she could not consider her tcuitonal lights over Merv as invali- 
dated by the reasons given, would nevertheless not take any action with 
respect to the allegiance of the Tekkes without consulting Russia ; and it 
subsequently transpired that the Russians had already, m the autumn of the 
preceding year, concluded an agreement with the Tekkes of Merv by which 
mutual protection is guaranteed to the subjects of both parties, and Russian 
agents, to the exclusion of all otheis, are alone to be received at Merv. 

In 1884 Merv surrendered to the Russians, who then occupied Saiakhs 
on the ground that it had always belonged to the Tekke Turkmans of Merv* 

In 1878 an agreementt was arranged between the Turkish and Persian 
Governments respecting sanitary regulations to be observed by Persian 
pilgrims. 
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In 1880 a portocol was signed beU’iccn Gicat Bntam and RussiaitgarcB 
mg the tcrritoiy ot KotauFj in accordance wiilUhc 6oih article of the tieaiy 
of Beilin^ by which the lands m dispute were declaicd to biloog to Persia 
and were tlieiefore evacuated by the Tmkisli tioops 

III the same jeai a Kurdish tribe, undei a cfTtaiii Shaikh Obaidiillaj made 
an incursion over the Turko-Pei Sian frontier and lavaged ceitain Pcisiaii 
villages In 1881-82, on the Peisian Government making uigcnt icpie- 
seiitatioiis to the Porte, measures weic taken to pievent the recui mnee of 
these mioads, and the Shaikh was captured and banished to Medina, 

In May 1889 the Persian Govcininent complained ot a Turkish attack 
oil the village of KadUioda Ah, m the distiict of Khanikm, to winch the 
Turkish Ambassadoi at Tehran icphed by complainmg of the occupation by 
Peisians of lands at Vazneh on the Turko-Pcisian fronliei, whicli he de< lared 
to be undoubtedly Tuikisli Persia pi opo^ed the appointment of two engmecis 
to decide as to the piopnetary rights to Va/neh, but to this the Tiukish 
Government cud not agree In July of the same year a Kurdish iniOicl took 
place at Abagu 111 the district of Uiiimia, winch is ecpially claimed by both 
governments 

In January 1890 the Tuikish Government stipulated that, bcfoic any 
agieement should be discussed respecting Vazneh, the lands in dispute should 
bo evacuated by the Peisians In the month of April a protocol was cliawn 
up by the Persian Government and submitted to the* Porto for the setilememt 
of the question, by which Persia agreed to evacuate the chsirici pending the 
decision 

In 18S2 a convention was concluded between Turkey and Persia which 
opens the route by Bask Kala Dilman, though maintaining at the same time 
the Khanikin route It is durable for three years, and is 1 onewablc for 
further periods of tin ee years so long as no objection is raised by cilher 
government 

On the 2nd of Maich 1883 a second Mave-tiadc convention was signed 
between Great Bntam and Persia abrogating the convention framed in 1 851 , 
giving British cruisers the right to search Persian vesbels, and making 
anangementa respecting the disposal of slaves found and the punishment of 
the slavers (No. XXV) 

In 1884 a convention was made regulating the ovciland postal arrange- 
ments between Turkey and Peisia, and m 1890 a convention was signed 
establishing the transmission of parcels by post between the two countries. 

In 1885 the cultivation of certain lands at Hashtadan on the Hart Rud 
fruidiei by Persians led to a protest from the Government of Afghanistan, the 
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Amir claiming the lands in question as part of Ins dominion The Bniisli 
Govemmcnt ofleied (by \ntue of the 6th aitide of the treaty oi Pans, 
1857) act as aibitrator beti^een thet^^o countucs mthe question at issue^ 
and the oflFer having been accepted General MacLean, who was subsequently 
appointed to be Her late Majesty^s Consul-General and Agent to the Governor 
General of India at Mashad^ was deputed to act as arbilratoi In 1888 lie 
proposed an arrangement ^ for the settlement oi the disputed fionticij vvhich 
was accepted by the tvio Governments The demaication was completed 
on the 24th of May 1891 

A concession for the constiuction of a railway irom Tehran to Shah 
Abdul Azim was granted to the late Fabius Boital m 1886^ and was ceded by 
him to the Socictc anon) me dcs Chemms de fer ct tramway^ rn Peise of 
Brussels in 1888 

A concession for the construction of liam’^\ays was granted to the late 
Fabms Boital in May 1888, and was ceded by him to the above mentioned 
Socjctc aiiunyme of Brussels m the same yeai 

In 1888 the navigation of the nvei Karun was thrown open to the ships 
of all nations f 

In 1888 the New Oriental Bank Coipoi alien 0})enecl a biaach at 
Tehran and in eAher towns of Persia, and the Shah nsued a pioclamation [ 
piomising protection of then prupcity to his subjects 

In the following year the Persian Go\cTnment at length agicod to tlic 
appointment of foreign Consuls at Maslnul, and the Russian and British 
Governments at once named Consuls-Gcnicxal there 

The famous Reuter Concession, which had been granted in 1872, and 
cancelled the following yeai after the ShaMs return from Europe, was re** 
modelled 111 1889 and signed on the 30th January of that year at Tehran 
Baron Reuter was accorded the grant for a teim of 60 yeais of the Impcrnl 
Bank of Persia, which was established under a Butish Royal (diaitei m 
September 1889 Among other concessions weie the issue oi bank notes 
which should be a legal tender , the service of the treasury ; and the lights 
of mining for iron, coppm lead, mercury, coal, peti oleum, borax and 
asbestos in all Persia^ In the same year several minot concessions were 
gi anted, 

A Belgian, M. Dems, holds several concessions for the manufacture of 
candles, sugar and glass (1889), and a concession for plaster lime and marble 
quariies, granted m 1890 for 50 years, within a radius of 35 miles round 
Tehran, 
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In 1890 Lazar Poliakoff of Moscow obtained a concession for tlie 
establsshrnent of a Tiansport and Insuiance Company.” Tins compcinj 
acquired in 1892 the concession for the Enzeh-Kazvin road^ and m 1894 
that for the road from Kazvin to Hamadan, The former load was opened 
for traffic m 1899, latter in 1905 In 1897 1 ^ 1 ^® company purchased the 
Kazviii-Tehran road, which the Persian Government had const meted m 
1880, and acquired a concession for the construction of a quay, piers, etc j 
at Enzeli* 

In 1890 a concession was also granted to an English company giving 
thorn the working and management of all the tobacco giown in Persia The 
company commenced operations the following spring At the end of 1891 
a strong local agitation was aroused m opposition to this concession, and m 
January 1892 the Persian Government issued a decree putting an end to 
the whole tobacco monopoly and pa’d the company (Imperial Tobacco 
Corporation) { milion sterling, which was raised by a loan in London The 
loan was redeemed in 1900. 

In the }ear 1890 also a concession for a loan Bank and Mont de 
Pidtd ” was obtained by Jaques Poliakoff of Petei&burg Some years later 
this Bank became practically an agency of the Russian State Bank and 
changed its title to Banque d^Escompie.” 

In 1890 the concession for a carriage road from Tehian to the south of 
Persia was purchased by the .Imperial Bank of Persia and the work of 
constructing the load was at once taken m hand. 

By a concession dated the 12th May 1895 the French Government 
obtained the exclusive right in peipeluiiy of searching lot objects of 
antiquarian interest in Persia 

A concession for a road from Ahwaz to Ispahan was granted m 1897 
to the Bakhtiarl Chiefs This load was completed in December 1899. 

In 1898 the Imperial Bank of Persia obtained a supplementary 
article to its concession of 1890 Under the aiticlc the bank secured 
the concession for a road from Kum to Ispahan on the same terms as 
the original road concession. The entire concession, which includes 
the construction and working of the road from Tehran to Kum and 
Ispahan, and from the former to Ahwaz Sultaoabad, Duful and 
Shuster, the extension of the latter fiom Ahwaz to Mohamracrah, and the 
branch road fiom Burujird to Ispahan, was transferred by the bank to the 
PersHU Transport Company in consideration of the payment by the lailer 
company of £15,000 and the allotment of 10,000 fully paid up shares of 
£1 each. 
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In March 1899 a mmiog concession was. granted Russian capitalists 
for 70 years in the district of Karadagh in the province of Azarbaijan The 
mines are said to contain coal, copper and lead No work has begun yet 

(1906). 

In 1901^ With a view to securing uninterrupted communication between 
Europe and India^ it was agreed (No XXVI) between the British and 
Persian Governments thatj m addition to the lines of telegraph already 
established in virtue of previous engagements^ a line of three wires should 
be constructed by the Persian Government from Kashan to the Baluchistan 
frontier vtd Ye/d and Karman 

A petroleum concession for 60 years was granted to Mr William Knox 
D’Arcyof London m 1901 for all Persia except Gilan^ Mazandaran, Khorasaiij 
Azarbaijan and Astarabad In the Chiah Surkh wells oil has been found 
in considerable quantities The c ompany are exploiting their concession. 

In 1902 the Russians acquired a concession for a road running from Julfa 
on the Russian fionlicr to Tabriz and linking with Kazvin In connection 
With this road the Russian Bank acquired a concession for working naptha 
and coal situated on eacli side of the road to a distance of 40 miles 

In 1902 a concession for electric lights for all Persia was given to the 
late Hakim-uLMulk^ but nothing has yet been done to light Tehran by 
electricity 

In 1903 a concession for a road from Astara to Ardabil was granted to 
the Sherket Umimi About 25 miles of this road, which is being constructed 
by a Persian company, have been completed 

The laic Shah Mir/ufferuddin in April 1903 granted the Moayyer-el- 
Momalck, a Persian noble, a telephone monopoly in Persia for 60 years. 
By article VII of the concession ho is cmpoweied to dispose of his conces- 
sion, but the concession circular of 1904 prohibits the sale without the 
permission of the Persian Government. 

A Commercial Convention (No XXVII) and tariff was signed between 
Great Britain and Persia m February 1903, and was latified in May of the 
same year 

In 1904 the SanLed-Dowlah obtained a monopoly for running motor cars 
throughout Persia. This monopoly has been questioned so far as roads 
constructed by the Russian Finance Ministry are concerned on the ground 
that the concessioanaire's rights could not cancel rights previously conceded 
to them. The Sani-ed*DowIah has acquiesced in this view- 
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In August 1905 a concession^ was granted to the Sponge Exploiatioii 
Syndicate of London^ the members of which are believed to be GitekSj to fish 
foi and exploit sponges la Persian waters from Fao to Gweiter ;i^i,ooo 
was paid for the concession, and the Syndicate has agreed to pav a royalty 
ot 50 francs for eveiy 100 kilogrammes of sponges exported abioad 01 
brought mio Persia for sale The concession is loi 50 years 

Seistan 

The rival claims of Persia and Afghanistan to sovereignty over Seistan 
weie for many years productive of disputes which more than once threatened 
a rupture ot fiiendly relations between the two States Seistan was in 
ancient times, and especially under the Safavi an dynasty, a dependency of 
Persia On the death ot Nadu Shah it became an integial portion of the 
Durani empiie founded by Ahmad Shah Abdali On the disinernbeimcnt 
oi the Durani empire, Seistan became dependent atone lime on Heiat, when 
that piovince wab isolated from the root of Afghanistan, with intervals of 
independence mote 01 less prolonged, and at a later time still 011 Hciat and 
Kandahar alternately Although no mterfciencf^ was cveui'^ed by Persia in 
the internal administration oi Seistan, the clisbensions among the l>aia/ai 
family led to the diminution of Afghan influence, and after the death of 
Kohandil Khan in 1855, Ah Khan Sarbandi, who had been installed by him 
some years picviou&ly as rulei of south-westcin Seistan, made oveitmes to 
Persia m the hope of enjoying a greater amount of independence^ under a 
power which fiom its distance would be less able to cnlorce obedience. All 
Khan was icceived with honoui at Tehran, married a princess of the loyal 
family, and leturned to Seistan wnth an alio want c ot 4,000 tomaiio a year 
a sum of 3,000 tomans a )eai was also bestowed on Ibiahim Klum of Chalan 
sur, the pxmcxpal Chief ol noithern Seistan, and the other Chiefs In reiuui 
for these subsidies the Chiefs undertook to prevent Baluch raiders horn 
entering Persian tcrntoiy. Towards the close of 185H Ah Khan was assas- 
sinated by his nephew, Taj Muhammad, but the latter eventually expre&sc d 
his willingness to continue his prcdeccssoi^s engagements with Pcisia, 

The sovereignty of Persia over Seistan was, howevei, never lecognl/ed 
by the British Government, and an intimation to that effect was conveyed to 
the Persian Government when, m 1862, the Shah claimed the execution of 
the 7th article of the treaty of 1857^ on the ground of the alleged mtenlion 
of Dost Muhammad Khan to require the submission of Seistan. In 1863 
Persia, again apprehensive of an invasion of Seistan by Dost Muhammad 
Khan, who was then engaged in the expedition against Herat, wxis anxious 
to obtain an assurance that the British Government wmuld not permit any 
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such invasion of Persian territory , bn {, as the title to tcriilor}/ of Seistan 
« as disputed, the British Government declined to inteilere in the raattei, 
and left it to both p^ities to make good tiieii possession by force of amis. 

Towaitls the end of 1865 an aimed advance was made into Seistan by 
Persia with the alleged object of enabling Taj Muhammad to keep in check 
Baluch laideis who had committed dcpicdations on Pmsicu temtory In 
1867 the dominion ol Peisiaover the pait ol 'seistan, south-vvest ol tin Hel- 
mandjwas complet* d thcieinoval of I aj Muhammad, Ins biotlui and his 
uncle to rdiian Thenccloiwai d itwms the aim ol Peisia to obtain posses- 
sion ol the teaitory ol Ibiahim Khan ol Chakansui, noith ol the Hclmand ; 
and Mu Alam Khan, the Peisian Goveuioi of Kairi, succeeded in occupying 
the w’hole of Seistan propei , le , the countiy lying betuaen the Hamun on 
the 1101 th and west, and the Hclmand, bclO'V the Kohak dam, on the east 
During the cml wars,, which after the death of Dost Muhammad Khan 
distiaetcd Afghanistan, the piogiess of the Peisians met with little opposi- 
tion, but on the establishment of Ainu Shci All Khan's power the Afghans 
found themselves in a position to retaliate, and laids on both sides of the 
bolder became of constant occurrence. 

The Persian Government having expressed a wish for the good offices ot 
the Pjiitish Government in pLu ing the lelations of IVtsia with Afghanistan 
with icgaid to Seistan on a moie satisfactoiy footing, the British Ministci 
at Teluan was, under ailich' 6 of the' tie.ity of 1857, instincted to offer 
Biitish arbitiation on the question ol the sovereignty and boundaiies of the 
whole of Seistan on both sides of the I ivci Ilelmand, on the basis ot ancient 
light and present possession 1 he Shah eventually agtecd that commission- 
eis on the pait of the Biitish Government, Persia and Afghanistan, respect- 
ively, should mi ct in Seistan, where the two lattei were to state and 
substanli ite their claims, that if local encjuiry should be necessary, the 
commissiuneis weie to pioceed to any point lor that purpose and make a 
map of the districts, that when the British commissioner considered that 
nothing further could be done on the spot, the commissioners should 
proceed to Tehian, whcic the subjecd would be fully discussed with a view 
to its settlement, and the British Commissioner would state his opinion as 
arbitrator, that should either the Persian 01 Afghan Government not agree 
to tins opinion, lefeience should be made to the British Government, whose 
decision should be final and binding on both governments. Accordingly, 
aftei some delay caused by the troubles in Afghanistan consequent on 
Muhammad Yakub Khan’s rebellion, the commissioners met on the frontier 
in the early part of 1872, and the opinion of General Goldsmid, the British 
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commissioner, was delivered in the following August (see Afghanistan, Vol. 
XI). An appeal was pieferred by the Persian Government, but eventually 
the decision of General Goldsmid was accepted unconditionally by the Shah 
and confirmed by the Biitish Government. 

In the -wintei of 1872 the petty Chiefs occupying the Persian portion of 
Seistan combined against the authority of the Persian Goveinor, Mir Alam 
Khan of Kain, and compelled him to retire from the countiy As their 
grievances were ascertained to be real, Mir Alam Khan vias replaced by 
another Governor, he was, however, re-appomted in December 1874 
(See also Volume XI.) 

Persian Baluchistan and Karman 

On the death of Sardar Din Muhammad Khan, Chief of Dashtyan, his 
eldest son, Abd' Khan, succeeded to the Chiefship and to the subsidy which 
the incumbent receives from the Indo-European Telegraph Department for 
the safety of the line in the vicinity of Charbar. This individual and his 
relations have frequently given trouble both to the Persian Government and 
the Telegraph Department, and in 1897 deported by the Persian 

Government to the interior, but was subsequently released His brother, 
Mahmud, has now been made co-sharcr in the telegraph subsidy, with 
satisfactory results. 

The escape of fugitive Rind slaves to Gwadar and their deportation 
thence to Karachi for manumission, continued to give trouble to the political 
authorities, and threats, and even violence, were resorted to by the 
owners. 

In i8g6 and 1897 the inhabitants of Persian Baluchistan were 
evidently affected by the wave of fanaticism which was then passing oyer 
Islam, and the countiy remained in a very disturbed condition. Robbery 
and murder were rife and the unrest culminated in the murder of Mr. Graves, 
an Inspector of the Indo-European telegraph line, vs^hile travelling on duty in 
Persian Baluchistan, at his camp on the Rapeh river. Enquiry proved that 
the murder was committed by Kerwani tribesmen, and the Duiya Begi, 
Governor-General of Bushire, with the co-operation of the Resident, 
eventually succeeded in punishing several of the gang who were responsible 
for the outrage. One was shot, one publicly executed, and others 
imprisoned. 

A commercial mission composed of private persons, but organised with 
the Government of India’s support, visited south eastern Persia, travelling 
vid Bundar Abbas, Karman, Yezd, Shiraz and Bushire, with the object of 
gtady’ing openings for British trade.

Article i 

No customs or duties to be collected on snoods imported 01 exported 
by the English and, in liki' manner, only three per cent to be taken Irom 
the merchants who buy or sell to the English 

Article 2 

The impoitation and sale of woollen goods to be solely in the hands of 
the English, and if any person whatevei attempts to bung woollen goods 
clandestinely, it shall be lawful foi the English to size them This Aiticle 
to take place m four mouths from date hereof 

Article 3 

No Emopean nation whatever is to be permitted to settle at Bushire so 
long as the English continue a factory here 

Article 4 . 

The biokcrs, linguists, seivants, and otheis of the English are to be 
entirely under the protection and Government of the English , nor is the 
Shaik, or his people, in any shape to molest them, 01 mleifere in their 
affairs.

Royal Grant from Karem Khan, King of Persia, 1763, 

The Great God having, of Ins infmrte mercy, given victory unto Karem 
Khan, and made him Chief Governor of all the kingdoms of Persia, and 
established under him the peace and tranquillity of the said kingdoms, by 
means of his victorious sword, he is desnous that the said kingdoms should 
flouribh and re-obtain their ancient grandeur by the increase of trade and 
commerce, as well as by a due execution of justice. 

Having been informed that the Right Worshipful William Andrew 
Price, Esq ,Governoi’-Generalfor the English nation in the Gulf of Persia, is 
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arrived witb power to settle a factory at Bushire, and has left Mr Benjamin 
JerviSj Residentj who^ b) directions from the said Governor-General^ has sent 
unto me Mi Thomas l)urnford and Stephen Hermit, linguist, to obtain a 
grant of their ancient piivileges in these kingdoms, I do, oi my free will and 
great friendship for the English nation, giant unto the said Governor- 
General, m behali oE his king and Conipany, the following piivileges, winch 
shall be inviolably observed and held sacicd m good faith — 

That the English Compan)^ may have as much ground, and in any pari of 
Bushire, they choose to build a factory on, oi at any oilier poit in the Gulf 
They may have as many cannon mounted on it as they choose, but not to be 
larger than six pounds boie , and they may build factory houses in any part 
of the kingdom they choose 

No customs shall be charged the English on any goods imported or 
exported by them at Bushiie, or any other port in the Gulf of Pcisia, on 
condition that at no time they import or ^-xpoii other peisons’ goods m their 
names. They may also send their goods customs free all over the kingdom 
of Persia, and on what goods they sell at Bushire, or elsewhere, the Shaik, 
or Governor, shall only charge the merchants an export duty of thiee per cent. 

No other Euiopcan nation, or other persons, shall import any woollen 
goods to any port on the Peisian shore in the Gulf, but the English Company 
only , and should any one attempt to do it clandestinely, Ihcir goods shall be 
seized and confiscated 

Should any of the Persian meuhants, or otheis, becom<i truly indebted 
to the English, the Shaik, oi Governor of the place, shall oblige them to pay 
it, but should he fail in his duty hen in the hnghsh Chief may do his own 
justice and act as he pleases with the di^btois to recover what owed him or 
them 

In all the kingdom of f^ersia the English may sell their goods to and 
buy from whomever they judge proper ; nor shall the Governor, or Shaik, 
of any ports or places, prevent their importing or exporting any goods 
whatever 

When any English ship or ships arrive at any ports mthe Gulf of Persia, 
no merchants shall purchase from them clandestinely, but with the consent 
and knowledge of the English Chief theie resident 

Should any English ship or vessel be drove on shore, unfortunately 
wrecked, or otherwise lost m any part of the Gulf of Persia, the Shaiks, or 
Governors of the adjacent places, shall not claim any share of the said wrecks, 
but shall assist the English, all m their power, in saving the whole or any 
part of the vessel or cargo. 

The English, and all those under their protection, in any part of the 
kingdom of Pc rsia, shall have the free exercise of theii religion, without 
molestation from any one 

Should soldiers, sailors or slaves deseit horn the English in any part 
of ^Persia, they shall not be protected or encouraged, but, imi JiS&j 
delivered up, but not be punished for the first or second offence.

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Wherever the English may have a factory m Persia their liiigmstj 
brokers, and all their other seivants, shall be exempt from all taxes and

That the English, according to what was foimerly customaiy, shall 
purchase from the Peisian merchants such goods as will answer foi sending 
to England or India, provided they and the Persians shall agiee on 
reasonable puces for the same, and not export from Peisia the whole amount 
of their sales in ready money, as this will iinpoveiish the kingdom and in 
the end prejudice trade in general 

That the English, w herevei they are settled, shall not maltreat the 
Mossulmen 

What goods aie imported by the English into Persia they shall give the 
preference m sale of them to the pimcipal merchants and men of credit. 

The English shall not gi\e protection to any of the king's lebelhous 
subjects, nor cany them out of the kingdom, but deliver any up that may 
desert to them, who shall not be punishtd for the hrst oi second offence 

The English shall at no time, eitiier diiectly or indirectly, assist the 
kmg'b enemies 

Ail our Goveinois of provinces, sea-poits, and other towms are ordered

Translation of a Firman fiora Jaffir Khan, 1788. 

In the name of the Almighty and GIoiious God ' 

This is exalted Firmana 

After compliments . — And as we are always desirous that the merchants 
and Coflas, who have occasion to pass backwards and forwards in our domi- 
nions, should do so in safety, that they should sleep in the cradle of security 
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and confidence^ and that they sliould transact all their business^ as far as m 
us lies^ without trouble or vexation— 

Theiefore the high^ exalted Firmana has been issued forth^ containing 
the stiictest mandates to all Goiernois and Commandeis of our towns and 
caslles; to all our Siidars^ anJ to all Riotdars^ who receive customs on the 
loadsj that they do show every lavoui to all [lersons c mplo}ecI by the English 
nation m our dorauiions for the purpose of n.erchandizt^ whether it be for 
impoitation or exportation^ and that they be constantly \igilant in protect- 
ing them and moreovei that thrse our abovt -mentioned seivants^ upon no 
account or pretence whatsoever, ic<{u ire any customs, piesents or money 
from the Agents of the English nation, liut that it may so happen that from 
a confidence in us, and from a full peisuasion oi not leceiviiig any insult or 
vexation, they, the English, may be induced to pass backwards and forwards 
and to trade in our dominions And whenever they shall have disposed of 
the goods and meichandize which they may impoit for sale, they shall have 
full iibeity to make ihcir returns according to their own vishes 

And it IS therefore necessary that oar most honoured iuond, the English 
BaliOb at Bussora, should petfcctly undeistmd that in this nay our favour is 
equal m magnitud<=‘ to \ihatevei he can hope or df sue, and it is moieovei 
necessary that m ordei to nuke Inal tin reot he should encourage Ins nation 
to trade into Pcisia, and he has again oui word that limy shall do so m the 
fullest and most perfect security 

Again, whatever goods or mcmchandi/c the English nation shall import 
for sale there shall be no restrictions put upon the sale thereof, but after 
their Agents shall have completed the sales and fuliilcd the design of then 
journey, they shall have every protection gianted them on their leiuin, and 
again upon our royal word there shall 1 e no impositions laid upon them , for 
if ever, heretofore, there has been any impositions oi \exations practised 
upon the English nation m Persia, it is our will that from this day they be 
abolished and forgotten 

And being persuaded of the sincerity of our most honoured friend the 
Balios, we accept ot his offer of services and lequcsi of him to purchase 
immediately such raniies as are piocurable at Bussoia, favouung us at the 
same time with the amount cost thereof, in ordei that we may order 
the same to be repaid to the peison who shall be sent with them* 

Lei our fnend, therefore, on all occasions rest satisfied of our favour and 
protection Let him on all occasions make known to us his wishes and 
wants, and let the above for evei remain a compact between u$.

armies, shall abandon all design ot attack on the krutones subject to the 
government of the king above mentioned, who is woithy of royalty, the

ARHCLE 4 

Should ever any king of the Afghans or any person of the French 
nation commence war and hostilities with the powerful of the ever enduring

that they nia} theie raise the standaid of abode oi settlement snch request 
or representation shall not be consented unto by the high in rank oi the 
State encompassed vith justice (the government oi Persia)^ and leave for

While time endmeS; and while the woild exists^ the contents of this

The earth IS the Lord^s Our august commands are issued that the 
high m dignity, the exalted m station, the refuge of power and glory, 
the noble and great in authority, the Chiels ot high nobles, the Beglebcrgs, 
the Hakims, and Naibs, and Mootasedees ot the kingdom under our 
protection (who are raised by our royal lavour) become acquainted that 
at this period the dignified and eminent m station, the prudent, able and 
penetrating, the gieatest of the exalted followers of the Messiah, Captain 
John Malcolm, deputed from a glorious quaitei (from the government of 
the king of England) whose Court xesembles the firmament, and empeior 
in dignity like Alexander prossessmg the power of the globe, and from the 
repository of glory, greatness, and ability, endowed with nobility, power 
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and lustice (the Governor Geneial of the kingdom of Hindoostan), for the 
purpose of establishing union and friendship between the two ^eat 
States, has arrived at our threshold, founded on justice^ and has been 
honoured hj admission to om loyal presence of conspicuous splendour, 
and has cxpiessed a desiie that the foundations of amity and union should 
be laid between the two States, that they should b^ connected together 
m the bonds of friendship and haimony, and that a constant union and 
reciprocal good understanding should exist We, from our august selves, 
have given our consent and have granted the request and desires ot tiie 
high liD lank above mentioned, and a tieaty, sealed with the seal of the 
minister^ of our evci endming government has been given to him, and, 
you, exalted m station, are positively enjoyed of the necessity (aftei you 
become mfoimcd of our royal and august ordei) for all of you acting m 
strict conformity with the conditions of the Treaty concluded and 
exchanged between the high in lank, the exalted m station, the great and 
glorious m power, near to the throne, m whom the royal confid^ce is 
placed, Hajee Ibrahim Khan, and the high m rank, the envoy (Captam 
John Malcolm), whose titles have been before enumerated. Let no one 
act contrary to this high command, or to the contents of the annexed 
Treaty , and should it ever be represented to us that any of the great 
nobles conduct themselves m opposition to the stipulations of this ireaty, 
or are m this respect either guilty or negligent, such will incui our d^ 
pleasure and punishment, and be exposed to our royal anger, which is like 
file, and let them view’’ this as an obligation.

aspect, a Treaty has been concluded between the high in dignity, the exalted 
in station, attended by fortune, of great and splendid powci.^he gieatest 
amongst the high viziers, in whom contidcnce is placed, the fa.thful of the 
powerful government, the adorned with greatness, power, glory, splendoui, 
and fortune, Haice Ibrahim Khan, on being granted leave and vested with 
authority from the poit of the high king, whose court is like that of Solomon's, 
the asylum of the world, the sign of the powci of God, the jewel in the ring 
of kings, the ornament in the cheek of the eternal empuc, the giacc of the 
beauty of sovereignty and royalty, the king of the umveisc, lilo Caheiman, 
the mansion of meicy and justice, the phoenix of good foitunc, the eminence 
of never-fading prosperit}, the king powerful as Alexander, who has no 
equal among the princes, exalted to majesty by the heavens m this globe, a

Whenever any native of England or India, m the service of the Eng-

Majesty the King ol Persia (titles;, tlviefoie, bv a special Firman delivered 
to the said amhas^adoi , lias a;)pomted th most eve client and noble Lords, 
Mi' 7 a Mcdiomed Slit liec, f|ii<ihfifd wit' Ihe title of Mcatemmcd-ed-dowlah, 
his Inst vi/n r, and 1 LijC ‘1 Mahomed Ilosbmi* Khan, ((ui'ihcd with the title

provinces, and countries, 

Article 3. 

His Maj'cfety the King of Peisia judges it necessary to declare that from 
the dale of these preliminary Articles, every Trc'aty or agreement he may 
have made with any one of the powers of Em ope becomes null and void, 

and that he will not pet mit any Euiopean force whatever to pass through 
Persia, cither towards India, or towards the ports of that country. 

ARTICLE 4. 

In case any European forces have invaded or shall invade the territories 
of Hib MajVsty the King of Persia, His Britannic Majesty will affprd to 
His Majesty the King of Persia a force, or in lieu of it, a subsidy 'witi^

If a detachment of Biiiish tioops has anived fiom India m the Gulf of 
Persia, and by the consent of Ills Pusiau M<ijesiy landed on the Island ot 
C anack, 01 at any of the Peisian poits, they shall not m any iraniiei possess 
themselves of such places, and trom the date of these preliminary Articles 
the said detachment shall be at the disposal of His Majesty the King of 
Persia, the amount of which shall be settled in the definitive Treaty

But if the said troops remain by the desire of His Majesty the King of 
Persia eithei at Carrack or any other poit m the Gulf oi Pcisia, they shall 
be treated by the Governoi there in the most fiieiidly manner, and oiders 
shall be given to all the Governors of Far^stan that whatever quantity of 
provisions, &c , may be necessary shall, on being paid for, be furnished to 
the said troops at the fair prices of the day. 

Article 7 

In case war takes place between His Persian Majesty and the Afghans, 
His Majesty the King of Great Britain shall not take any pari therein, 
unless it be at the desire of both parties, to afford his mediation for peace. 

Article 8. 

It IS acknowledged the mtont and meaning of these preliminary Articles 
are defensive. And it is likewise agreed that as long as these preliminary 
Ai tides leinain in force, His Majesty the King of Persia shall not enter into 
any engagements inimical to His Britannic Majesty or pregnant with injurjr 
or disadvantage to the British territories m India*

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Previously to this period the high in station, Su Haifonl Jones, Raroiictj 
envoy extiaordmaiy fiom the English Goveinmenf; ramc to this roiiii to 
form an amicable alliance^ and in onjunction with the plenipotimtianes ol: 
Persia, then Excellencies (titles) Mii^a Mahomed Sheffee and Haji \fa1n- 
med Hossem Khan concluded a preliminary Ticaty, the parliculais of which 
were to be detailed and ananged m a definitive liealy 

At this time the high in dignity and loyal 11 wisIkt (titles) !!is 
Excellency Sir Gore Ouseley, Baronet, appointed by His Untaimif Majesty 
ambassador extraoidinaiy to this Couil, has auivt^d iiivesfial with lull 
powers to conclude a definitive Tie<3ty between the two illusinoiis inonau hs* 

The plenipotentiaries of this Couit, in conjunction with Ihs Isvclkmcy 
Sir Gore Ouseley, Baronet, having consulted on the terms most advisable 
for this alliance^ have comprised them m the twelve adjoining Aitules. 
What relates to commerce, trade rind other affaiis will be diawn up and 
concluded m a separate commcicial Treaty 

Aeticle I* 

The Peisian government judge it incumbent on them, aftci the conclu- 
sion of this definitive Treaty, to declare all alliances loimerly contracted 
with European States null and void, and hold themselves bound not to 
allow any Euiopean army to enter the Pen sun leuitoiy, nor to proceed 
towards India, noi to any of the poits of that country, and also engage 
not to allow any inchvicliials of such Euiopean nations whatevei to enter 
Persia Should any of the European powers wish to invade India f)y the 
road of Khan/en, Tatuiistan, Bokhaia,. Samaikand oi oihei routes, IBs 
Persian Majesty engages to induce the kings and govei nois of those c oimti les 
to oppose such invasion as much as IS in his powci, eiihei by the ftar of 
his arms or by conciliatory measures. 

Article 2, 

In case of any Euiopean nation invading Peisia, should tlie Pethim 
government request the assistance of the English, the Governor GencTal 
of India, on the part of Gieat Britain, shall comply with the wish of the 
Persian government in sending from India the force icquued, if possible 
and convenient , if, however, the state of affairs m India prevent the possi- 
bility of sending troops, the English Government shall pay annually the 
sum of two handled thousand tomans so long as the war with such nation

Should any European powei be eiigagi^d in war with Peisia when at 
peace with England His Britannic Majesty engages to iisi his lx si en- 
deavours to bring Peisia and such Euiopean power to a friendly uadeistdiul- 
iiig If, however, His Majesty's cordial inteifcrencc should fail of success, 
England shall still, if required, m conformity with the stipulations in the 
preceding Articles, send a force from India, or in lieu thereof, pay an annual 
subsidy of two hundred thousand tomans for the support of a Persian army 
so long as a war in the supposed case shall continue, and until Peisia shall 
make peace with such nation. 

Article 7. 

Since it is the custom of Persia to pay the troops six months in advance, 
the English minister at that Court shall do all in his power to pay the sub- 
sidy m as early instalments as may be convenient 

Article 8, 

Should the Afghans be at war with the Butish nation, His Persian 
Majesty engages to send an army against them in such force and in such 
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manner as may be concerted with the English Government The expense of 
such an army shall be deiiayed by the British Goveinmcnt in such manner 
as may be agreed upon at the period of its being reqmied. 

Article 9. 

If war should be declared between the Afghans and Persians^ the English 
Government shall not mtcrfeie with either party unless their mediation to

This, that the high in rank {with other usual titles) Ilosscin Khan, 
Adjutant Bashec, Governor of the pro\mce of Yezd, honoincd and exalicMl 
by the increasing favoni of His Ma]<sly_, know that the ministeis ot 
the Biitish Govcinm< nt having, horn <i high sens* of justice, ceitilicd that, 
with reference to the piopcity icinainiiig with hankiiipts and iiisuivi^nts, to 
be proportionately distributed and divided <iinong then cHahtois ibc 
subjects of the exalted Peisian and Butish Govfinmi nts, iht‘ ih pendants

Lieutenant-Colonel Farrant to Hajee Aghassee,— J une 

1 2th, 1848, 

With regard lo the abolition of the traffic in negioes (slaves) by sea, it 
is along time since it was promised, and Your Excellency recently informed 

wor^s {of the Misstoa) da not occar In the Persian co|>y from which this 
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me yourself that the discussions on this subject were nearly brought to a 
conclusion^ and tliat^ please God; it would be completed ui a few days , but 
as yet it has not been finished 

]f the Persian Government had appreciated my repieseiilations on this 
subject; the prohibition would eie this have been sanctioned , but as this has 
not been the case; I am now obliged to dcman 1 a clear and decibi\e answer, 
on this subject, as to whethei the Persian Government will issue an order 
prohibiting the importation of negroes by sea or not 

If it be the intention ot the Persian Government to issue this order, I re- 
quest to be made acquainted with it to-day , aticl if it is not their intention to 
do so an immediate and explicit answer necessary to enable me to forward it 
for the information of my Government, and that Your Excellency, after all 
your promises, should no longer evade giving me a decided answer on this 
subject 

The British Government are very anxious to know the determination of 
the Persian Government, and I therefore request Your Excellency will be 
good enough to send me a positive answer, as my Government will not 
consent to any further delay on my part in this matter.

the cream of the great men of Christendom, the undoubted well-wisher

Convention concluded between Colonel Shell and Ameer* 
e-Nizam for the detention and search of PB.RSIAN VESSELS 
by British and East India Company's cruizers— 1851. 

The Persian Government agrees that the ships of wai of the Biitish 
Govei nment and of the East India Company shall, m order lo prevent the 
chance of negio slaves, male and female, being imported, be pei milted for 
the period of eleven years to search Pei sian merchant vessels m the manner 
detailed in this document, with the exception of Persian Govcinmeni 
vessels, not being vessels the pioperiy of merchants, or the property of 
Persian subjects , with those government vessels tliere is to be no inter- 
fereriLt whatever. The Persian Government agrees that in m manner

This convention is to be m foKC i oi a ptniod of eleven ycais and aftei 
these eleven years have expired, and the sfipuliicd period has elapsed, if 
the Persian vessels shall be udeifered with loi even a single day bi youd the 
eleven years, it will be opposed to the comse of fuendship with the E^crsian 
Government and to the maintenance of hci rights, and this government will 
make a demand for satisfaction 

If the slaves who have been heiclofoie in Persia, and aie now tlieie, 
should, fiom the present date and hcncefoiwuiid, wish to proceed by sea on 
a pilgrimage to Mecca, ot to India, oi traved by sea, they must with the 
knowledge of the British Resident m Bushiu^ puauie a passport fiom the 
officer at the head of the ihnsiau Passpoit Office in BiBliirc, and jio 
exception shall bcreaftci be taken to any slave hoiduig a passpoit* ^ The 
passport (regulation) obtained with the knowledge ot the Biiti^h Resident 
at Biishirc, is, like the oihei siipulations wiiticn above, to be fora period of 
eleven years 

This agreement of tln^ light of search, and the appomiment of the 
Persian Goveinmeni of fliers to be on bo^tid the British crui/crs, will come 
in force on the ist of Rubbee-ool-Awml 1268 (Januaiy ist, 1852}. 

From the date of this document to the above dale ihcie is no right of 
search.

Engagement of the Persian Government rcgaidmg Herat. 

15th Rebbel-00 Sanec 1269 (January 25th, 1853) 

The Persian Government engages not to send troops on any account to 
the territory of Herat, excepting when troops from without aita^k that place, 
that IS to say, troops from the diicction of Cabool, or from Candahar, 01 
from other foreign territoiy , and in case of tioops being despatched under 
such circumstances, the Peisian Goveinment binds itself that they shall not 
enter the city of Heiat, and that immediately on the retreat of the foicign 
troops to their own countiy, the Persian force shall foithwith return to the 
Pei Sian soil without delay 

The Pei Sian Government also engages to abstain from all mtcrfeience 
whatsoever in the internal aflaiisof Herat, likewise in (legaicl to) occupation 
01 taking possession, 01 assuming the sovciciguly 01 government, except 
that the same amount of mtcrfeience which took place between the 
m the time of the late Zuheei-ood-Dowlah, Yar Mahomed Khan, is to exi^l 
as formerly. The Persian Government, therefore, engages to address a 
letter to Syed Mahomed Khan, acquainting him with these conditions, and 
to foiward it to him (by a person) accompanied by some one belonging to 
the English mission, who may be m Meshed. 

The Persian Government also engages to lelinquish all claim or preten- 
sion to the coinage of money and to the ^H^liootbcth,^^ or to any otliei maik 
whatever ot subjection or of allegiance on the part of the people of Heiat 
to Peisia But if, as m the lime of the late Kamiau and in that of the Uic 
Yar Mahomed Klip, they should, ot then own accoid, send an olleiing in 
money and strike it in the Shah’^s name, Peisia will receive it wiihenti 
making any objection. This condition will also be immediately cummtini* 
cated to Syed Mahomed Khan. They also engage to recall Abbas 

Tbjs IraRslatioia was made m 1857 from tho ortgmal Fersuo documenl, as i^omedoubl: wa» 
rai$ed as to the corfeciaess of the traaslatioa made in 1853 ' 
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Koclee Klian^ Peescean^ aftei four months from the date of liis arrival^ so 
that he may not uside there permanently, and hereafter no permanent 
agent mnll be placed in Herat, but intercourse v\il! be maiiilamcd as in the 
time of Yar Mahomed Khan Neither will they maintain a peimaoeiit agent 
on the part of Hei at m Teheran There will be the same relations and 
privileges which existed in Kamran’s time and in that of the late Yar 
Mahomed Khan For instance, li at any time it should be necessary for

ThePeisian government liirlher engages, unconditionally and without 
exception, to release and set free all the Chiefs of Heiai who are in Meshed 
or m Teheian or m any othei pait of Persia, and not to leceive any offenders, 
prisoners, or suspected persons whatsocvei from Syed Mahomed Khan, 
with the exception of such persons as having been banished by Syed 
Mahomed Khan from Herat may come heic and themsel\es desire to 
icmam, or to enici the service These wdl be iieated iMtli kindness and 
favour as foimerly Distinct ordeis will be issued immediately to the Piince 
Goveinor ol Khorassan to carry out these engagements 

The above six engagements on the paii of the Persian government arc 
to be obseived and to have effect , and the Persian ministers, notwitbstancK 
mg the rights which they possess m Herat solely out of friendship, and to 
satisfy the English Government, have entered into these engagements with 
the English Goveinment so long as there IS no inteifeience whatsoever on 
its part in the mtenial affans of Herat and its dependencies , otherwise 
these engagements will be null and void and as il they never had existed 
01 been written And if any foreign (State), either Afghan or other should 
desire to interfere wnth or encroach upon the territory of Herat or its 
dependencies and the Persian ministers should make the ret|ucst, the 
British Government aic not to be remiss in restraining them and m gmng 
then fuendly advice, so that Heiat may lemam m its owni state of indepen-

The Persian minister^, from the time when they began to give aid and 
assistance to you, my son, had no miention of taking possession or as«m- 
ing sovereignty over Herat , nay, they were desirous that it should rmaia 
in a state of independence, and be preserved from the attacks and invasioiss 
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of foreigners. They had no views of acquisition on the Herat soil^ or 
of raising contributions from Herat, or the people of Herat, and these 
circumstances were made known to the Mufti (lately Political Agent from 
the Goveriiei of Herat to the Shah) when he was here Now, when their 
intentions have, thank God, been accomplished, it is necessary that I 
should inform you, my son, of the Articles and engagements which the 
(Persian) ministers have imposed upon themselves. They are to the 
following effect — 

That the Persian ministers never had, nor will evei have, any idea of 
taking possession, assuming the soveieignty, or goveining either Herat or 
the Herat territoiy, or its people, and will not interfere in any manner 
whatsoever in the internal affairs of Herat, so that the} may be indepen- 
dent m their country and their own affairs, without the mterierence of any 
one belonging either to this government oi to the Afghans of Cabool and 
Candaliar, or othei foreigneis They will not m any niaiinei agree that the 
Khootbeb (prayer m the Shah\ name) should be recited in the name of His 
Majesty (the Shah ) V/ith regard to the coinage also, solely to secure 
your independence, my son, they will never consent that the curient coin 
should be stiuck in the name of His Majesty (the Shah) But if, as in 
the times of the late Kami an and the late Yar Mahomed Khan, you should 
desiie to send a sum of money as an oflenng, and that money should be 
struck 111 His Majesty's name, the Pei sian ministers will not obj*cct to it 
and It will be received If at any time it should be necessaiy that the 
people of Herat should give assistance to Persia m Older to punish the 
Toorkomans, or when there is a distuibance or rebellion m the Persian 
territory, they may of their own free- wall, as was formerly done in the 
lime of the late Yar Mahomed Khan, send assniance in men , but not as 
apeimanent foice Yes, that which His Majesty the Shah considers 
imperative on him, on account of his sei vices lendered by the late Zuheer- 
ood-Dowlah is, that if any foieign troops, Afghan oi other, should invade 
Herat, the ministers oi this evei-enclurmg State shall despatch troops to 
the aid of Heratees, to join the Herat tioops outside of the town of Hcrai 
and when the foreign troops have been expelled from the He rat soil , to 
leturn immediately to the Peisian territory No doubt after you have 
become acquainted with the real sentiments of the (Persian) ministers, 
you will act m conformity w ith them

Your Excellency has no doubt heard of the anxiety trstilicd many yeais 
ago by the goveinment ot lb r Majesty the Queen oi Gre<it Britaui for the 
maintenance of the independence of Herat Although cncumbtanccs have 
withdrawn Her Majesty's goveinmeut of late fiom any tluect connection 
with Afghanistan, they have not ceased to take a waun interest in the wel- 
fare and prospenly of Herat, and m the presei\ation of Hs independence 
under Afgsn rule They have watched with solicitude during the last year 
and a half since Your Excellency’s accession to the goveinincnt of that 
countiy, the piogiess of events m lleiat, and the issue has been that they 
have fell themselves called on to rt- quire an explanation from the Persian 
ministers for their share m certain pioceedings connected with Your Excel- 
lency’s territory, and to claim from them assurances for the maintenance of 
rtliat territory independent of Persian rule The discussions which followed 
terminated in certain engagemmts concluded by this government, and 
which 1 deem li my duty to bring to the knowledge of Your Excellency. 
They are con tamed m the three enclosed papers, which aie copies of the 
originals, consisting of a document sealed by the Prime Minister of Persia, 
a letter from the Fume Mmi'»ter to Your Excellency, and a Fuman from 
the Shah to your address, laliCying the engagements of the Sadr Aim. 

These documents sufficiently explain the views of Great Britain, which, 
briefly stated, are a determination that Herat shall remain m Afghan hands 
and m independence. 

I sincciely trust that the time has arrived when you will cease to 
require aid from the government of this country, and that henceforward 
Your Excellency will be able alone tomamtain the integrity of your country* 
Your Excellency may be assured that the ruler who seeks foreign aid loses 
the respect and the loyalty of Hs subjects, and that there is only one 
termination to repeated applications for foreign stlccour*^ The good-wiil of 
your subjects is your surest safeguard. By upright, just, and impartial 
government, by cultivating Afghan national feeling, there can be no doubt 
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of your ability to maintain your position asjamst ail intruders in the same 
manner that your E\cellency^s father^ the late Yar Mahomed Khan^ accom- 
plished Viith such biiliant success 

My messenger, who will deliver this communication, will await Your 
Excellency’s convenience to return with an answer in acknowledgment of its 
receipt

Treaty of Peace between Her Majesty theQuhEN of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and 
His Majesty the Shah of Persia, 

Signed^ tn the English and Persian languges^ at Pans^ March 4thi 


[Ratifications exchanged at Bagdad, May 2nd, 1857 ] 


In the name of God, the Almighty, the All-MercifuL 
Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and His Majesty, whose standard is the sun. the sacred, the august, 
the great monaicli, the absolute Ling of kings of all the States of Persia, 
being both equally and sincerely animated by a desire to put a stop to the 
evils of a var, which IS contrary to their friendly ishcs and dispositions, 
and to re-establish on a solid basis the relation^ of amity which had so long 
existed betv^een the two exalted States by means of a peace calculated for 
their mutual advantage and benefit, have appointed as their plenipoten- 
tiaries for carrying into effect this desired object the following, that is to 
say. — 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland -the Right Honourable Henry Richard Charles, Baron Cowley, a 
Peer of the United Kingdom, a Member of Her Majesty’s Most Honourable 
Privy Council, Knight Grand Cross of the Most Honouiable Order of the 
Bath, Her Majesty ambassador extiaordmary and plenipotentiary to His 
Majesty the Emperor of the French, etc , etc., etc 

And His Majesty the Shah of Pcisia~His Excellency the abode of 
greatness, the favourite of the king, Ferokh Khan, Ameen-ool-Moolk, the 
great ambassador of the mighty State of Persia, the possessor of the royal 
portrait and of the blue cordon, the bearer of the diamond-studded girdle, 
etc., etc., etc. 
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WhOj having exhibited and exchanged their full poweis, and found 
them to be m due form, ha\e agreed upon and concluded the following 
Articles — 

Article i. 

From the day of the exchange of the latilicatioiis of the piescnl Treaty 
there shall be perpetual peic*^ and tiicndship betweii Her Majesty the 
Queen oi the United Kingd >m of Gicat Britain and Ireland on the one part 
and His Majesty the Shah ot Persia on the other, as likewise between their 
respective successors, dominions and subjects 

ARUCLF 2 

Peace being happily concluded between their said Majesties, it is 
hereby agreed that the forces of Her Majesty the Queen shall evacuate the 
Feisian teriitory, subject to conditions and stipulations hereaiter specified 

Article 3 

The high contracting parties stipulate that all prisoners taken duiing 
the war by either belligerent shall be immediately liberated. 

Article 4 

His Majesty the Shah of Persia engages, immediately on the exchange 
of the r itifications of this Treaty, to publish a lull and tompleie amnesty, 
absolving all Persian subjects who may have in any way been compromised 
by their intercourse with the British forces duung the war from any respon- 
sibility for their conduct in that respect, $)thai no persons, of whatever

His Majesty the Shah of Persia engages further to take immediate 
measures foi withdrawing from the toruiory and city of Herat, and from 
every other part of Afghanistan, the Persian troops and authotiiies now 
stationed therein^ such withdriwal to be effected with! n thr^’c months 
from the date of the exchange of the ratificati >ns of this Treaty 

Article 6* 

His Majesty the Shah of Persia agrees to relinquish all ctaims to 
sove’^eignty over the territory and city of Herat and the countries of 
Afghanistan, and never to demand from the chiefs of Herat, 01 of the 
countries of Afghanistan, any marks of obedience, such as the coinage, or 
Khootdeb, ** or tribute, 

His Majesty further engages to abstain hcieafter from all interference 
with the internal affairs of Afghanistan His Majesty promises to recog*- 
aise the independence of Herat and of the whole of Afghanistan, and 
pever to attempt to mtetfere with the i idepend^nce of tho^e 
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In case of differences arising between the government of Persia and 
the countries of Heiat and Aighanistan, the Persian Government engages 
to refer them for adjustment to the friendly olfices of the Buiisli Govern- 
ment, and not to lake up arms unices those friendly offices fail of effect 

The British Government, on their pail, engage at all times to exert 
their influence with the States of Afghanisldn, to picvent an}/ cause oi 
umbrage being given them, or by any ot them, to the Pcisian Govcnin cut, 
and the British Government, v hen appealed to by the Peisian G()\ ciiiiiient, 
in the event of difficulties arising, uill use their best endeavoiiis to compose 
such differences m a mannei just and honourable to Peisia 

Article 7 

In case of any violation of the Peisian Irontier by any of the Stales 
referied to above, the Peisian Goveinment shall have the right, il clue 
satisfaction is not given, to undertake military operations for the lepressioa 
and punishment of the aggrtssois, but it is distinctly understood and 
agreed to that any military force of the Shah winch may cross the 
frontier for the above-mentioned put pose shall retire wuthin its own terri- 
tory as soon as its object is accomplished, and that the exercise of the

And His Majesty the King of all the Kingdoms of Persia— His Excel- 
lency Memza Saeecl Khan, Ins Minister for Foieigo Alfaiis, possessor of 
the Oidei of the Royal Poitiait adorned with diamonds, and of the blue 
cordon, and bearer of the pearled tassel and rod adoined with diamonds, 
possessoi of the Ordei of Fast Seiteep with its special coidons, and bearer 
of the Older of St* Ann of the Fir^t Class adorned with diamonds, and

structed by the Persian Government from Kasban to the Baluchistan 
fiontier md Yezd and Kerman traversing wherever possible mhabitcd 
districts. 

Article 11 

In order that the line of telegraph may be constructed m a complete 
and effective manner, the Persian Government agiees that it shall be built 
under the direction and supervision of the British telegraph staff now 
controlling the International line in Persia, the Bulish Government advanc- 
ing to the Persian Government the salaries and allowances of the men 
actually employed on the work, 

Article III. 

The British Government agrees to piocure foi the Peisian Government, 
at a reasonable price, all the posts, wire, msulalors, etc, that may be 
lequisite for this work, and to airange for the carnage of the stores to the 
sites required, receiving payment for the same without interest as herein- 
after provided. An account of the expenses incurred for this purpose, 
and certified m so far as they have been incurred in Persia, by the Persian 
1 elegraph Department , and in so far as they have been incurred outside 
Persia, by the British Government, shall be submitted as early as possible 
by the Persian Government. 

Article IV 

The Persian Government agrees to lease the use, and the transit 
revenue, of the line which is its property when complete to the Indo- 
European Telegraph Department at a rental of 4 (four) per cent, on the 
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capital expended on its construction, mcliiding cost of material^ three- 
quarters of such lental to be retained by the British Government to recoup 
them for the advances made, and one-qiiartci, subject to a minimum of 
25^000 frs , to be paid annually to the i'ersian Government in two half-yearly 
instalments It is understood that, should the Persian Goveiiimcnt'^s quaitei 
share of the rental exceed 25,000 frs , such excess shall belong to the Persian 
Treasury 

Article V 

The maintenance of the line induding repairs, and the appointment, 
conirol and payment ol the line guards, who must be P( isian subjects, shall 
remain in the hands of the British Diicc tor and staff, the cost being defrajed 
by the Biitisli (j jvernment The duties of the Iclegiaph Inspectors and 
line guards aie sinctiy confined to lepaiung and maintaining the line 

Article VI 

The principal offices constituting the permanent residences of the Bniisli 
Elecincians and Inspectois shall be situated m tovms 01 large \illag<s, but 
pending furtlr r airangcmcnts to be agreed upon between the t\^o Govern- 
ments, tlicie shall only be one such office between Keiman and the Indian 
frontier 

The protection of the line and ol the offuzals, whether Persian or Bntish 
employed on^it, shall be the special duty of the Persian Govei nment, and 
should the English officials wish to pioceed on inspection in Dislucts 
proclamif cl as dangerous by the Persian Government, they shall inform the 
nearest local authority, m cider that they may be piovidecl with an escort 

Thetelcgiaph stations shall be built accoidmglo plans approved by 
the Pei sun Govern me nt, and in towns the houses to be used as such stations 
shall, wherev cr possible, be rented. 

Article VII 

The line will be of three wncs : one wire wull be used by the Peisian 
Telegraph Admimslration for its local work, and the remaining two wires 
will be for mtei national traffic as provided m Articles IV, V^aiid VI of the 
1872 Conveniiom 

Article VIIL 

The revenue derived from the local traffic on the Persian wire shall 
belong entirely to the Persian Government By local traffic is meant, 
messages onginatmg at one Persian station and terminating at another 
Persian station. 


Article IX- 

As regards international messages originating or terminating in Persia, 
the Persian Government shall receive two-thirds of the receipts of all hni 
fide terminal messages. 



And as regards tiansit messages, as this line is iiieiclj an alteuiative 
one to that now existing between Tehran and Kushin, the anangement 
already made as detailed in Article VTII of the 1872 Coi}\cntion will icmain 
as at present State telegrams passing bet\^een the Gr\caimtnt ol India 
and the British Minister at Tehran shall be sent at half ides 

Ariicle X 

In view of the erection oi the nc vv line in<l of th< ase of idc'^iaph 
stations m Eastern Persia, and m oiciri to faciLUtc in^icoinse wiili them, 
the Indo-European Tehgiapli Dcpaitmcnt shall place an additional \urc 
along the existing line between Tehiaii and Kashan, and the expenses of 
procuring, transporting and putting up this wire will be boiof by the 
Persian Government in the manner provided by Adicles 2 and 4 of'^this 
Convention. 


Ariicle XI. 

The following articles of the Telegraph Convention of 1873 shall apply 
to this line, vis ^ Aiticles 6^ 8, 9, 1 1, 13, 15 and 17. 

Article XII 

This Convention shall lemam m foicc until the id Januaiy 1925 or for 
such longer peiiod as the debt due b) Pcisia foi the c ohsliiiclion of the 
line remains unpaid, and at such date it may, li iicci.s.^iv, be icncv^cd or 
revised but it shall be competent for tin Bnush Go\t iimu nl at any time 
before the expiry of Ibis Convention, on guing m ^ ...z.iiis notiie !o hand 
over the line m its existing condition to the Persian Gove nmient and to 
withdraw its officers and employed fiom the counliy, ccasmg fiom that date 
to have any^ fmther connection with this Pei sian teleguipli. But in this 
case the Persian Government shall be free from any fuithcr payment on 
account of the consti action of the line 

The ratifications of the pre-^seni Convention shall be exchanged at 
Tehran wiihm five months 01 soonei^ if piactinble

relating to 

THE ARAB PRINCIPALITIES IN THE PERSIAN GULF 


The whole of the noithern shore of the Peisian Gulf fiom Mohara- 
merah to Gwettur, both inclusive, is now under Peisian administraiion 
That poiiion of the coast which extends from below Mohammerah to the 
shnne of Shah Abul Shah, near Bandar Dilam, is inhabited mainly by 
Chaab Arabs and then dependents undei the immediate jurisdiction of the 
Shaikh of Mohammeiah. The present ruler, who is Governor of the 
Mohammerah, Shatt-el-Arab and Karun districts, as well as of the Chaab 
country above referred to, is Shaikh Khazal Khan, the youngest son of 
the late Haji Jabir Khan and brother of the last ruler He holds his 
appointment direct from the Shah, though m certain matters of administration 
he is subordinate to the Governor-General of Arabistan. He is paramount 
Shaikh of the Chaab Arabs and rules all the southern part of the province 
from Bandigir on the Karun including most of the terntory of the former 
.Valis of Hawizeh, 

The Shaikh enjoys the titles of Muez-es-Sultaneh and Sardar Arfa, con- 
ferred on him by the Persian Government. The maritime belt from Shah 
Abul Shah to Bushire, including Bandar Dilam, together with the inland 
districts of Dashtistan and Dashti^ with its port of Dayir, is admimS" 
iered by a Governor residing at Bushire and subordinate to the Goyernor- 
General of Fars* The full designation of this ofBcial is Governor of all 
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the Ports and Islands m the Persian Gulf, and he holds his appointment 
directly under the Grand Vizier, He has deputies at Lingah and Bandar 
Abbas, 

The last of the Persian ports within the limits of the Gulf is Bandar 
Abbas This was held in farm by the lulers of Maskal fiom 1798 till 1853, 
In the latter year the Shah of Persia resumed possession of Bandar Abbas 
and its dependencies , but a convention having been arranged he restored 
them to Saiyid Said 111 1856, though on much less advantageous terms 
than formerly. The lent was raised from 6,000 to 16,000 tomans a year^ 
and the islands of Hormuz (Ormar) and Kishm, the hereditary possessions 
of the rulers of Maskat, were ceded to PersiaP^ 

On the death of Saiyid Thawaini and succession of Ins son, Saiyid Salim, 
in x866, the Persian Government appeared at first inclined to renew the 
lease of Bandar Abbas to Saiyid Salim, but at an increased rent and on the 
condition that his uncle, Saiyid Turki, should be appointed Govcrnoi. bub-« 
sequently, however, on the ground that Said Salmi as grandson of Saiyid 
Said could not continue to hold under a lease gianied, as it was alleged? 
only to Saiyid Said and his son,t the Persian Goveinment renewed the 
lease at an enhanced rate of 20,000 tomans m favour of the former Arab 
Governor, Shaikh Said, a relation of the Maskat family, not as a representa- 
tive of Maskat, but as a direct dependent of Persia, Thioughoui the 
wintei of 1867 Saiyid Salim w^as too much occupied in the task of securing 
himself in the government of Maskat to be able to give his attention to 
the former dependencies of his family on the noithern shore of the Persian 
Gulf. Meantime Shaikh Said lefused to pay the balance of tribute due by 
him to Persia, and preparations were made for coercing him. In April 
1868, however, Sai}id Sabm threatened to blockade Bandai Abbas unless 
the lease was lenewed to him, and as the Persian Government had no naval 
force it solicited British intervention. The Resident m the Persian Gulf 
Ivas accoidiitgly instructed to negotiate for a lenewal of the lease, and this 
was finally effected J for a period of eight years at a rent of 30,000 tomans* 
One of the conditions of the lease was that if a conqueror obtained posses* 
sion of Maskat, the Persian Government was not to be bound by any 
conditions of the covenant Accordingly, on the expulsion of Saiyid Salim

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m October 1868 bj Azan bin Kais (see Omaoj paii III of this voliiine)^ the 
lease became null and void, and the Persian Government appointed Hazi 
Ahmad, formeily minister of Sai}id Salim, to the charge of Bandar Abbas 
and its dependencies In February 1870 Haji Ahmad was expelled from 
Bandar Abbas by Shaikh Said, acting on the part of Azan bin Kais, but 
subsequently regained his position^ The Peisuin Government has hitherto 
declined to re-lease Bandar Abbas to the rulei of Maskal. 

At the close of 1903, Lord Curzon, then Viceioy of India, made a state 
tour m the Persian Gulf, in the couise of which His Excellency visited 
Maskat, Shaigahj, Bandar Abbas, and the islands adjacent thereto, Lingah, 
Bahrein, Koweit, Busline and the Biitish station of Bassidoie. This was 
the first occasion on which an Indian Viceroy had ever visited the Gulf, 

Wahabis and ioe affairs of Nejd« 

It was by instigating the Kawasim tribe of Aiabs to acts of piracy m 
the Persian Gulf that the Wahabis fiist attracted the attention of the 
Butish Government. 

This sect had adopted stuct and puritanical doctrines. They denied 
divine honours to Muhammad, abhorred and destroyed all holy tombs; 
abstained from the use of tobacco , and waged war against all Muhain** 
madans who did not accept then peculiar views. 

When, in 1809, it became nocessary to send a second expedition against 
the Kawasim (see Trucial Arab Chiefs of Oman, infra) the luler of Maskat 
was found to be in considerable danger from the aggressions of the 
Wahabis* It was decided, however, not to attempt any operations by 
land, and to show extieme foibearance to the Wahabi Chief. In 1811 the 
Wahabis appeared in the vitmiiy of Maskat and plundered the territory of 
Saijid Said. Application was made by Inm for the assistance of the British 
Government, but the request was refused on the ground that the British 
Government had recently co-operated v^ith him merely tor the extirpation 
of the pirates who interrupted the commence of the Persian Gulf, not in 
prosecution of war against the Wahabis. A heavy money payment induced 
them to retire for the time, but the invasion was renewed by Mutlak-ub 
Mutairi in 1813. 

Saiyid Said was relieved from this denger by the GeaeraF^ deati| 
fo!lowed| in 1814, by that of the Amir baud, and by the invasion of Ne |4 
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from the westward by the Egyptians m i8i6. An envoy had been sent by 
the Amir before his death to endeavour to negotiate a treaty of friendship 
and commeice with the Biitisli Government, but it was deemed inexpedient 
to negotiate any treaty or to form any intimate connection with the Amir, 
though a friendly inter couise was to be maintained with him 

Meanwhile the Egyptian troops had taken the holy places of the Muham- 
madan faith, and the Wahabi power m that quarter was broken for the time 
In i8i8 Daraya (Diriyyah), the Wahabi capital, was taken by Ibraliini Pasha 
and razed to the ground The Wahabi Amir, Abdulla (Saidas surcessoi)^ 
was sent prisoner to Constantinople and theie beheaded, and the overthrow 
of the Wahabis appeared to be complete Six yeais latei, however, m 
1824, an insurrection against the Egyptians was headed by Turki, the son 
of the late ruler , the Egyptian Governor was compelled to retire, and Tmlu 
was proclaimed Sultan of Ncjd. Overtuies were made by him to the 
Arab Chiefs of the Peisian Gulf to renew their former relations with the 
Wahabis, and m 1825 the Chief of the Kawasim solicited the advice of the 
British Government as to the couisc he should puisne, he was warned 
against any pioceedmgs beaiing a predatory character or evincing un- 
friendliness towards the ruler of Maskat, During the next five or six years 
Turki was employed m recoveung the provinces formerly subject to the 
Wahabis, and at the same time he endeavoured to conciliate the Pasha of 
Egypt by the payment of a small tribute In 1831 Saiyid Said entered into 
an engagement acknowledging his supremacy and agieemg to pay an annual 
tribute, and the whole of the coast fiom Ras ul Hadd to Koweit, with tlie 
exception of Abu Dthabi, became subject to his authoiity. About this 
time the Wahabi Chief expressed a desire to enter mlo intimate relations 
with the British Government , to this a reply in general but friendly terms 
was returned. 

In 1831 a strong force of Wahabis advanced into Oman. Stiict 
neutrality was enjoined on the British authorities in the Peisian Gulf, but 
the Wahabis were diverted fiom schemes of foreign invasion by the murder 
of Turki by his nephew, Muslian, the latter was m turn put to death by 
TurkFs son, Faisal, who then succeeded to powei at the age of about 
thirty-four years, Two years later a large Egyptian foice was assembled 
at Medina, and Faisal was summoned to contiibute a contingent of tioops* 
He evaded the demand , the Egyptians therefore advanced into Nejd, 
defeated him near Riadh, and in December 1838 obtained possession of A 1 
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Hasa and Kaiif Faisal then suriendered, and was sent prisoner to E^ypt 
The proceedings of the Egyptians weie not viewed m-ith indifference by the 
British Goveiiiineni a foinial piotesi was entered by the Resident m the 
Peisiau Gulf against the proceedings of Khuishcd Pasha^ the Egyptian 
Commander j and assurances were gwen by the mantmie Chiefs that they 
would abide by the wishes of Govcimnent^ and resist all attempts of 
Kuished Pasha to subjugate them At length, in consequence of the strong 
remonstiances of the British Go^’-cinincaC the Egyptians evacuated Nejd in 
May 1840, leaving, however, Faisahs cousin, Klialid, as Governor on behalf 
of the Porte It was 111 this way that the claims of the Turkish Government 
to sovereignty in Cenlial Arabia originated, though until quite recently 
Turkish authoiily was neithei lepresenicd nor recognized m Nejd During 
Khalid^s short rule a Butish officer was deputed to visit him at A 1 Hasa, and 
obtained fiom him an assuranee that he had no intention of invading Oman, 
as was then cuueiiily leported In Febiuaiy 1843 Khahd was deposed by 
his cousin, Abdulla bin Sunaiyan, who m turn was obliged to yield m the 
following year to Faisal, who had returned from his imprisonment in 
Egypt 

In 1845 Said bin Mutlak, FaisaFs lieutenant, ravaged Sohar territory, 
compelled the Chief to pay a heavy Inbute, and put to death the garrison 
of the fori of Mujis At the same time he demanded a heavy tribute from 
Maskat and piepared to enfoicc the demand by the invasion of Maskai 
territory In consequence of this wanton aggression on the dominions of 
Saiyid Said a strong demonstration was made by a naval force off the 
Batinali coast, and foicible remonstrances were addressed to the Wahabi 
Amir and his lieutenant, These measuies proved successful The Maskat 
Government agreed to pay Faisal an annual tiibute of 5,000 ciowns and 
made a piescnt of 2,000 crowns to Said bm Mutlak For these considera- 
tions the Wahabis evacuated the fori of Mujis, 

In 1851 Faisal attempted to assert authority ovei the Chief of Bahrein, 
but a naval force was despatched thither with instructions to interfere, if 
necessary, and Fai&a! found himself obliged to make peace with the 
ChieL 

In 1852, during the absence of Saiyid Said at Zanzibar, and w^Mle his 
son, Saiyid Thawaini, was m charge of the government, Abdulla bin Pai$al 
invaded Oman with a large force of Wahabis, and demanded the cession]of 
gphar and the payment of a heavy tribute, Owin^ to, the interference pf 
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the British Resident, Saiyid Thawami was enabled to enter into negotia- 
tions which resulted m an agreement by the Maskat State to pay the 
Wahabi Amir an annual tribute of 12,000 crowns, be^^ides arrears to the 
extent of 60 000 ciowns and the usual supply ol: provisions and stores. The 
Wahabi Amir on his part agreed to assist tlieiiiler of Mi skat in every 
difficulty The boundaries of the two States remained as befoie. 

In 1859 Faisal again mterfeied m Baht eio affaiis, and made extensive 
preparations at Katif and Demam for the invasion of the island m favour of 
Muhammad bin Abdulla, the refugee Chief of Bahrein The attitude 
assumed by the British naval force in the Persian Gulf induced him to 
abandon his design He was then required to expel Muhammad bin Abdulla 
from Demam, where for sixteen years his intrigues foi the recovery of 
Bahrein had been the cause of constant disquietude Demam was 
bombarded in November 1861, and Muhammad bin Abdulla was compelled 
to evacuate the fort 

In August 1863 the Jenebeh tribe resident at Sur, a town eighty miles 
south of Ma&lcat, discontented with Saiyid Thawami, invited Abdul Aziz, a 
brother of the Wahabi lieutenant, to join them in an attack on Sur The 
town was captured and a large amount of property, belonging chiefly to 
British subjects, was plundered Remonstiances were addressed to the 
Wahabi Chief, who replied that he had directed the release of British subjects 
imprisoned at Sur and the protection of their pioperty, but approved the 
action of Abdul Aziz He was th^n required to send a wutten apology, to 
pay compensation for the plundeied propeity, and to give a written as- 
surance that such outrages should not be repeated As no reply was received 
within the prescribed time, the boats of the Highflyer destroyed a fort in 
Katif harbour and a war-vessel, but met with a check at Demam • the 
forts at Sur were also destroyed, and the vessels of the Jenebeh tribe were 
confiscated 

Amir Faisal bin Turki died towards the close of 1865 ; his son and suc- 
cessor, Abdulla, ^-ent an envoy m 1866 to the Biitish Resident to discuss 
matters, with a written Declaration (No XXVIU) that he would not injure 
British subjects within his dominions, or attack the territories of the Arab 
tribes in alliance with the British Government, especially those of Maskat, 
and would limit his demands on that State to receiving the customary 
tribute* These assurances were conbidered satisfactory, and the matter 
allo-wed to drop. 
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Abdulia bin Faisal had been virtually ruler of Nejd for many years during 
the old age and blindness of his father Soon after his accession a struggle 
for powci commenced between him and his bi other;, Saud, which ended 
early m 1871 in the defeat and flight of the former^ and the succession of 
Saud« Abdulla bin Faisal appealed for assistance to the Turks^ who 
spatched an expedition from Baghdad for the purpose of supporting him 
and restoring tranquillity in Nejd These proceedings were accompanied 
by explicit assurances that the Porte had no intention of obtaining suprem- 
acy over Bahieio^ Maskat;, or the maritime tribes^ or of undertaking any 
naval operations During the year 1871 the Turks succeeded in possessing 
themselves of the district and port of Al Hasa^ and intended apparently to 
occupy the country peimanently. Abdulla bin Faisal, finding that his 
lestoration to power was not included m the Turkish scheme^ escaped from 
tlieir camp;, but was unable to cope with the superior forces of his brother, 
Saud, who occupied Riadh and the heart of the Wahabi country Early 
m 1872 Saud bin Faisal, having failed to procure the arbitration of the 
British Government, or an assurance that they would piotect his territories 
from attacks by sea, opened negotiations with the Turks, but with no other 
conclusion than the detention of his brother, Abdur Rahman, at Baghdad 
as a hostage, Communications also passed between Abdulla and the 
Turks, but without any definite result. The Turkish policy m Nejd after- 
wards uiideiwent a change, the regular troops were withdrawn, Beziab bin 
Areyr, of the friendly Beni Khalid tribe, was appointed Governor of Al 
Hasa, and a police force was raised for the defence of the frontier. Abdur 
Rahman bin Faisal, was detained at Baghdad till August 1874; 
release he remained for a short time at Bahrein, and then proceeded to the 
mainland, where he laised the Arab tribes in favour of Saud against thr 
Turkish authorities at Hasa, he met with consideiable success and a 
large Tuikish force had to be sent against him. During these operations 
Saud bm Faisal died, and the contest was for a while carried on by Abdur 
Rahman. In 1878-79 the sons of Saud bin Faisal effected a coalition, and 
endeavoured to raise a rebellion agamst the Turks Katif was closely 
invested by Bedouin bands by land and sea, and owed its relief primarily to 
the appearance offdhe coast of the British gun-boat Vulture^ cruising against 
pirates* Reinforcements were afterwards sent from Basrah and Baghdad 
and the insurrection was quelled* A garrison, composed mainly of mguhM 
troops, was stationed at tiasa and a Turkish Governor was posted tberOf 
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The sons of Saud^ having thus failed m then attempt against the Turks 
united with their uncle^ Abdulla^ to make the best of their isolated position 
at Riadh and other districts in Nejd Abdulla bin Faisal was recognized 

Imam, oi religious head;, of the Wahabis of Riadli, and the military 
power was entrusted to his nephew, Muhammad bin Saud 

In the year 1882 hostilities occurred between Abdulla bm Faisal and 
the Amir of Jabal Shammar, Muhammad bm Rashid, which broke out 
again m subsequent years and led to important changes in Ne]d. 

In 1 886 the sons of Saud bin Faisal seized and imprisoned their uncle 
Abdulla bm Faisal, and Muhammad bin Saud assumed the title of Amir, 
whereupon the now^ powerful Muhammad bin Rashid marched upon Riadh 
which he captured and reinstated Abdulla as nominal Chief of the Waha- 
bis with the title of Imam, Abdulla was, however, taken to Hail and 
Rashid placed an agent of his own at Riadh Three sons of Saud bm 
Faisal conimued to reside at Khaij near Riadh until 1888, when they were 
put to death by order of Rashid, wdiose authority thus became para- 
mount throughout Nejd One son only of Saud bin Faisal survived, Abdul 
Aziz, a youth residing at Hail In 1889 the Imam Abdulla was permitted 
to return to Riadh and is reported to have died theie m the same year, 

Bahrein 

The island of Bahrein, owing to the iiclmess of its pearl-fisheries, w^as 
long a field of contention between the diffeieni poweis that have held 
supremacy in the Persian Gulf 

From the eleventh to the beginning of the sixteenth centuiy the inhabi- 
tants of Bahrein, to whom an Arab and Persian descent has been variously 
assigned, were subject to Chiefs of then own race* In the time of 
Albuquerque the island fell into the hands of the Portuguese and was re- 
tained by them till 1 622, when they were expelled by the Peisians. After the 
death of Kanm Khan, m 1779, the petly Chiefs of the Persian Gulf, who had 
been kept in check by the strong hand of Nadir Shah and his successors, 
became involved in contests for supremacy, and in 1783 the Atubi tribe 
of Arabs, who had for some years inhabited Zobara on the mainland and 
were virtually independent, made themselves, with the help of the A 1 
Sabah tribe, masters of the island. In 1800 the Imam of Maskat succeeded 
in conquering Bahrein, but was driven out in the following year by the 
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Atubis (Arabic pliiial ‘ Utub), who were on this occasion assisted by the 
Wahabis. In i8io the Atubis drove out the Wahabi go vet nor by whom 
the administration of the island was conducted, and iii i8i6 repelled an 
attack by the ruler of Maskat Since then the Atubis have remained 
paramount m the island, though at vaiious times they professed allegiance 
to Maskat, the Wahabis, Tiiikey, and Peisia 

In 1820, aftei the capiuie of Ras-ul-Khaimah by the expedition sent 
against the piiatiral tribes m the Gulf, an auihoii/^d agent on behall of 
Shaikhs Sulaiman bin Ahmad and Abdulla bin Ahmad, who then ruled 
Baliiein conjointly, signed a preliminary Engagement (No XXIX) not to 
peimit m Bahiciii the sale of property piocurcd by plundei and piracy 
and to restore all Indian prisoners then m their possession. The Shaikhs 
also subscribed the general treaty of 1820 (see Trucial Arab Chiefs of 
Oman, No. XXXVIII) for the paeihcalion of the Persian Gulf. 

In 1821 the Chiefs oi Bahiein agreed to pay a fixed annual tribute of 
30,000 Clowns to the ruler of Maskat, but the guarantee of the British 
Government, for which both parties weie anxious, was not given. Subse; 
quenily the tubute was reduced to 18,000 crowns, but ceased with the 
failure of an attack made on the island by Sai>id Said in 1828 In 1830 
tribute was demanded by the Wahabis, and tin 11 protection was purchased 
by an annual payment oi 4,000 ciowns. Tlirec years later the Chief of 
Bahrein refused allegiance to the Wahabis, induced the neighbouring tribes 
to make incursions into then terntory, and blockaded tlicir poits The 
dispute terminated by his piomismg to pay them a tribute of 2,000 dollais^ 
on the understanding that they w^ould assist him against any invaders of 
Bahrein, and would not demand his co-operation against Maskat. In 
1839 commander of the Egyptian forces m the neighbourhood cf 
Bahrein, announced his intention of attacking the island, as forming part of 
Nejd, over which claims were asserted by Egypt He was informed that 
the British Government could not admit any claim of Egypt to Bahiein. 
In 1843 the British Government declined to recognize similar claims 
advanced by Persia to sovereignty over Bahrein. Shortly after the conclu- 
sion of the engagement of 1847, overtures were made to the Chief of 
Bahrein by the Turkish authorities at Basrah with the object of obtaining 
his recognition of the supremacy of the Porte. The ministers of the Sultan 
were accordingly informed that as the British Government had had treaty 
relations with Bahrein as an independent power, it could not acknowledge 
YOL. XIJ P 
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or acquiesce in any arrangement for placing the island under the sovcieignty 
or protection of the Poite 

The Chiefs of Baliiein weic not parlies to any of the agieemciils 
concluded after 1820 with the Arab Chiefs, except the Engagement (see 
Trucial Aiab Chiefs of Oman, No XLIj foi the suppiession of the 
slave-trade, signed on 8th May 1847 by Muhammad bin Khalifa, and an 
additional Agi cement (No XXX) concluded with that Chief in 1856^ by 
which he bound himself to seize and deliver to British \esscls of war slaveys 
brought to his territories from any quaiter whatevei, and to put an embaigo 
on any vessel belonging to him or his subjects, which might be ascertained 
to have earned slaves 

Muhammad bin Khalifa was the grandson of Sulaiman bin Ahmad 
who had signed the general Treaty (No XXXVill) in 182a. Sulaiman bm 
Ahmad died m 1825, and his son, Khalifa, who had succeeded to his share 
in the goveinmcnt, died m 1834. Muhammad bm Khalifa was for some 
years kepi out of powei by his giand-uncle, Abdulla bin Ahmad, but in 
1^43 he succeeded not only m recoveung his lights but in expelling 
Abdulla bm Ahmad from Bahrein. The latter, who found lefitge in 
Demam, made several unsuccessful attempts with the help of the Wahabis 
and the Chief of Koweitto recover his power He died m 1848, but Ins 
son, Muhammad bin Abdulla, continued the feud. His warlike pieparations 
and his piracies so endangered the peace of the Gulf that m 1859 he was 
declared a public enemy and expelled from Demam by a Bntish foico 
No sooner was this done than Muhammad bin Khalifa of Bahrein cora- 
menced to levy imposts on Wahabi vcs'-els, and to carry ofi their propel iy. 
On being remonstrated wnth he ostensibly put himself undei allegiance, first 
to Persia and then to Turkey. The policy of the British Government, 
however, as guardians of the general tranquillity of the Persian Gulf, 
required that Bahrein should be considered independent. Early in Hie 
year 1861, therefore, when the Chief of Bahiein, m violation of his ticaty 
engagements, again blockaded the Wahabi ports, he was forced by the 
Resident in the Persian Gulf to withdraw the blockade, and was lequired 
to conclude a perpetual Treaty (No. XXXI) of peace and fricnclshlp, 
binding himself to abstain from w^ar, piracy, and the importation of slaves 
fay sea, on condition of protection against similar aggressions, and to permit 
all British subjects to trade with Bahrein on payment of an v^krem 
duty of 5 per cent, on their goods# 
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In 1863^ in consequence of complaints made against tlie lawless people 
on the south-east coast of the penmsulaj Shaikh Muhammad bin Khalifa 
sent his cousiiij Muhammad bin Ahmad, to Katar to act as his Amir or 
deputy This official arrested and deported to Bahrein the local Chief of 
Wakra, and made himself so unpopular during the next two 01 three years 
that he was at last compelled to return to Bahiein Shaikh Muhammad 
bin Khalifa thereupon, in October 1867, sent a foice fiom Baliiem under the 
command of his brother, Ali, to punish the people of Katar, and at the 
same time invited the Chief of Abu Dthabi to co-operate with his troops 
as Bidaa and Wakra had long been harbouis of refuge for seceders from 
Oman Shaikh Zaid bin Khalifa promptly joined Shaikh Ali with 2,000 
men, and the combined forces, after destroying a large number of Katar 
boats, attacked and sacked the towns of Wakia and Bidaa and the villages 
of Doha and Duwelia (which are now merged in Bidaa) with circumstances 
of pecuhai barbauty, and plundered property of the estimated value of 
eleven lakhs of krans. 

As both the Bahrein and Abu Diliabi Chiefs are bound by their engage- 
ments with the British Government to abstain from aggression of every kind 
by sea , to appeal to the British Resident as arbitrator , and to afford full 
rediess for all maritime offences with can justly be charged against 
them 01 their subjects, steps were taken to exact reparation foi these 
outrages. Before this could be effected the tribes of Katar retaliated by an 
attack on Bahrein which proved unsuccessful ; but in the naval action 
which took place a number of vessels were destroyed and great loss of life 
occuned 

The Resident in the Persian Gulf, accompanied by H M S Vigilant and 
tlie gun-boats Clyde and Hugh Rose, proceeded to Bahicin. Muhammad 
bin Khalifa fled to the Katai coast, and an Agreement (No XXXII) was 
signed by his brother, Ah bin Khalifa, and the principal persons in Bahrein 
by which they declared Muhammad bin Khalifa to have forfeited by Ms 
piratical outrages all claim to the Chiefship of Bahrein, and AH bin Khalifa 
bound himself to pay a fine of one lakh of dollars. Under these conditions 
he was permitted to continue in power, but the Abu Mahur fort near 
Muliarraqwas destroyed, and the war craft belonging to Muhammad 
bin Khalifa were burnt. After about one-fifth of the fine had been 
realised and distributed rateably amon^ the sufierers the remainder was 
pmitted. ^ 2 
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Throtigli the mediation of the Resident an agreement was also con- 
cluded between ihe Chief of Bahrein and the Shaikhs of the Katar tribes^ 
deteimming the amount of lubute annually payable by the latter and the 
manner of its payment The paiticulars of this agieemenl are given below 
(see footnote) The tribute which was only paid foi two years^ wah 
discontinued when the Turks established themselves m Biclaa 

The deposed Chief was forbidden to icside at Babieiii^ but in Januaiy 
1869, at the request of Ah bin Khalifa, who believed he could keep abetter 
control over his brother if he resided at Bahrein, Muhammad bln Khalifa 
was allowed to return theic He soon, however, began to intrigue, aud it 
became necessary to deport him to Koweit, whence he afterwards pio- 
ceeded to Katif In Septcmbei 1869 Muhammad bin Khalifa, aided by Ins 
lelalive, Nasir bm Mubarak, and a considerable force of the Beni Ilajir 
tiibe, sailed for Bahrein and attacked the fort of Rufaa, then held by 
Muhammad bm Abdulla, son of the Chief, wdio died in 1848 An engage- 
ment ensued m which, owing mainly to the treaclicry of Mohammad bin 
Abdulla, the Bahrein force was defeated, the Chief, Ali bin Khalifa, one 
of his sons and several of Ins Shaikhs were killed, and the invaders took 
possession of Manama and Muhairaq, the two chief towns of Bahrein 
Manama was given up to plunder, and propeity belonging to British subjects 
and others, of the estimated value of upwards of twelve lakhs of lupees was

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cairied off* Muhammad bin Abdulla then imprisoned Muhammad bin 
Khalifa and assumed the government of the island In order to exact 
repaiation lor this unprovoked outrage the Biitish Resident proceeded 
tliitliei; accompanied by H M S S. Daphne and Nymphe and the gun-boats 
Hugh Rose and Clyde of the Bombay Marine The foil of Manama on the 
sca-shoie was bombarded and destroyed; and^ with the exception of Nasir bin 
Mubaiak; who escaped to the maiulaiid; Muhammad bin Khalifa; Muliam 
mad bin Abdulla; and the h ading marauders wcie captured; and Esa bin All 
bin Khalifa; a son of the late Chief; was installed as Chief; on the under- 
standing that the property of the pirate leaders would be considered as 
foileitecl; and applied in the fust instance towards the reimbursepicot of the 
persons plundeiccl The piisoneis, f\e in numbti, wcie taken to Bombay 
and confined as Stale pruonerS; in the iort of Asirgarh; whence they 
were afterwaicls lemovcd to Clumar Two of them Nasii bin Ahmad (the 
Wazii of Shaikh Ah bm Khalifa; who dcseited to the side of Nasir bin 
Mubaiak) and Muhammad bin Abdulla, died there, the former m 1873 
the lattei m iSjj, The lemaming thice prisoneis weie in 1878 removed 
to Aden where, m 1880, two oi them Jasim bm Muhammad Hasan, Wazir 
of Muhammad bin Abdulla, and Ah bin Nasir A 1 Abdulla, were released 
The last of the five, Muhammad bin Khalita, was fnally released m 1887 
4511 the sole condition of icsidencc m the holy cities of Aiabia. He died 
at Mecca in 1890* His numeious sons have all been piovided with ceitain 
personal allowances by the Chief of Bahrein, In October 1888 Shaikh 
Ahmad bin Ali, the most influential of Shaikh Esa^s brothers, died, He 
had, in accoi dance with an old custom, enjoyed a moiety of the revenues 
of the island and exercised a consideiable amount of power and authority. 
The Chief of Bahrein then appointed his own eldest son, Selman, as 
successor to Ins late brother. On the formers death m 1893 the Chiefs 
second son, Earned, w^as nominated heir to the Chiefship, Hamed does not, 
how^cvet, enjoy as large an income as the Chiefs eldest surviving brother 
Khalid. 

The w^eakness of Esa bin Alfs xule has more than once led to 
intrigues for the restoration of the exiled (A 1 Abdulla) branch of the 
family, and ni 1874, in 1880, in 189a, and again m 1894, attack on 
Bahrein was threatened by their partisans, the Beni Hajir tribe, but was 
prevented by the presence of British vessels and by the warnings addressed 
by the Biitish authorities to the vauous Shaikhs upon the coast. The 
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Turkisli authorities of Hasa^ originally at the instigation of Jasim hm Thani^ 
have on more than one occasion expiesscd the intention of rebiiilaiiig the 
town of Zobara on the west coast ot Katar opposite Bahicm and estal3- 
lisliiiig a military post theie^ and the Chief of Bahiein has invaiiabiy pro- 
tested on the ground of his ancient rights thcie and of Uic menace to 
Bahrein which such proceedings would involve. (Prior to the conquest of 
Bahrein by the A 1 Khalifa family; Zobara was their head-quailerS; but it 
has of late years been left unoccupied by Shaikh Esa ) The Porte as well 
as Nasir bin Mubarak and Jasim bin Tham have frequently been informed 
by the British Government that no hostile settlement could be permitted 
at Zobara. 

in March 1895; an act of violence committed by Shaikh Klialid bin All 
for which Ins brother Shaikh Esa failed to give rediess; bioughi matteis 
to a climax. The A 1 bm Ah tribe of Bahiem removed in a body to Katai, 
where their leader^ Sultan bin Salama^ promptly entered into relations with 
Shaikh Jasim bm lham The latter^ alter ostensibly cmdcavourmg to effect 
a reconciliation between the Bahiem Chief and the sect ding tiibC; resolve d 
to settle the A 1 bui Ali at Zobaia This proposal was supported by the 
authorities of Hasa^ who at once despatched a Muclir and a gim-boat to the 
scene and caused the Ottoman flag to be hoisted theie In spite of the 
presence of two British mon-of-war; H M S Sphinx and H M S, Ptgeon^ an 
invasion of Bahrein was seriously thiealened; and a large number of boats 
was collected by Shaikh Jasim for the pm pose Eventually the Bnlish 
vessels opened fire on the Arab fled; disabling 40 boats Shaikh Jasim 
then offered full submission , the Mudir letucd loHasa, and 120 more 
boats were surrendered and removed to BalneiU; twoThirds of them being 
subsequently burnt, and one-third restored to their owners on payment of 
an indemnity. The majority of the Al bin Ah returned to Balneiii; though 
their Shaikh accompanied Shaikh jasim to Bidaa Zobaia was completely 
evacuated.

111 1880 Shaikh Esa signed an Agiecment (No. undertaking 

to abstain from entering into negotiations or making treaties with any for* 
eign powers without the consent of the British Government 
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In 1892 Shaikh Esa signed an Agi cement (No XXXIV)^ piomising to 
cntei into no agKtmeni or coiicspondencc wiili any other power than the 
niitisli , to disallow the lesideiuc within his leiritoiy of the agent of any 
othei power ^ and neither to cedc^ sell;, moitgage noi otherwise give for 
occupation; any pait of liis territory save to the Biiusli Go\crnment 

In 1893 the Poite objech d to Biitish officials taking up the cases of 
Bain cm subjects siiffeung from ^ho piracies of the Beni Ilajir They weie 
infoimcd in reply that Bah’ cm was under British protection Later in the 
same } ear a claim was put forwaul by the Poitc to treat the people of 
Bahieiii as Turkish subjects wnlhin Ottoman territories The British 
Government; howc\er; maintained its right to extend Biitish protection to 
the subjects of the Shaikh whene\er occasion might demand. 

In 1893 Dr Peter Zwemer opened a mission station in Bahiem on 
behali of the' Amcucan Aiabian Vlission 

In 1898; Sheikh Esa signed an Agreement (No XXXV) absolutely pio- 
hibitmg the importation and exportation of aims into and liom Ins terntoiy. 

In 190O; on the death of the Residency Neivs Agent; a Political Agency, 
suboidmatc to the Political Resident in the Pei sian Gulfj was established 
at Bahieui 

In Decembei igoo, a cousin of the Chief of Bahrein, named Salman 
bill Didij, Ins son, nr phew and 23 followns were attacked on the 
Dthahaian coast of the mainland and murdeicd by Bedouins of the Behaih 
section of the A 1 Morra tube. The mcidcnt caused great conccin to Shaiich 
Esa* Ills demands for the siniendet or punishment of the offenders, and 
foi compcosation foi the familms of his cousin’s retainers, have not yet 
(1906) been complied with by the Tuikisli authorities. 

In 1901 the Geiman trading turn of Messrs* Wonckhaus & Co. opened 
a branch in Bahiem, The him also has branches in the Peisian Gulf at 
Bushire arc! Lingah 

On the 26th Novembei IQ03, IBs Excellency Lord Cur^on of Kedleston, 
Viceroy and Governor-General of India, visited Bahrein* 

In April 1904, Messrs* Gray Paul & Co* of Bushire opened a trading 
blanch at Bahrein, having previously only mainlaincd there a Native agent 
lor mail-steamer woik* 

In 1905, Shaikh Ali bin Ahmad, a nephew ol the Chief, was deponed to 
Bombay for live yeais, owing to his being conccuicd inrtwo serious cases of 
assault on German and Persian subjeds* 
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Trucial Arab Chiefs of Oman 


The possessions of the so-called Tiucial Chiefs^" of the maritime tubes 
of the Persian Galf with whom the British Government have concluded 
treaties extend from Odeicl on the bolder oi A 1 Katar (Gutter) beyond the 
island of Bahrein along the coast eastwaid to Ras-ul Kliaima 

They are all now independent and since the advent of the TuiLs and 
the isolation of the Wahabis in the highlands, have been exempted horn 
the ti ibute or black-iiiail foi the payment ol which they were formerly 
directly oi indirectly liable to the Wahabi Chief of Nejd. 

The Kawasim, who ha\c occupied the piovmce of Sii fiom the eaihcst 
times, earned on a vigorous and profitable trade by sea, till m 1805 they 
succumbed to the mflucncc of the Wahabis and wcie drawn into the 
piratical piojects of that tuibulent sect Under then influence the Kawa- 
sim plundeiccl two British vessels and tieated the commanders with gi cat 
cruelty. An expedition was sent to the Pcisian Gulf to pumsh them 
for this aggression and to co-opciate wnlli the Imam of Maskat, wdio was 
then at war with Ihein. The expedition lesulted ui the conclusion of a 
Tiealy (No XXXVI) on 6ih Fcbruaiy i 8 o 5 , binding the Kawasim to 
respect the flag and propcity of the British, and to assist vessels touching on 
their coast This treaty appeals to have been concluded without refexence 
to the Wahabis. 


The spiead of the Wahabis in Oman soon threatened the ruler of 
Maskat with destruction, and the Butish Government clelei mined to support 
him and, as the only means of preserving the peace of the Gulf, to desUoy 
the piratical fleets. A strong force was despatched m 1809, which took 
Ras-ul- Khaima, Lingah, Laft^ and Shuias, and destroyed the boats of the 
pirates. No treaty could at this time be concluded with the Kawasim, 
whose government had been completely oveithiown by the Wahabis, nor 
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were any permanent measures taken to secure the advantages gamed in 
1809 j coiiseqiienily^ piracy soon re-appeaied In 1814 the Kawasim 
professed a desire to be at peace with the Biitish Government^ provided 
they were left at liberty to make war on the neighbouring Arab tribes 
They e\en expressed tliembelves leady to abstain from molesting their Arab 
nnghboiirs, if the Biilish Goveinmenl would guaianlee them piotcctioii 
from the vengeance of tin Wahabi Cliief But they were quite unable to 
make good then prolcssions liv( n aftci the negoiiaiioiis of pielirninary 
articles of peace with the Result nt at Busline, the Kawasim attacked and 
pliiiidcicd Bulish vessels Olhei tribes weie soon drawn under the Wahabi 
mflaence, and piracy mrrea=;cd to an intoleiable extent An expedition 
under Sii W Grant Kcir was theicdore despatched to the Persian Gull 
m 1819 for the puipose of completely ciushmg them Ras-ul-Khaima was 
taken on the 91)1 December, and engagements fNo XXXVif) were made 
with the Aiab Chiefs prehmmaiy to the conclusion of a general Treaty 
(No XXXVII f) The object of th<‘ preliminary engagements wms to include 
all matters of a temporary or individual character, so as to reserve the 
general Ueaty exclusively for arrangements of a peimanent nature common 
to all the Aiab Chiefs wuo might be disposed to subscribe it 

By the glh article of the treaty of 1820 the canying off of slaves fiom 
the coasts of Africa or elsewhere, and the transporting them in vessels 
was declared to be plunder and piracy. This was not interpreted as for« 
bidding traflic m slaves, but as prohibiting kidnapping only A very 
extensive trade m slaves was carried on from the ports of the Red Sea 
and the Persian Gulf with Kathiawar, Kutch, and the Native States on the 
west coast of India Under the mteipretation put on the treaty of 1820, 
the British Government, however, had no power to interfere with this trade 
In Apn! 1838, under instructions from Government, the Resident in the 
Persian Gulf obtained from the maritime Chiefs of Ras-uI-Khaima, Ajman, 
Dabai, and Abu Dthabi an Agreement (No, XXXIX), giving to British 
cruisers the right to detain and search vessels suspected of being employed 
m carrying off slaves, and to confiscate the vessels if found $0 employed. 
In the following year the Chiefs of Ras-uRKhairaa, Dabai, Abu Dthabi, and 
tfmm-ul-Gawain (Amulgavine) entered into an Agreement (No. XC) 
containing three articles ; the first and second of these articles gave to the 
British Government the right to search and confiscate slave vessels found 
beyond a line from Cape Delgado, on the African coast, passing two degrees 
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east of Sokotra^ and ending at Cape Guadel, on the Makraii coasij unless 
driven bcjtyiid that line by stress of wealheL oi other necessity By the third 
article the sale oi persons of the Somali lube was declared to be piracy. 
The same duels, and also the Chiefs of A]man and Ijahrein, entered mlo 
Engagements* (No XL!) m 1847, binding themselves to prohibit, 
from and after the loth Decembei 1847, the exportation of slaves from the 
African coast, or elsewheie, m vessels belonging to themselves or their 
subjects, and autlioiizing Biitish ciui&ers to confiscate vessels found 
engaged m the fotbidden traffic* In 1856 the Trucia) Chiefs signed an 
Agieement (No XXX) similai to that concluded with the Chief of 
Bahrein (See Bahrein, p 144) 

The treaty concluded w ith the maritime Aiab Chiefs m 1820 did not 
limit the right of the Chiefs to cany on acknowledged war with each other 
by sea, that is to say, war proclaimed and avowed by one Chief upon 
another All other hostile aggressions, liowevei, were declared to be 
piratical But under the name of acknowledged war many acts of piracy 
were committed, especially during the season of pearl- fishery The Chiefs 
were therefore induced, m 1835, bind themselves by a maritime truce 
not, under any ciicumstances, to engage in hostilities by sea for a period 
of SIX months, on the understanding that the British Government would 
not interfere with then wars by land The effects of this truce were so 
marked that the Chiefs were easily persuaded m the following year, and 
again in 1837, to renew li for eight months Thereafter it was renewed 
annually till 1843, when it was prolonged (No, XLII) for ten years 
On the expiry of the ten years’ tiucc m 1853 a Treaty (No. Xtlll) of 
perpetual peace was concluded, wdiich provided that there should be a 
complete cessation of hostilities at sea between the subjects of the sub- 
scribing parties , that m the event of aggressions on any one by sea, the 
injured tribe should not retaliate, but refer the matter to the Biitish 
authorities m the Persian Gulf , and that the British Government should 
watch over the peace of the Gulf and ensure at all limes the due observ- 
ance of the treaty 

In 1864 the maritime Chiefs bound themselves (No XLiV) to prevent 
their subjects from interfering with the telegraphic operations in or near 
their teruioues

These (hiiefs aic ion>iantly tngigid in ho^tihin^s with cadi other on 
land, but Uk^ Ihh ish Goveiniuent docs not inteifeie so long as the maulime 
pc'cue IS not biokcn.

Jn 1878 the Chief of Abu Dihabi was allowed to asseit his rights of 
possession at A 1 Odeid, adjcmiuig Al Katar 

In 1879 mauiimt^ Chiefs of the pirate coast entered into a mutual 
agiecmient ugarding the siurtndet oi fraudulent abscoiideis or payment of 
then liabilities This agieeincut is, however, not an engagement to the 
Paramount i^ower, noi guaranteed in any way 

in 1892 the Tiiu lal Chuds signed Agreements (No XldX) promising 
noi to eiiler into any agucraeni or ioircspondenc e with any power other 
ilkin the lliitish; not to admit the agent of any other government , and not 
to pdit With any poition of then lerutories save to the British Government* 
HhaiUi Humaicl-bup Abdulla, Chief of Ras-ubKIiaima, died al an advanced 
age in Aiigiist 1900, and the government of the place was resumed by the 
Chief of Shaigah who now rules both Shargah and Rass-iil-Khaima 

In 1902 Agreemmiis (No L) were obtained from the Chnds of Debai, 
Sbargah, UmmmbGawain, Ajmau, andAbu Dihabi, m which they bound 
themselves to prohibit the importation and exportation of arms into and 
from iliiir respective territories.

or Peisian poits or the islands of Bahrein Baluein vessels, found in 
Indian and Peisian ivateis by Butish and Peisian vessels-of-war, suspected 
to contain arms and ammunition foi Indian and Persian ports and the 
islands of Bahrein, are liable to be seal died by the said vessds, and all 
such arms and ammunition found in them will be confiscated as piOpeity of 
the State 

Translation of Notification by Shaikh of Bahrein, 
dated 8th ZiL HijjAH 1315 (30lh April 1898). 

Be it tnown to all who see this that, whereas w’c have already forbid- 
den the sale of arms and anunumtion to our subjects m the island of 
Bahrein by our notification, dated i3lh Safar 1313, Januaiy i8g6, and 
whereas there is reason to think that, notwithstanding our piohibition, 
many arms and much ammunition aie impoitcd into Bahrein for the 
purpose of being CKportecl thercfioni to British Indian and Peisian ports, 
where such mipoitatioii 1-, prohibited, and vihcieas we have resolved to 
do all that lic^s in our power to assist the British and Peisian Governments 
in putting a stop to this illegal traffic , w e hereby dedare that Irom the 
date of this notification the impoitation of aims and ammunition into the 
islands of Bahicin, and the cxpoitation of Ihe same therefrom, is absolutely 
prohibited 

All arms and ammunition in future imported into the islands of 
Bahrein or exported theicfrora w'lll be seized and conlistatcd as property 
of the State.

In the name of God, the merciful, the compassionate ^ 

Praise be to God, who hath oi darned peace to be a blessing to his 
creatures There is established a lasting peace between the Buiish Gov- 
ernment and the Arab tubes, who are parties to this contract, on the follow- 
ing conditions — 

Article i 

There shall be a cessation of plunder and piracy by land and sea on the 
part of the Arabs, who are parties to this cootiact, for ever 

Article 2 

If any individual of the people of the Aiabs contiactmg shall attack any 
that pass by land or sea of any nation whatsoever, m the way of plunder and 
piracy and not of acknowledged war, he shall be acroiinted an enemy of all 
mankind and shall be held to have forfeited both life and goods. And 
acknowledged war is that which is proclaimed, avowm'd, and oidercd by 
government against government, and the killing ol men and taking of 
goods without proclamation, avowal, and the order of a government, is 
plunder and piracy 


Article 3 


The friendly 



(literally the pacificatcd) Arabs shall carry by land and 
sea a led flag, with or without letters m it, at their option, 
and this shall be m a bordei of white, the breadth of the 
white in the border being equal to the breadth of the red, 
as represented m the maigin (the whole forming the flag 
known m the British Navy by the title of white pierced 
red), this shall be the flag of the friendly Arabs, and they 
shall use it and no other.

The friendly Aiabs, if they choose, shall send an envoy to the British 
Residency m the Persian Gulf with the necessary accompaniments, and he 
shall remain there for the transaction of their business with the Residency , 
and the British Government, if it chooses, shall send an envoy also to them 
in like manner ; and the envoy shall add his signatine to the signature of the 
Chief in the paper (Register) oi their vessels, which coniams the length oi 
the vessel, its breadth, and tonnage, the signature of the envoy to be re- 
newed every year, Also all such envoy shall be at the expense of their 
own paity.

If any tribe, or others, shall not desist from plunder and piracy, the 
friendly Arabs shall act against them according to Iheir ability and circum- 
stances, and an airangernent foi this purpose shall take place between the 
friendly Arabs and the British at the time when such plunder and puacy 
shall occur. 


Article 8, 

The petting men to death after they have given up their arms is an act 
of piracy and not of acknowledged war , ami if any tribe shall put to death 
any persons, either Muhammadans or others, after they have given up their 
arms, such tribe shall be held to have broken the peace, and the friendly 
Arabs shall act against them m conjunction with the Duiish, and, God 
willing, the war against them shall not cease until the surrender of those 
who performed the act and of those who oideied it, 

Article g. 

The carrying off of slaves, men, women, or children from the coasts of 
Africa or elsewhere, and the transporting them in vessels, is plunder and 
piracy, and the friendly Aiabs shall do nothing of this nature 

Article io. 

The vessels of the friendly Arabs, bearing their flag above described, 
shall enter Into all the British ports and into the porfs of the allies of the 
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British so far as they shall be able to effect it ; and they shall buy and sell 
therein, and if any shall attack them the British Government shall take 
notice of it.

The Government Agent has, no doubt, infoimed you that I seized the 
slaves that were brought to my territories m a Biitish vessel, and made them 
over to the Agent. 

You may rest assured that I shall cairy mto effect wliaievci the Govern- 
ment may desire, and am always happy to receive your commands.

whom Saiyid Sultan was brought in contact through his trade with the 
Mauiiims When vSu John Malcolm visited Maskat on his first mission 
to Pei Siam 1 800, he toimed anothei Engagement (No LII) with Saiyid 
Sultan, stipidaimg fur sUict obscivance of the previous treaty and 
foi the residemc of an English gentleman in an official capacity at 
Maskat 

Saiyid Sultan bin Ahmad was killed on the 14th November 1804 in a 
contisi at s(‘a with hi.s enemies, the Atubis and Kawasim The rights 
oi lus two young soms were disputed by their uncles, especially by Saiyid 
Kais of Sohar, who aimcM at usurping the government of Oman. To 
oppose their nucleus pieieusions the two youths put themselves in the 
hands of their cousin, Saiyid Badr bm Saif, who called m the WahabiSi 
and with their help defeated Saiyid Kais and recovered Bandar Abbas and 
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Hormuz, which had been seized hy the Shaikh of Kishm The weakness 
resulting from this disputed succeS'>.ion, gave the Wahabis a footing in 
Maskat which they retained until the occupation oi llasa by the Turks In 
1800 they made then fiist appea’ancc in Oman They reduced all the sea- 
coast of the Peisian Gulf fioni Basrah to Dabai^, . elcascd the Cliieis of Zahira 
and Sohai from allegiance to Maskat, and foiced Saiyid Sultan to beg for a 
three years^ tiuce, which they biokesoon after They would probably have 
conqueied all Oman if they had not been stoppe 1 by the assassination of 
their Chief 

Saiyid Said, the second son of Saiyid Sultan, succeeded Badr bin Saif in 
1807 This Chief, to whom the religious tifle of Imam was not conceded by 
the Arabs, ruled for fifty years, during whioh lime he cultivated a close 
intercourse with the British Government In 1808, smaiting under the 
insults of the Wahabis, whose agents weie foicibly con\eiting Iiis subjects 
m his very capital, he roused the Arab tribes in Oman to a combination 
against them. If Maskat had fallen unclei the Wahabis, Saiyid Said would 
have been drawm into the geneial sjstem of [>iiacy wliidi they enc ouragecl, 
and would have been converted horn a fiie >cl into a dangeious enemy 
The British Government, theu fore, lesolvcd to support him An aimamcni 
was accordingly sent towaids the close of 1809, which destroyed the 
piratical boats at Ras-ul-Khanna, Lingah, and Lalt, and bombardtd and took 
bhinas No arrangements, however, weie made to secure peunanenrty the 
advantage then obtained Piracy was soon renewed, and it became neces- 
sary to send another expedition against the pirates in 1819, in which also 
Saiyid Said co-operated With these exceptions, till the year 1822, wlnm a 
Treaty (No LIII) was concluded lor the suppression of slavery, there is 
nothing requiring special notice m the luteicourse between the British 
Government and Saiyid Said, who was chiefly occupied m wais with his 
rivals, the Kawasim, and m fruitless attempts to possess himself of the island 
of Bahrein 

The treaty of 1823 aimed at the suppression of the foreign slave tiacle with 
Christian nations only, and not of the tiade with Muhammadan coimiues and 
within the Maskat dominions, except m cases of kidnapping, and the pei- 
mission given under the treaty to British ciuiscis to seize slave ships east of 
the line defined m the treaty, applied to His Majesty’s ships only, and not 
to vessels of the Indian Navy In 18^9, however, a treaty of Commmcc 
(No* LIV) was concluded with Saijid Said by IJer Majesty^s plempoten« 
tiary at Maskat, by the 15th article of which he confirmed the treaty of 
r822 for the suppression of slave trade with Christian countries, and conceded 
power of search and seizure to vessels of the East India Company as well 
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as those of the Ro} a 1 On the 17th December of the same yiar lie 

agicrcl mitli lilt Resultnt in tfn‘ Pcisian Gnif (o add tlirre additional 
Articles (No LVj to the lioaU of 1822 ^ authorising the light of search, 
and < xtcnding the honndaiy laid down in the tieaty of 1822 from Dm 
Head to Passaui, the eastern boundaiy of the Maskat possession on th(‘

to another In conscnling to this iieaty he lequested thal three additional 
artu lesi might be added, prohibiting the search of his vessels m the limits

weather, and all stores of the Biitish Government landed at his poits 

In 1854 Saiyid Said ceded (No LVIll) to ihe Butisli Ciown the Kinia 
Muiu islands on the south coasts of Aiabia The islands ivere valuable 
only for the guano deposits which weie found on them and which aie now 
exhausted In 1874 a puatiral outrage was committed by the Jaafeiali 
section of the Beni Bu Ah tiibe on two trading ve&>>els at IIclLuiia in these 
islands, for which they were fined Goo dollars, and a promise of fuiiue 
behaviour was exacted from them 

During the later jears of his rule the affaiis of Saiyid Said in his 
Asiatic dominions fell into much confusion, owing partly to his piolmigcd 
residence at Zan/ibai/ winch in 1840 he made the peimancnt seat of his

virtue of his succession to the Chu fsliip of Oman, he clauiiod also feudal 
siipicmarv ov( i Zaii^ihai, and pu pared to est ibhsh hi'^ claim by force of 
aims lh( dispute was submitted to the aibiiration of Lord Canning, who 
in 1861 deciti(‘d (No f IXi that Zan/ii>ar should he independent of 
Maskai, but should pay an annual subsidy of 40,000 eiowns 

In 1862 an Fngagemeot (No LX) was concluded between Great 
Britain and France, by which both powcis engaged reciprocally to respect 
independence of luleis of MasLat and Zanzibar 

In 1864 SaiyxJ Thawaiiii agiccd (No I XI) to the construction of one 
or more lines of telegraph through the teintoiy of Maskat, and in 1865 ^ 
Convention (No. LXIl) was made with him for the extension of electric 
telegraph through Ins donnnions in Arabia and Makran 

In Febuiaiy 1S66 Saivid rhawaun was assassiaalrd at Sohar,, ahere he 
had gone to oiganisc an cvpt^chiion against the Wahabis Giave suspitions 
ot having been eoiucincdm tins cume attached to his son and successor, 
Saiyid Salim, and so much alaim was cicatcd at Maskat that trade was 
paialysed and ilK‘ town was rh s' rted by Bulish subjc^cts residing there 
Envoys wcic shoilly afieivt'auK sent by Saiyid Sahm to Bombay, but they 
wcie intoinied that wluh the Bntish Govcinmeiii had no wish to interfere 
m the domrstic alians of Oman, it was compt iled, in the circumstances of 
the lasc, to suspend fuendly lelalions with the ruler of Maskat, at the 
same tunc the tieaty obligations of the BnUsh Government with the State 
of Maskat, winch had foi then special object the protection of British 
ftttbjecls residing in Maskat teriitory, weic m no way abiogated, and their 
tuliilmeiit would be lequiied from every ruler of Maskat. 

Subsequently, howevei, as the people of Maskat had apparently accepted 
Saiyid Salim as their legitimate Chief, it was miimaied to the merchants 
trading with Maskat that they might resume commercial dealings with that 
port, a Native agent w^as appointed to the place, and finally in September

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1886, Saiyid Salim was iccogniscd by the British Government as rnlei of 
the State The appointment of a Dutish ollicei as PuhtKal Agent was 
revived in the following year. 

In the meantime Saiyid Tmkij l.ioLher of the lain Saiyid Thawaini, 
who had been lesiding at Busliire on an allowance gi anted to bin by 1 In 
British Government pending a settlcmint ol Oman allaus, made an un- 
successful attack on Maskat For this breach of the iiuiuLinic pi'ace las 
allowance was stopped, and he was subsequi ntly warned that siniilai 
proceedings, which he was be litwcd to be meditating in conceit with the 
Shaikh of Dadai, would expose him and his adheicnts to be treated as 
enemies of the British Goveinment 

In June 1867 Saiyid lui Id attacked Sohar by land, hut was driven oft 
with loss , subsequently, however, he captured Maliah, the principal fort 
commanding the pass leading to Maskat, and, as Saiyid Salim was 
unable to expel bun, an arrangement was effected through the mediation 
of the British Resident, by which Saiyid Turki was to receive a monthly 
allowance of 600 dollais from the Sultan on the condition that he should 
reside m India 

Saiyid Salim's rule, however, was not destined to last long. In addi- 
tion to the suspicion of parricide, from which he could never entiiely free 
himself, hisi- preference for the Ghafiri tribe, who professed Wahabi tenets, 
excited the discontent of their rivals, the Hinawis, by whom the ruling family 
of Maskat had been principally supported. Early m i868 an expedition was 
undertaken by Saiyid Salim against his uncle, the Chief of Masiiaah, with 
whom he had a trifling dispute regarding money Although a icconcilia- 
tion was effected befoic hostilities actually commenced, Saiyid Salim’s 
conduct on this occasion alienated many whose support would have bc'cn 
valuable, while his resources were maleually diminished by exjic'nses 
of the expedition. 

When, therefore, Azan bin Kais, Chief of Rostak and brothei-iii-kiw 
of Saiyid Salim, rose m lebcllion, the latter had neither friends noi money 
with which to resist him In October 1868 Azan bm Kais obtained 
possession of the town of Maskat, and, on the flight of Saiyid Salim, whom 
the British Government declined to assist by force of arms, was proclaimed 
Chief. For sometime Saiyid Salim endeavoured to lally his friends on llm 
Arab coast and contemplated an attack by sea 011 the Oman ports, ho was 
warned, however, against any act which might tend to a breach of the 
maritime peace, and Government resolved to prohibit, by force of aims if 
necessary, all naval operations by any party at Maskat or elsewhere. The 
hope which Saiyid Salipa entertained of assistance from the Wahabis 
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was frustrated by the assassmation at Shai gah of Sideyri^ Governor of the 
Wahabi outpost of Berauni, and by his own exertions lie could excite no 
enthusiasm foi his cause among the Chiefs of the Arab coast 

Dm mg the rule of Azan bin Kais the chief power was wielded by Said 
bin. Kliulfaii AI Khuleli, the head of the priestly faction among the Hmawis ^ 
his citieliies and exactions^ and the seventy with which he enfoiced com-* 
pliance with the precepts of the Koian, renclcied A/aii bm Kais^s rule 
unpopular at Maskat, though his autlionty was successfully asserted over 
the refractory tribes in the interior Eaily in 1869 the Wahabi Amir, 
Abdulla bin Faisal, made a demand foi tiibute on Azam bm Kais. To this 
no attention was paid, and on the invitation of the Naim tribe of Bedouins, 
who had suffered from the oppiession of Sideyn, Azam bin Kais attacked 
Boiaiinijuiie 1869 and captured il Preparations for its recapture were 
at once set on foot by the Wahabi Chief, in whose possession it had 
icni lined for many years previously, and in the first month of 1870 he 
was reported to be advancing on Bciaimi with a considi^rable force* Diffi- 
tuliies connected with the want of watei m roide^ the anticipated hostility 
oi the Abu Dthabi Chief, who was known to be m alliance with Azam bin 
Kais, «uid the intrigues oi hi^ lirotbei, Sand bin Faisal, combined to deter 
the Wahabi Chud from cairymg his mieniions into effect, and before the 
close oi the ycai he was a iugitive, pursued by his successful brother 
Saud 

In the meantime the events which had taken place in Oman induced 
fiovenimenl to withdraw its pioliibition against Saiyul Tiirkds interference 
m the affans of Oman, and in Maich 1869 he was informed that he might, it 
he should so wish, proceed to Maskat, but that no help or protection could 
be alfordcd him by the Biiiisli Goverorntmt m any aiiimpts he might make 
to establish his power in Oman, and that no operations by sea would be per^ 
miited Saiyid Turki lemained at Bombay till March 1870, when he 
proceeded to Bandar Abbas and thence of the Arab coast* He was at first 
unsuccessful and was obliged to return to Bandar Abbas* In the following 
September, however^ assisted with funds from Zanzibar, he again landed on 
the Arab coast with a few followers and soon collected a considerable force, 
a portion of which he placed und<^r the command of Saif bm Sulaiman. 
in January 1871 Saif bin Sulaiman attacked Azad bm Kais at Matrah ; both 
the leaders fell m the engagement, but an armistice was arranged thiough 
the intervention of the British Resident, and eventually negotiations between 
Saiyid Turki and Said bm Khulfan ended xn a declaration of peace between 
the contending parlies* Said bin Khulfan died a few days aftei wards*

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Saiyid Turks’s principal opponent was now Ibrahim bin Kais. biotber 
of Azan bin Kais, who held the fort of Sohar In July 1871 Saiyid lurki 
laid siege to Sohar and had effected a piacticable bieach, when an arrange- 
ment was concluded by which Ibiahim bin Kais retained possession of 
Sohar and the portion of coast from Sallan to Khabuieh, a tract of some 
30 miles in extent , and all other paits of the coast, iudi>cling Sawaik and 
Masnaah, were made over to Saiyid Tuiki Soon alterwaids Ibiahim bin 
Rais plundered a native craft belonging to Biitish tiaders and impiisoned 
three of the owners As Saiyid Turki was unable to procure redress, the 
Resident in the Peisian Gulf was directed to demand restitution of the 
plundered property and compensation for the imprisonment of British 
subjects, and in case ol lefusal to bombard Sohar These claims, amount- 
ing to 2,255 dollars, were accoidmgly paid by Ibrahim bin Kais 

Saiyid Tuiki was recognised by the Biitish Government as rulei of 
Maskat in June 1871, but during that and the succeeding year his powei 
was endangeicd by the intiigucs of his brother, Saiyid Abdul A/iz, and his 
nephew, Saiyid Salim, in addition to the peisislent hostility of Ibrahim bin 
Kais A coalition was proposed in Apiil 1872 b-i ween lin.ihim bin Kais and 
Saiyid Salim, but failed owing to the defeat of the loiraei near Law.i «ind 
the desertion of the lal ter by his iolloweis Finding tliemsclves unable to 
subvert Saiyid Turki’s authority, his brotlui and nephew^ quitted Maskat 
territory towaios the close ol 1872 and pioceecbd to Bombay In tin 
«=piingoli873 they left Uombay nd In ima to inhigiie against S.iiyid 
Turkac authonty in Male,..’. Olliishad been ni.ub (o lliun hv S.nvul 
furki of an allow am e of 300 collats a month un I oinhtioii ol (lum icsiduig 
in India and abstaiiniig horn Intel Icn me in MasLit aff.nis 1 1 n se olb rs 
they declined, and in July of that ycai Saiyid Abdul Am moved on 
Gwadar, The attack failed, owing to the fididity ol Saiyid Tuiki’s Gover- 
nor, but a considerable amount of pi open ty belonging to Biitish subjects 
was plundered. Saiyid Abdul Azu was afterwauls c.iptuied m an 
attempt to cross over to Oman, and detained in smvcillam e* at K.irachi, 
On his undertaking not to mlerfme in MasLit affaiis m leave Karachi 
without permission he was sot at hbtily, .ind the allow'ance of 300 dolhiis 
a month was paid to him through the British Governmont. Gwadai was 
again attacked in December 1873, on this occasion by Saiyid .Salini ; the 
attempt, however, failed, and Saiyid Salim escaped into Persian 
territory. He was then informed that if he surrendered uncondi- 
tionally, he would be granted the same allowances as Saiyid Abdul A/-i/, 
otherwise the offer would not be renewed, and he would be arrested 
wherever he might be found. He subsequently made another attempt on 
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Omanj was arrested by I"L M S Daphne^ and sent as State prisoner 
to ilie iori of Hyderabad in Sind, whae he died m Decembei 1876 

In June 1873 Siiyid ToiLi uiideilook active opeiations against Ibrahim 
bm Kais and invested Sohar Negotiations were entered into which 
resulted in the siirrondei of Sohar and othci places on the coast to Saiyid 
Tuiki, Ibialimi^bin Kais receiving «i sum oi: 5,000 dollais and a monthly 
allowance of xoo dollais on condition of not ino^ing castwmid of the 
fort of Hibi In spile of tins revcisc, Ibrahim bni Kais continued to 
intugue against Sai}id Tuiki, and in Mai^h 1874 collected a force 
composed piiiicipally of the Yal Saad soclion of the Hmawis, with 
which he attacked Masnaah and took posscasion of the foit after having 
plundered a considciable amount of piopeity belonging to British subjects. 
As Ibrahim bin Kais refused to evacuate the foit at demand ot the 
Political Agent, it was bombaidcd, and an indcmmt)^ of 10,000 dollars 
as compensation to British subjects was exacted from Yal Saad, In 
the meantime Saiyid TuiLi had hardly retui ned from his successful 
expedition against Hohai when he was compelled to make terms with 
Saleh bin All El-Haiitln, Azam bin Kais’s foimcr minister, who made a 
‘sunessful attack on Matrah, and was only induced to withdraw by the 
payment of a laige sum of money. 

The annual subsidy which, unclci lh(‘ terms of Loid Canning’s aibitra-^ 
tioB, the xulei of Zanzibar wms bound to pay to the rulei of Maskat, was 
duly paid up to the date of Haiyicl Ihawamds death in 1866, but Saiyid 
Majid, who was then Sultan ol Zanzibar, objected to continue the subsidy 
to Saiyid ThawainCs successor, Saiyid Salim, partly on the pretext 
that tlie engagement was peisonal to Saiyid Thawaim, and partly on the 
ground of vSaiyid Halim’s alleged paincide These aigumcirts mwe not 
admitted by the British Governmemt, which had lecogmsed Saiyid Salim 
as lulcr of Maskat, but an arrangement wms effected by which the subsidy 
was to be paid through the medium of the political Agent in Oman 

On the expulsion of Saiyid Salim by Azan bm Kais, Saiyid Majid again 
declined to pay the subsidy, on the ground that a member of another branch 
of the family liacTsuccecded to power. This plea ceased to have force when 
Saiyid Tmki had succeeded in establishing his dutlioiity, and he appealed 
to the Bntish Government to procure the clue observance of the terms of 
the arbitration. As the great obstacle to the ^ consolidation o£ Saiyid 
Turkics power and the establishment of a peaceful administration in Oman 
was his want of funds, it was determined to guarantee to him the payment 
pi the subsidy, with arrears from the dale of his succession to power 1 and 
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an assurance was conveyed in 1873 to him tliat^ so long as he continued 
faithfully to observe his treaty engagements and manifest his friendship 
towards the British Government, the subsidy of 40,000 crowns would be 
paid to him annually during hib rule In accordance with ibis gita^a itee, 
the payment was regularly made, and since the death of Salyid Turki in 
1888, the subsidy has been continued to his son Saiyid Faisal, who is the 
present ruler of Oman, always on the understanding and with the piovisos 
under which it was paid to his father 

The greater portion of the money thus received by Saiyid Turki was 
spent in subsidising the vauons tubes in the intenor, but the successful raid 
of Saleh bin AH showed how little relunce could be placed on their 
allegiance, and illu^tiaied tin r 'al \redki ‘3> of S uyid fiuki’s aidhouiy in 
Oman As a means of mamtaming his po:»ilion Saiyul Turki sought a 
reconciliation with his brother, Saiyid Abdul A/iz Finally, terms were 
arranged between the bi others, Saiyicl Abdul A/i/ w'as pcimitied to 
proceed to Maskat and was associated with '^aiyid Tuiki in the govern- 
ment of the country. The difficulties, however, with which Saij^idTuiki 
had to contend did not disappeai with the ainval of his brother disscn** 
sions were rife between the Ghafius and th^ Hinawis , the Metawwah or 
fanatical party in the south-east of Oman was hostile to him ; and finally 
quarrels took place between the brothers, of which advantage was taken 
by the Bedouins who gauisoned Maskat to impose terms upon Saiyid 
Turki with which he was fo’^cod to comply Finding himself thus power- 
less to control events, Saiyid Tuiki, aftei an ineffectual attempt to condiut 
affairs uHt^ided, entrusted tlm government to Saiyid Abul A/iz and k ti ed 
temporarily to Gwadar 

Signs of opposition to the administration of Saiyid Abdul A/iz soon 
oecame apparent, he failed to conciliate the Bedouuis, and his difficulties 
were increased by want of funds Within a taw months of bis reinemeiit, 
Saiyid Turki found himself in a position to return to Maskat , accordingly 
in December 1875, m the absence of Saiyid Ab lul Azu, he once more 
took possession of the town and forts His brother was at this time absent 
at Semail, from which, however, soon after Saiyid Turkds return, he 
removed to Samad, The former place was captured m February 1876 by 
the Sultan, who thus completed the re-establishment of his authority, 
Ibrahim bin Kais alone remaining independent at the stronghold of Rostak 
In the following year he made an attack on Maskat in concert with Shaikh 
Saleh bm Aii, but after a three days' siege was repulsed and compelled 
p retire with heavy loss, 
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In 1879 Saiyicl Tuiki^ at the invitation of the Shaikhs^ sent an 
expedition to Dhotai fiom which the notorious Mopla usurper^ Saiyid 
Fadthl; had lately been expelled by the inhabitants The district was 
occupied by Saiyiii TurkiT troops^ and^ although IvvO unsuccessful attempts 
were made by the inhabitants m i88i and i8b8 to om throw the Sultanas 
lulcj it btiil forms part oi ins dominions 

Alter 1879 the peace ot Oman lemamcd unbroken till 1883, in that 
yeai the disaffection which Saiyid Abdul Azi/, from liis rctieat at Samad, 
had been sedulously fomenting among the Shaikiyeh tnbeS; came to ahead, 
and tin y mai died upon Maskai with the Sultads brothei as leader* After 
some sharp lighting they weie lepulsed oy the Sultan's tioops with the 
assistance of the Ghailus, and an expedition scut shortly aikr wards under 
Saiyid Faisal bin lurki, the Sultan's second son, to punish the lebels was 
completely successful 

In 1886 Saiyid Tuiki was cieatcu an Honoiaiy Knight Grand Coiii«« 
maiuki of the Stai ot India^ and at the same time the Butish Government 
declared publicly their determination to afioid him active support m case 
of attacks on Muskai, which had the salutary effect of mamtammg peace 
during the lemamdei of his hie. 

Saiyid Tuiki died on the 4th of June 1888 aftei a lingering illness, 
having thxcc sons, Muhammad, Faisal, and Fahad. The second, Saiyid 
Faisal, who had alxcady taken a share in the administration of the State 
during his father's lifetime, and shown an aptitude to govern the councry, 
assumed pow'er and pioclaim^d himc»elt the lulei oi Oman, immediately on 
his lather's death* In September 1888 Saiyid Faisal undertook active 
operations against Saiyid Ibiahim bin Kais with a view to leduce Rostak, but 
the attempt ended m total failure. Saiyid Abdul Aiu made several attempts 
to overthiow Saiyid Faisal, but the latter successfuFy maintained ins posi- 
tion and established liimscit m power. In 1890, Saiyid Faisal was recognised 
as Sultan by the Butish Govcinment, and in the same year Saiyid Abdul 
Aziz withdrew to Bombay, where he still (1906) resides. In tSgi the Sultan 
of Zanzibar offered him an allowance of Rs* 600 a month, on the 
cxpicss conditions that he did not attempt to go to Zanzibai, or to apply 
to the Sultan for more money. He was advised by the Government of India 
to accept this offer, and was warned against distuibuig the peace of 
ciihci Zanzibar or Oman* 

Bandai Abbas was icrmerly^hcld by the^iukrs of Maskaton leaselfrom 
Persia, but the lease was resumed in 1 868 and has not since been renewed, 
In 1 89 1 the proceedings of the Persian authormes ui exacting at Bandar 
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Abbas customs does m excess of tlio'^c picsciibeJ by treaty sii|iiilciiioiis 
formed the subject of coirespoudencc with the Guvcinment oi India 

Besides then possessions on too Aiabian coasi^ the lubns of Ma&l.al 
Iia\e held uniiiteuiipted possession of the port ol fiv’^.adai since the clo^e of 
the eighteenth centuiy when^ accoiding fo natue iiaililion, it vvas tonfciied 
by Nasir Khan^ Khan of Kalat, on Saiyid Sail an who had fled hofii Maskat 
after an unsuccessful attempt to subvcil the auihonly of Iiis biotin i, Sai\i(l 
Said, When Azan bin Kais succicdod to power in Maskat in lie boiil 
Saiyid Saif as Ins Governor to GnouGi, but his lanatical opinions disgusted 
tlitMii habitants and he had to gi\e way to Nasii bin Thaw an who Lad 
appeared off llie poit r^ltei Sai}id Tiukds siuc^'s at Maskat in iiSyi^his 
brother, Saiyid Abdul An/, established iiipisc II at Gwarlai, and sulisequi nily 
seized the port of C harbar, wduf h had also b'‘cn ioi many years in the piis- 
session of the rulers of Maskat, but had icceiitly bccu omupied by Dm 
Mahammad, Chief of Dasliari The Persians, how cv(*r, who had long as- 
serted a claim of sovereignty ovei Chaibai, attmked and tool it in lA bmary 
1872 and expelled Abdul A/i/, while Saiyid Tinki availed himsell ot this 
opportunity to make himself uiastei of Gwadai, and lias evti. shko iciaiucd 
possession of it. No intcifeunce was exeicised by the Huiisli (Jovernmeni 
m the pioceedings of the Persian auihouties, but m the attack on (barbar 
property belonging to British subjects was plundcrcii, foi winch compensa- 
tion was afterwards paid by Persia. 

On the 4th November 1867 an Ordci m Council * was issued making 
suitable piovision for the exercise of Con^ulai ]misdiciion m iMaskaU ^ 

In May 1871 Saiyid Turk issued a pioelamaiion prohibiting ilie import 
of slaves to Maskat by sea, ami in Apiil 1873 Sir Bailie Fiere, who had been 
deputed as Her Majesty's Special Envoy to tiled auangeincnts for the moi e 
effectual suppression of the slavertrade, concluded a formal Ucaty (No, 
LXII!) with him, by which he engaged for himself, his heirs and successors 
to piohibit absolutely the import or export of slaves within his temtories, 
to abolish all public slave markets, and to confei fieedom on all slaves 
entering his tcrnlones. It was moreovei considciod ch^siiable that sub- 
jects of Native States in India residing m Maskat should, like British sub- 
jects under the ticaty ol 1839 (No LIV) and the Order m Council of 
1867 (see Appendix No, L), be amenable to the jurisdiction of the 
rohtical Agent and Consul An agreement (No LXI?) to this effect was 
accordingly signed by Saiyid Turld

arbitration award (see infra)^ The modifications pioposed were^ liowevei;

In March iSgi; the Sultan issued a proclamation piohibiting ilic im- 
port into Gwadar and its dependencies of arms and ammunition 

About the same lime the Sultin signed a Declaration (No. LXVII) bind- 
ing himself and his succe'-sois not to cede any portion ol his dominions to 
any power othei than the British Go^elIlnlen^ 

In June 1894 occurred the death by suicide of the Sultan’s bioihei;, 
Saiyid Fahad* 

In 1895^ ceitam Shailhs of the Ilmawi tiibcs rose in lebcllion against 
the Sultan of Maskat^ and scutd by tieaclcry the palmc and the gieater 
portion of the lovn Ihc Sultan and his family took reluge in Foil 
Jellali; and his brother 111 Foil Meiani 

The leaders publicly piodaimcd that tin sole object ol the insnricc- 
tion was to dethione Saiyid Faisal — W'hO; by his v\cak rulcj had shown 
himself unfitted to govern Oman'-- and to replace him by a Sultan who 
would make his power felt throughout the countiy. 

A British warship (H, M S. Sphinx) was at once despatched to 
Maskat m Older to an ange ioi the icmoval of Bnlisb subjects^ and the 
Political Resident followed immediately m the R* 1 , M. S Lan^renie* A 
few days later H M S. B? amble also reached Maskat fiom Bombay^ 

Fighting of a halWieailed character between the Sultai/s troops and 
the rebels continued for three weeks On the olli March 1895 the* Sultan 
came to terms with the lebcl lead er^ who left the lowhwdth Ins followurs 
the samee venmg. It subsequently transpired that the rebels had received 
some thousands of lupecs as the price ol their wiihdiawal* 

The damage done to British Indian piopeiiy was assessed at 1 177^000^ 
which the Sultan^wasl called upon to recover by the imposition of a punitive 
tax on the produce of the tribes concerned. This mdemmiy was not finally 
liquidated until 1900. 

Owing to this lebellion the Sultan w'as compelled to postpone till 1895 
the issue of Maskat copper com, which he bad commenced to mint in 1894 
to remedy the scarcity of copper coin caused by the heavy shipments of 
Indian copper coin from Maskat to India for speculation purposes. 
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In December 1895 Ih'^ Sultan was compelled to despatch an expedition 
against Dhofar^ ahere Sulaiman bin Suwailim, a member of the A 1 Kathir 
tribe, owing to the unjust impiisoiiment of one of the tribe by the Sultanas 
Vail, attacked the Naib Vali, killed him and several other persons ard 
obtained possession of the town and p'ovincr Finding himself unable to 
regain possession, the Sultan asked the llntish Government to help him to 
recover his position The Political Resident with the Latsirencc and Bossack, 
pioeecded to Dhofar whither 400 lioops under Sai3'id Muhammad bin 
Tuiki were also despatched The rebels came to terms and handed over 
possession w'lthout bloodshed 

In 1898 the Sultan agteed to eo-opeiate with the BiiLish and Persian 
Governments in the suppression of the illegal impoitation of arms into 
Pcihia and British India, and issued a Proclamation (No LXVIII) on the 
13th January authoiising British and Persian mer-of-war to search in 
Maskat waters V( ssels flying the Biitish, Persian or Maskat flags, and to 
confiscate arms piovcd to be destined for British Indian and Persian polls. 
As a n‘sult of this anangement, tlic Anglo-Peisian Steam Navigation Com- 
pany's S. S. Baluchistan was seaiched at the desire and on bchalt oi the 
Sultan in Maskat waters, and 220 cases ol arms and ammunition intended 
for Bushire were seized, A protracted law suit instituted by the shippers 
was ( ventually decided on appeal by the House of Lords in favoui of the 
Sultan and of the British Government 

In 1897, the Sultan gianted a lease to the French Government of the 
harbour of Bandai Jisseh, about seven miles south of Maskat, as a coaling 
station On the receipt of a piotest from the Biitish Government against 
this action as constituting a breath of the Sultan's treaty engagements, His 
Highness decided to cancel the lease The matter -was satislactonly settled 
by the giant to the French Goveinmcnt of a moiety of the area of the 
British coal dcp6t m the Makulkh cove of Maskat harbour. 

In 1899 the Sultan abolished the piactice of farming the customs, 
which had hitherto prevailed, and substituted therefor a system of direet 
management. 

In 1899 the attention of the Sultan was drawn to the extent to which 
the practice of granting French flags, and (herewith a claim to French pro- 
tection, to Omani subjects had increased The use of French flags by the 
people of Sur had gr|dually become so prevalent as to constitute a serious 
encroachment on the integrity, and independence of Oman Accordingly, in 
February 1899, the Sultan Witte to the Frei ch flag holders in Sur enjoining 
them to give up their flags. His Highness at the same time informed the 
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Fienct Vice-Consul at Maskat that he did not recognize the light of the 
French to exeicise jurisdiction o\ei Omani subjects in Oman* During a 
visit winch the Sultan paid to Sur in the following yeai the Sun French 
flag holdcis spontaneously pieseiitcd Ilis lligln^ss with a wiitten agree- 
ment ^ in which they renounced; with eflect from the i Hli lime 190O; the 
benefits of French pioteclion and undertook to return the Ficnch flags and 
ceitihcates m then possession to the aulhoiities fioin whom they had 
leceivcd them The day the Sultan tormally i accepiocl this under- 
taking and issued a pLOclamalion j; refusing to recognise in Ins leriitory 
foi eign flags and papcis given to his subjects without pci mission This 
pioclaniatioii was to have effect horn after the dale oi its conimunu ation to 
the French Consul; and did not Iheiclou dibai iliosi alu^ady in possession 
oi the Flench flag from continuing to make use oi it The (jiit shoo leachcd 
an acute stage in 1903; when a hicnch flag holdei belonging to Sui; who 
had aimed at Maskat and who was subject to quarantine; bioke quaiantiiie 
himself and; aitei abducting two followcis horn the cjuaiantine station; 
absconded* 

The matter was then taken up in London by the Ficnch Ambassadoi; 
and; as a lesiill of negotiations between the Ihitish and iMench (mviriH 
mentS; was reteired to the Hague Tubunal; whose decision published on 
the 8th August 1905 was as follows — 

I. That befoic the § 2nd Januaiy 1892; France was entitled to authorise 
vessels belonging to subjects of His Iliglunss the Sultan of Maskat to fly 
the French flag; only bound by hci own legislation and admmisiiativo 
rules ; 

2» Thai owners of dhowS; who befoic 1892; had been authoused by 
France to fly the inench flag, rtitamea this authonsation as long as Fiance 
renewed it to the giantee ; and 

3« That after the 2nd January 1892, France w'-as not entitled to 
authorise vessels belonging to subjects of His Highness the Sultan of 
Maskat to fly the Ficnch flag, except on condition that ihen owiieis, 01 
fitters-out; had established, 01 sliould establish, that they had been con- 
sidered and treated by France as her proidges beiore the yeai 1803 , |

The pn^sent inhng famliy of Maskat are, as has been already noted, 
di'seended from Almiad bin Said, the Governor of Sohar, a town on the 
Latmah coast about 100 miles iiorlb-vwst of Maskat, who in 1741, expelled 
the I^crsians and bi carac the fust luh r of Muskat Saiyid Kais of Sohar 
who had aUempied to supplant his m pliew, Saiyid Saul, in the goveiiimcnt 
of Maskat, was killed in 180S, and his iamily wetc deprived of their patri- 
mony in 1830, howe/ei, his giandson, Saiyid Hamad bin Azan, the 
ecmsiii of SaiynJ Saul, taking advantage of the absence of the latter at Zan- 
/ibai, icTiiuHl p )-,-vf‘>>ion of S )hir and compelled Saiyid Said to restore 
to him also oth w disiru ts on payment of tnlnite His popuhriiy m Oman 
was great, and; but foi the mtcivention of the Butish Government, he 
would have succi^eded in dismembering the Maskat possessions. In 1839 
a reronc illation was ef?ected bi tween Saiyid Saul and Saiyid Hamud 
tlumigh the mediation of the Resident in the Persian Gulf, and an engage- 
numl (No. LXX) was mediated between them by which they engaged to 
alisiain from aggressions on each other, and to admit fiee intercourse and 
trade Indwcen then lespective possessions. Saiyid Said also bound himself 
to support the Chief of Sohar wdten ?d tacked by enemies 

By this agreement the Chief of Sohar became independent As the 
general engagements for the suppression of the slave-trade in the Persian 
Gulf w^eie concluded while the relations of Sohar Maskat were still undefined* 
formal agreement had not been concluded with Saiyid Hamud.

Treaty"^ (No LXXI), si milai to those concliiclcd with the othei maiifime 
States for the suppression of the slive-traJc, was coiidudcd on the 22nd 
May i 8-|93 with his son, Sauid Said, who was then in possession of the 
government Saiyid Saif, who had usuiped his faiheds aiithoiity, was 
soon afteiwards put to death by him 

The treaty concluded m 1839 between Madcat and Sohu contained no 
article by which the Builsh Go^ einmcnt iniderlook to giiaiaiitec its con- 
ditions, but the 'very formal manner in which it was negotiated was con- 
sidered to make li moie than usually binding on both pailies. Notwith- 
standing this, Saiyid Thawamg who gov* rned Maskai, (luring his faiheds 
absence at Zanzibai, ticacheiously seized Sayid Ilaniud at a friendly con- 
ference and laid siege to Sohar b) land and sea Failing in his atUnnpls 
to take the foit, he returned to Maskat, canning his piisonci with him 
Saiyid Hamud died from the iigour of his confinement on the 23UI April 
1850 Saiyid Kais, his brother, took up aims to avenge his death, and with 
the help of IheKawasim took Shinas and several othci iorts Satyid Said 
however returning fiom Zanzibai, gamed ovei the Kawasim loins side, 
and defcatfd Saiyid Kais, fiom whom he took Sohai, leaving to him 
Rostak and Hibi and assigning him a monthly stip^ nd of 200 ciowns. 

On the death of Saiyid Said, his son Saiyid Tmki, who had been placed 
in the government of Sohar, made sevcial iinsucccsstul attempts to make 
himself independent of his cider bioihei, Saiyid Thawaun, and to cieate 
a rebellion in Oman Accoidinglv in 1862 Saiyid Thawmioi seized him and 
placed him in confinement, lie was subsequently icleasf d at the intcrven-* 
tion of the British Governanml, and a monthly allowance was made to 
him by Saiyid Thawaim conditionally on lus lemammg loyal hi 1865, in 
consequence of Saiyid Tliawamds expressed distrust of his brother, he 
was informed that Saiyid Turki would be permitted to reside 111 India 
during good behaviour on any allowance he might sanction, and that un. 
less Saiyid Turki accepted this offer the Pritish Goveinmeiil would not 
interfere between him and Ins suzciain. 

fVhen Saiyid Thawaim wxis muuhrcd in the follownng year Saiyid Tiir- 
kPs life was in danger at Sohai, and he was taken up by the British Resi- 
dent The subsequent history of Sohar has been given m the narrative of 
Maskat affairs. Being now a part of Maskat dominions, it is governed by a 
Vali nominated by the Sultan,

of each imvernment may be lairiy and justly stated, and that no opportunity 
may be offered to designing men, who are ever eager to promote dissen- 
sions, and that the friendship of the two States may remain unshook till the 
end of time, and till the sun and moon have finished their revolving career*

Trivaiy of Commerce between Her MaIesty the Queen 
of the United KingdOxM of Great Briiain and Ireland 
and His Highness Sultan Slid Saeed bin Sultan, 
Imam of Muscat— 1839. 

Pieamblc — Hci Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great 
Biitain and hcland, xnd His Highness the Sultan of Muscat and its depend* 
(mcics, being desirous to confirm and strengthen the good understanding 
winch now subsists between them, and to promote by means of a conven- 
tion the commercial intercourse between then respective subjects , and 
His Highness the Sultan of Muscat being, moreovei, desirous to record in 
a moHdormal mannei the engagements cntcied into by His Highness on 
the loth of S( ptembei 1822, for the peipeiual abolition of the slave trade 
between the dominions of His Highness and all Christian nations, they 
have accoiclingly appointed as the Pknipotcnlianes, that is to say, Robert 
Cogan, Esq , a Captain in the Naval Seivue of the East India Company, 
on behalf of Her Maj<‘sty the Queen ol the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, &c\, &c., and Hasm bin Ebrehim, and Ah bm Naser on 
behalf of Ilis Highness the Sultan of Muscat, &:a, &c., who having commu- 
nicated their full powers found^to be m due and proper form, have agreed 
upon and concluded the following articles ~ 

Artcle h 

The subjects of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat shall be at liberty 
to enter, reside in, trade with and pass with their merchandize through all 
parts of Her Britannic Majesty^s dominions in Europe and in Asia, and shall 
enjoy in those dominions all the privileges and advantages, with pspect to 
commerce ar otherwise, which arc or may be accorded therein to the 
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subjects or citizens oi the most favoured nations ; and the subjects of Her 
Britannic Majesty shall, in like mannei, ha\e full liberty to enter, reside in, 
tiade With and pass \wtli then merchandize through all parts of the domi- 
nions of FIis Highness the Sultan of Muscat^ and shall m those dominions 
enjoy all the priTilegcS and advantages, with respect to ioromeice or 
otherwise, winch are or may be accorded therein to the subjects or citizens 
of the most favored nation. 


Article 2. 

British subjects shall be at liberty to purchase, sell, or hire land oi 
houses in the dominions of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat. 

The houses, w^are-houscs, or other premises of British subjects, or of 
persons actually m the service of Biitish subjects in the domnnons of His 
Highness the Sultan of Muscat, shall not be forcibly entcied, noi on an) 
pietext searched without the consent of the occupier, unless with the cogni- 
zance of the Consul or Biitish Resident Agent But such Consul 01 Resi- 
dent Agent, on just cause being adduced by the authorities of IIis Highness 
the Sultan of Muscat, shall send a competent person, who, m concert with 
the Officers of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat, shall conduct the seaich, 
and shall prevent the use of unnecessaiy violence 01 of impiopei lesisiancc 

Article 3 

The two high contiacting parties acknowledge reciprocally to each 
other the flight of appointing Consuls to reside m each otheHs dominions 
wherever the interests of commerce may require the presence of such 
officers, and such Consuls shall at all times be placed in the country in 
which they reside on the footing of the Consuls ot the most favored nations 
Each of the high contracting paities further agiees to permit his own sub- 
jects to be appointed to conbulai offices by the other contracting party, 
provided always that the persons so appointed shall not begin to act 
Without the previous appiobation of the sovereign whose subjects they may 
be. 

The public functionaries of either government residing in the domi- 
nions of the other shall enjoy the same privileges, immunities and exemp- 
tions which are enjoyed wntbm the same dominions by similar public 
iunctionanes of other countries. 

Article 4. 

Subjects of the dominions of His Highness the Sultan of Muscatj 
actually m the service of British subjects in those dominions, shall enjoy the 
same protection which is granted to British subjects themselves, but if such 
subjects of the dominions oUdis Highness the Sultan of Muscat shall be 
convicted of any crime 01 infraction of the law requiring punishment, they 
shall be discharged by the British subject m whose service they may bcj 
an ^ shad be delivered over to the authorities of His Highness the Sultan 
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Article 5. 

The ciulhonlies of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat shall not intek* 
fere in disputes between British subjects 01 beU^een British subjects and 
the subjects or citizens oi other Cliiistian nations When differences arise 
between a subject of the clommions of FIis Plighnoss the Saltan of Muscat 
and a British subject^ if the ioimcr IS the com plain ant, the cause shall be 
heard by the British Consul 01 Resident Agcnt^ who shall administer justice 
tlieieupon But if the Bulisli subject is the comphiuumt against any of 
the subjects of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat or the subjects of any 
otliei Mahomedan powei, then the cause shall be decided by the highest 
autlioniy oi His Highness the Sultan of Muscat^ 01 by peisons nonunated 
by Iiim^ but in such case the cause shall not be proceeded m except m the 
presence of the British Consul ot Resident Agent;, or of some person

Ari icle 6 

The pioperiy of a Biitish subject who may die m the dominions of His 
Highn(*ss tlie Sultan of Muscat, 01 ot a subject of His Highness the Sultan 
of Muscat who mdy die in the Rutish dominions, shall be deliveied over to 
then heirs, or executois, or administratois of the deceased, or to the 
nspective Consul or Resident Agent of the contiacling parties, m default 
oi such heirs, 01 executois, or administratois. 

Article 7 

If a Bniish subject shall become bankru[)i m the dominions of His 
Highness the Sultan oi Muscat, the British Consul 01 Resident Agent shall 
take possession ot all the property of sucli bankiupt, and shall give it up to 
his creditors to be divided among them This having been done, the 
bankiupt shall be cntiiled to full discharge of li»s creditors, and he shall not 
at any time afterwards be requiicd to make up his deficiency, nor shall any 
property he may afierwaids acquire be consideied liable for that purpose. 
But the British Consul 01 Resident Agent shall use his endeavours to obtain, 
for the benefit of the creditors, any property of the bankrupt in another 
country, and to ascertain that everything possessed by the bankiupt at the 
lime when he became insolvent has been given up without reserve. 

Article 8 . 

If a subject of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat should resist or evade 
payment of bis just debts to a British subject, the authorities of His High- 
ness shall afford to the British subject every aid and facility in recovering 
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tlie amount due, and in like manner the British Consul or Resident Agent 
shall afford every aid and facility to subjects of His Highness the Sultan of 
Muscat in recoveimg debts justly due to them from a British subject 

Article 9 

No duty exceeding 5 per cent shall be levied at the place of entry in 
the dominions of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat on any goods^ the 
growth; produce, or manufacture of the dominions of Her Britannic Majesty 
imported by British vessels, and this duty shall be deemed to be a lull 
payment of all import and expoit and tonnage duties of license to trade, of 
pilotage and anchoiage, and of any other chat ge by government whatever 
upon the vessels or upon the goods so imported or exported. Nor shall 
any charge be made on that part of the cargo wdiich may remain on board 
unsold , and no additional or higher duty shall be levied upon these goods 
when afterwards transported from one place to another m the dominions of 
His Highness , but the above-mentioned duty having once been paid, the 
goods may be sold by wdiolesalc or retail without any fuitlicr duty No 
charge whatever shall be made on British vessels "which may enter the ports 
of His Highness for the purpose of refitlmg or foi refreshments, 01 to enquire 
about the state of the market. 


Article 10 

No articles whatever shall be prohibited from being imported into or 
exported from the terntoues of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat, but the 
trade between the dominions of Her Britannic Majesty and those of His 
Highness the Sultan of Muscat shall be perfectly free, subject to the above- 
mentioned duty upon goods imported, and to no other , and His Highness 
the Sultan of Muscat hereby engages not to permit the establishment of 
any monopoly or exclusive piivilege of sale within his dominions except in 
the articles of ivory and gum copal on that part of the East Coast of Africa 
from the port of Tangate situated in about five and a half degrees of south 
latitude to the port of Quila lying in about seven degrees south of the 
Equator, both ports inclusive ; but m all other ports and places m His 
, Highness's dominions there shall be no monopoly whatever, but the sub- 
jects of Her Britannic Majesty shall be at liberty to buy and sell with 
perfect freedom from whomsoever and to whomsoever they chose, subject to 
no other duty by government than that before mentioned 

Article ii. 

If any disputes should arise in the dominions of His Highness the 
Sultan of Muscat as to the value of goods which shall be imported by 
British Merchants, and on which the duty of 5 per cent is to be levied, the 
Custom Master, or other authorisjed OjfBcer acting on the part of government 
of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat, shall be entitled to demand one-twen* 
tieth pari of the goods-in lieu of the payment of 5 per cent., and tl|e Merchant 
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shall be bound to surrender the twentieth part so demanded whenever, 
from the nature of the articles, it may be practicable to do so , but the 
Merchant having done so, shall be suoject to no fuither demand on account 
of customs on the other nineteen-twentieths of those goods m any pait of the 
dominions ol IIis Highness the Sultan of Muscat to which he may transport 
them But if the Custom Master should object to levy the duty m the 
manner atoiesaid by taking one-twentu th pait of Ihe goods, 01 if the 
goods should not admit of being so divided, then the point in dispute shall 
be referred to two competent persons, one chosen by the Custom Master 
and the other by the impoitri, and a valuation of the goods shall be made, 
and if the retenes shall differ m opinion, they shall appoint an arbitrator, 
whose decision shall be final, and the duly shall be levied according to the 
value thus established 


Articlf 12 

It shall not be lawful for any British Merchant to expose his goods for 
sale for the space ot three days alter the aiiival of smh goods, unless 
belorc the expiration of such thiec days, the imp. )itei and Custom Maslci 
shall have agreed as to the value of such goods If the Custom Master shall 
not vvitimi three days have accepted one of ihe two modes proposed for 
ascertaining the value of the goods, the authorities of His Highness the 
Sultan of Muscat, on applmation being made to them to that effect, shall 
comiiel the Custom Master to choose one of the two modes by wdiich the 
amount of the customs to be levied is to be determined 

Article 13 

If it shall happen that either the Queen of England or Hm Highness 
the Sultan of Muscat should be at war with another country, the subjects 
of Her llritannic Majesty and the subjects of His Highness the Sultan of 
Muscat shall neverthdess be_ allowed to pass such country through the 
dominions ol either power with meicbandize of every description except 
warlike stores, but they shall not be allowed to enter any port or place 
actually blockaded or besieged. 


Article 14. 

Should a vessel under the British flag enter a port in the dominions of 
His Highness the Sultan of Muscat m distress, the local authorities at such 
port sliall afford all necessary aid to enable the vessel to refit and to prose- 
cute her voyage ; and if any such vessel should be wrecked on the coast 
of the dominions of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat, the authorities of 
His Highness shall give all the assistance m their powei to lecover and to 
deliver over to the owners all the property that can be saved from such 
vessel. The same assistance and pi election shall be afforded to vessels of 
the dominions of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat, and property s^ved 
therefrom under similar circumstances m the ports and on the coast of the 
British dpmimons. 
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Article 15 

His Highness the Sultan ot Muscat hereby lenews and confirms the 
engagements entered into by His Highness with Gieat Biitain on the lotb 
of September 1822 ior the entire suppression of sLue tiade between his 
dominions and all Chiistain countiies , and His Highness lurther engages 
that the ships and vessels of wai belonging to the East India Company 
shall be allowed to give lull foice and effect to the stipulations of the said 
Treaty;, agreeably uiih the conditions pi escribed therein^ and in the same 
manner as the ships and vessels of Hei Bntannic Majesty 

Article 16. 

It is further acknowledged and declared b} the liigli coiiti acting parties

The present Convention shall be ratified^ and the latifications thereof 
shall be exchanged at Muscat 01 Zan/ibai as soon as possible, and m any 
case, within the space of fifteen months fiom the date thereof.

. Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland being earnestly desirous that the export of slaves from the African 
dominions of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat should cease^ and His 
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Higboess the Sultan of Muscat, m defeience to the wishes of Her Majesty 
and of the British nation, and m fuitherance of the dictates of humanity 
which have lieretofoie induced him to entei into engagement with Gieat 
Britain to restrict the export of sla'^-es from his dominions, being V/illmg to 
put an end to that trade, and Hei Majesty the Queen of the United King- 
dom of Gieat Britain and Iieland and His Highness the Sultan ot Muscat 
having resolved to lecoid with due form and solemnity this further restric- 
tion of the export of slaves, and Her Majesty having given due authority to 
Captain Hamerton, Her Representative at the Couit of the Sultan of Muscat, 
to conclude an agieement with His Highness, accordingly His Highness 
Saeed Syud bin Saltan, for himself, his heirs and successors, and Captain 
Hamerton, on behalf of the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, her hens and successors, have agreed upon and concluded the 
following Ai tides — 


Article i 

His Highness the Sultan of Muscat here engages to prohibit, under the 
severest penalties, the export of slaves from his African dominions, and to 
issue orders to his Officeis to prevent and suppress such trade. 

Article 2. 

His Highness the Sultan of Muscat further engages to prohibit, under 
the severest penalties, the importation of slaves from any part of Afaca into 
his possessions in Asia, and to use his utmost influence with all the Chiefs 
of Arabia, the Red Sea, and thePeisian Gulf, m like manner, to prevent 
the introduction of slaves from Africa into their respective territories 

Article 3 

His Highness the Sultan of Muscat grants to the ships of Her Majesty’s 
Navy as well as to those of the East India Company, permission to sei/c 
and confiscate any vessels, the property of His Highness or of his subjects, 
carrying on slave trade, excepting only such as are engaged in the trans- 
port of slaves fiom one port to another of his own dominions m Africa 
between the port of Lamoo to the north and its dependencies, the noithern 
bmit of which is the north point of Kuyhoor Island m Sf (one degree 
and fifty-seven minutes) South Latitude, and the port of Kulwa to the south 
and its dependencies, the southern limit of which is the Songa Manora or 
Pagoda Point m 9^ 2 * (nine degrees and two minutes) South Latitude, in- 
cluding the Islands of Zanzibar, Pemba, and Monfea* 

Article 4.

Bngadier Coghlan has submitted a full and dear repoii of all the 
questions at issue between Your Highness and your brother* 

1 have given my most cartful attention to each of these questions. 

The terms of iny dc( ision aie as follows — 

/i,/-"-lhai Ills Highness Syud Majid be declared luler of Zanzibar and 
the African dominions of Ihs late llighmss Hyud Haeed 

snd -Thai the rulei of Zanzibar pay annually to iberulei of Muscat a 
subsufy of 40,000 crowns. 

jri— That His Highness Syud Majid pay to Ills Highness Syud 
Thowaynee the arrears of subsidy for two years^ or 80;,ooo crowns* 

I am satisfied that these t^rms are just and honourable to both of you • 
and as you have deliberately and solemnly accepted my aibitiatia% I shall 
expect that you will cheerfully and faithfully abide by Ihem^ and that they 
will be carried out without unnecessary delay 

The annual payment of 40,000 crowns is not to be understood as a recog- 
nition of the dependence of Zanzibar upon Muscat, neither is it to be consi- 
dered as merely personal between Your Highness and your brother Syud 
Majid. It is to extend to your respeciivc successors, and is to be held to 
be a final and permanent arrangement^ compensating the ruler of Muscat 
for the abandonment of all claims upon Zanzibar, and adjusting the 
inequality between the two inheritances derived from your father, His late 
Highness Syud Saecd, the venerated friend of the British Governmenti 
which two inhcntances are to be henceforward distinct and separate*

Knight Commander of the Most Honourable Order of the Bath, and 
Knight Grand Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star ot India, he 
having communicated to the Sultan of Muscat his full powers found in good 
and due form, and the aforesaid Sultan of Muscat, Syud Toorkee bin Saeed, 
acting on his own behalf, they have agreed upon and concluded the follow-

Article i. 

The import of slaves fiom the coasts or islands of Africa or elsewhere

The Sultan engages to protect, to the utmost of his power, all liberated 
slaves, and to punish severely any attempt to molest them or reduce them 
ag.un to slavery.

Her Britannic Majesty engages that natives of Indian States under 
Bntish protection shall, fiom and after a date to be hereafter fixed, be pro- 
hibited from possessing slaves, and m the meanwhile from acquiring any 
flesh slaves. 

Article 5. 

The present Treaty shall be ratifii d by Her Majesty, and the ratification 
shall be forwarded to Muscat as soon as possible *

For example, if a vessel that puts into Muscat for re- 
pairs, lands her cargo in order to ui d<igo such ropaiis, and le-shipsher 
cargo or puts it into another vessel, I foiego all claim to dutv lor fk s,ike of 
the unity between us and the ilutish Goveiiimcnt, and will raise noqius- 
tion concerning such goods, even though such were liable to duty in the time 
of our ancestors.

upon and concluded the following Aiticles — 

Article i. 

The Tieaty concluded between the Biitish Government and Sultan 
Scyyid-bm-Sultan ol Muskat and Oman on the 31st May, 1839 (17 Rabia 
isl, 1255), ‘‘5 hereby cancelled and declared void, and the present Treaty, 
when ratified, shall be substituted for it. 

Article 2. 

Subjects of Her Britannic Majesty shall, for the purposes of this Treaty, 
include subjects of Native StaUs m India in alliance with Her Majesty. 
Such subject shall enjoy, immediately and unconditionally, throughout the 
dominions of His Highness the Sultan ot Muskat, with respect to commerce, 
shipping and the exercise of trade, as in eveiy other re-.pect, all the rights, 
privileges, immunities, advantages, and protection of whatsoever nature, 
which are or hereaffer may be, enjoyed by, or accorded to, the subjects or 
ciluens of the most favoured nation 

They shall more espec lally not be liable to other or more onerous duties, 
imposts, lesluctions, or obligation of whatever description, than those to 
which subjects or citizens ot the most favoured nation now are, or heieafter 
may be, subjected. 

Article 3 

The two High Contracting Paities acknowledge reciprocally to each 
other the right of appointing Consuls to reside in each other’s dominions 
wherever the inteiests of commerce may require the presence of such 
officers ; and such Consuls shall at all times be placed, m the country in 
which they reside, on the footing of the Consuls of the most favoured 
nations Each of the High Contiacting Paities further agrees to permit his 
own subjects to be appointed to Consular Offices by the other Contracting 
l^arty, provided always that the peison so appointed shall not begin to 
act without the previous approbation of the Sovereign whose subjects they 
may be The public functionaries of either Government icsidin^ in the 
dominions of the other, shall enjoy the same privileges, immunities, and 
exemptions which are enjoyed within the same dominions by similar 
public functionaries of other countries. 

Article 4. 

There shall be perfect freedom of commerce and navigation between the 
High Contracting Parties ; each shall allow the subjects of the other to 
cuter all ports, creeks, and rivers with Ihcir vessels and cargoes, also to 
travel, reside, pursue commeice and trade, whether wholesale or retail, in 
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each other^s dominions, and therein to hiie, purchase, and possess houses^ 
warehouses, shops, stores, and lands. British subjects shall everywhere be 
freely permitted, whether personally or by agent, to bargain for, buy, bar- 
ter, and sell all kinds of goods, articles of import, or native pioductioo, 
whether intended for sale within the dominions of His Highness oi for 
export, and to arrange with the ownei or his agent regarding the price of 
all such goods and produce without interference of any sort on the pait 
of the authority of His Highness 

His Highness the Sultan of Muskat binds himself not to allow or recog- 
nise the establishment of any kind of monopoly or exclusive piivilcge of 
trade within his dominions to any Government, Association, or indmduaL 

Article 5 

Subjects of Her Britannic Majesty shall be permitted, throughout the 
dominions of His Highness the Sultan, to acquire by Gift, purchase, intestate 
succession, or under will, or any other legal manner, land, houses, and 
property of every description, whether moveable or immoveable, to possess 
the same ; and freely to dispose thereof by sale, barter, donation, or other- 
wise. 

Article 6 

His Highness the Sultan shall be permitted to levy a duty of tnlry not 
exceeding 5 per cent* on the value of all goods and meichaiidise, of 
whatever description, Imported by sea from foieign countries into His High- 
nesses dominions. This duty shall be paid at that port m Ills Highnesses 
dominions where the goods are first landed, and, on payment thereof, such 
goods shall thereafter be exempt, within the Sultanas dominions, from 
all other custom duties or taxes, levied by, or on behalf of, the Government 
of His Highness the Sultan, by whatever names these may be designated, 
and no higher import duty shall be claimed from Butish subjects Ilian that 
which IS paid by subjects 01 citizens of the most favoured lulion. 

This duty, once paid, shall cover, from all other chaiges on the part 
of His Highness the Sultan, goods of whatever description coming from 
Foreign countries by sea, whether these are intended for local consumption 
or for transmission elsewhere m bulk or otherwise, and whether they 
remain in the state in which they are imported or have been manufacturea* 

There shall, however, be exempted from payment of all duly the follow- 
ing, namely 

(1) All goods and merchandise which, being destined for a foreign 
poit, are transhipped from one vessel to another in any of the 
ports of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat, or which have 
been for this purpose provisionally landed and deposited in 
any of the Sultanas Custom houses to await Lhe arrival of a 
vessel in ^ which to be re-shipped abroad But goods and 
merchandise so landed shall be exempted only, provided that 
the consignee or his Agent shall have, on the arrival of the 
ship, handed over the said goods to be kept under Customs 

seal, and declared them as landed for transhipment, designa- 
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ting at the same time tlie foreign poit of destinatioHj and also 
prouded that the said goods are actually shipped for the said 
foidgn port as originally dedaied, within a period not exceed- 
ing SIX months alter thtn first landings and without havings m 
the interval^ changed owners, 

(3) All goods and merchandise which, not being consigned to a 
port witlim the dominions of iht vSiiltan, have been madver- 
tditly linded, piovided that such goods arc re-shipped within 
a month of being so landed and transported abioad Should, 
however, such goods or merchandise, hene spoken of, be 
opened or lemoved from the custody of the Customs 
authoi ilies, the full duty shall then be payable on the same 

(3) Coals, naval provisions, store.-, and fittings, the property of Her 

Majesly^s Goveinment, landed in the dominions of His High- 
ness for the use of the ships of Her Majesty^s Navy 

(4) All goods and merchandise iranshippcd or landed for the lepair 
of damage caused by stiess of weather 01 other disasters 
at sea, provided the cargo so discharged shall be rc-shipped 
and taken away on board of the same vessel, or it the latter 
shall have been condemned, or hei departuie delayed, in any 
other manner* 


Article 7. 

No article whatov Cl shall be piohibited from being imported into or 
exported from the Ictntoues of His Highness the Sultan of Mu&kat, and no 
export duties aie to be levied on goods expoilcd from those tcnitoncs ex- 
cept with the consent of the Goveinment of Her Bntanmc Majesty, such 
consent being subject to the conditions that may be laid down in the noti- 
lications intimating the same 

Article 8. 

It IS agreed and understood by the High Contracting Parties that, in the 
event of an arrangement being entciecl into hereafter between His Highness 
and the powers having I realy relations with Muscat, and to which Great 
Bniaui shall be a consenting party, whereby vessels enteiing the port of 
Muscat shall be diarged witli shipping, tonnage, or luubour dues, such dues 
to be admimsieLCcl under the control of a special Board for the improvement 
of the harbour and constnictionand mainienanteof lighthouses, &c* , nothing 
ill the aforementioned provisions shall be construed so as to exempt British 
vessels from payment of such shipping, harbour, or tonnage dues as may 
hereafter be agieed upon. 

Article q 

It shall be at the option of the British subject in cadi case to pay tbe 
percentage duties stipulated in Article 6, cither in cash, or, if the nature of 
tli€ goods allows of it, in kind, by giving up an equivalent amount of the 
gmm or produce. 
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In the event of payment being made m cash, the value of the merchan- 
dise, goods, or pioduce on which duty is to be levied, shall be fixed according 
to the leady money market price ruling at the time in hen the duty is levied 
In the case of loieign imports, the value shall be fixed accoiding to the 
market price at Muskat, and m that of native goods and produce by the 
market price at the place where the merchant shall choose to pay the duty. 

In the event of any dispute aiising between a British subject and the 
Custom-house authorities regarding the value of such goods, this shall be 
determined by reference to two experts, each party nominating one, and the 
value so ascertained shall be decisive Should, however, these experts not 
be able to agree, they shall choose an umpire, whose decision is to be con- 
sidered final. 

Article io. 

His Highness the Sultan of Muskat engages by the present Treaty to 
provide and give oidcrs to Ins officials that the movement of goods in transit 
shall not be obstructed or delayed in a vexatious manner by unnecessary 
Customs formalities and Regulations, and that every facility will be given 
for their transport. 

Article ii. 

British vessels entering a port in the dominions of His Highness the Sul- 
tan of Muscat, in distress, shall receive from the local authorities all neces- 
sary aid to enable them to re-victual and refit so as to proceed on their 
voyage. 

^ Should a British vessel be wrecked off the coast of His Highness’s domi- 
nions, the authorities of His Highness shall render all assistance m their 
power to the distressed vessel in order to save the ship, her cargo and those 
on board , they shall also give aid and protection to persons saved, and shall 
assist them in reaching the nearest British Consulate , they shall further 
take every possible care that the goods so recovered are safely stored, and 
kepi for the purpose of being handed over to the owner, Captain, Agent of 
the ship, or British Consul, subject always to rights of salvage. 

_ His Highness’s authorities shall further see that the British Consulate 
IS at once informed of such disaster having occurred. 

_ Should a British vessel, wrecked on the coast of His Highness’s domi- 
nion, be plundered, the authorities of His Highness shall, as soon as they 
come to know thereof, render prompt assistance and take measures to pursue 
and panisli the robbers, and recover the stolen property Likewise, should 
a vessel of His Highness the Sultan of Muskat, or of one of his subjects, enter 
a British port in distress, or be wrecked off the coast of Her Majesty’s domi- 
nions, the like help and assistance shall be rendered by the British authorities. 

Article is. 

Should sailors or others belonging to a Biitish ship of war, or merchant 
vessel, desert, and take refuge on shore or on board of any of His Highness's 
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ships^ the authorities of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat siiall^ upon request 
of a Consular ofllciaij or, m his absence, of the Captain of the ship^ take 
the necessaiy steps m order to have them ai rested and delivered over lo 
the C^^onsular official or lo the Captain, 

In tliiS; however^ the Consulai officer and Captain shall render every 
assistance. 


Article 13. 

Subjects of Her Britannic Majrsty shalh as icgards their person and 
piopeiiy, enjoy within the dominions of llis Highness the Sultan oi Muskat 
the rights of cx4crntonahty 

The authorities of His Highness the Sultan have no right to interfere 
m disputes with subjects of Her Biitannic Majesty amongwSt iliemselves, 
OI b(^t ween them and members of other Chrisiun nations, such questions, 
whether of a civil or criminal nature shall be decided by the competent 
Consular aidhorities. The liial and also the pimishinent of all offences 
and crimes ol whuh Bntish subjects maybe accused witlim the domimons 
of His Highness the Sultan, also the hearing and settlement of all civil 
question^, claims, or disputes in wliic'h they are the defendants, is expressly 
reserved to the Bntish Consular authorities and Courts, and removed from 
the jurisdiction of His Highness the Sultan 

Should disputes arise between subjects of His Highness the Sultan or 
oihei non Chiistian Povci, not represented by Consuls at Muscat, and a 
subject oi Hei Biitannic Majesty, in which the British subject is the 
plaintiff Ol complamant, the matter shall be brought before and decided b) 
the high(^si authority ol tlic Saltan, or some person specially delegated by 
him for this pui pose The proceedings and final decision in such a case 
shall not, however, be considered legal unless notice his been given and an 
opporluniy afforded for the British Consul or Ins substitute to attend at 
the hearing and final decision. 


Article 14. 

Subjects of His Highness the Sultan, or any non-Chuslian nation, not 
represented by Consuls ai Muscat, who are in the regular service of British 
subjecK wilhm the domimons of His Highness the Sultan of Mtiskat, shall 
ciijoy ihe same protection as Bntish subjects themselves 

Should they be charged with having committed a crime or serious 
offence* punishable by law, they shall, on sufficient evidence being shown 
to justify fmther proceedings, be handed over by Biitish employers, or by 
order of the British Consul, to the authorities of His Highness the Sultan 
for trial and punishment 


Article 15. 

Should a subject of Her Majesty residing in the dominions of His 
Hi|hiess th§ Sultan of Muskat be adjudicated bankrupli the British Consul 
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shall take possession of^ recover, and realise’^ all available property and 
assets of such bankrupt, to be dealt with and distributed according to the 
provisions of English Bankruptcy Law 

Article i6 

Should a subject of His Highness the Sultan of Musical tesisl or evade 
payment of the just and rightful claims of a British subject, the authorities 
of His Highness the Sultan shall afford to the British ci editor every aid 
and facility m recovering the amount due to him In like manner the 
British Consul shall afford every aid and facility to subjects of His Highness 
the Sultan of Muscat m recovering debts justly due to them fiom a British 
subject 

Article 17 

Should a British subject die within the dominions of His Highness the 
Sultan of Muscat, or dying elsewhere leave property therein, moveable or 
immoveable, the Bntish Consul shall be authorised to collect, realise, and 
take possession of the estate of the deceased, to be disposed of according 
to the provisions of English law 

Article i8 

The houses, dwellings, warehouses, and other premises of British 
subjects, or of persons actually in their regular service, within the domi- 
nions of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat, shall not be entered, or 
searched under any pretext, by the officials of His Highness without the 
consent of the occupier, unless with the cognizance and assistance of the 
Bntish Consul or his substitute 


Article 19* 

It IS hereby agreed between the two High Contracting Parties that, in 
the event of an agreement being hereafter ainved at between His Highness 
the Sultan of Muscat and the various Powers with which His Highness 
shall be in Treaty relations, including Great Britain, which must be a 
consenting parly, whereby the residents of a district or town shall, without 
distinction of nationality, be made subject to the payment of local taxes, 
for municipal and sanitary purposes, the same to be fixed and administered 
by or under the control of a special Board, nothing contained in this 
Treaty shall be understood so as to exempt British residents from the 
payment of such taxes 

Article m 

Subjects of the two High Contracting Parties shall, within the domi- 
nions of each other, enjoy freedom of conscience and religious toleration, 
the free and public exercise of all forms of religion, and the right to build 
edifices for religious worship. 
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Article 21 . 

The stipulations of the present treaty shall be applicable to all the 
Colonies and foreign possessions of Her Britannic Majesty so far as the 
laws permit^ excepting to those hciemafter named; that 1$ to say, 
except to—

Provided always that the stipulations of the present Treaty shall be made 
applicable to any of the above-named Colonies or foreign possessions, on 
whose behalf notice to that effect shall have been given by Her Britannic 
M ijestyS Repicscntalive m Muscat to IIis Highness the Sultan within two 
yeais fiom the date of exchange of the ratilicaiions of the present treaty. 

Article 22 

The Present Treaty has been executed in quadruplicate^ two copies 
being written in English and two m Arabic. These are understood to be of 
similar import and significations ; m the event, however, of doubt hereafter 
arising as to the proper interpretation of the English or Arabic text of one 
or oilier of the Treaty stipulations, the English text shall be considered 
decisive The Treaty shall come into operation within one month after the 
date when the ratifications may take place. 

Article 23 . 

After the lapse of twelve years from the date on which the Treaty 
shall come into force, and on twelve months' notice given by either party, 
this Tieaij shall be subject to revision by Plempotcntiaries appointed on 
both sides for this purpose, who shall be empoweied to decide on and adopt 
such arnenduienis as expedience shall proved to be desuable.

Praise be to Him who has caused peace to be the means of adjusting the 
affairs of mankind, and who is the piomoter of friendship m every class of life. 
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The object ot writing this paper and these woids of truth is, that peace 
has been established between His Highness the Iniaiii of Muscat, S}iid 
Saecd, the son ot Syiid Sultan, and the Chief of Soliai, the Honourable Syiid 
Humood, the son ot b\ud A/dO, through the mediation oi Captain Henncll, 
the Bntish Resident m the Persian Gulf, this 17th day oi Showai A H 1255^ 
coriesponcbng ^Mth the 23rd Dtcembei AD, 1839. upon the following 
conditions * — 

Article i 

That from this day thrie shall be a pericct, lastui^^, and established 
peace between the two contracting paitics 

Article 2 

That the subjects of the two contracting paitics shall carry on a free 
iiueicouise with each othePo terntoiy for purposes oi tiacie without 
hmderance 01 molestation 

Article 3 

Whenever subj<cts ot either of the two conliacting parties remo*ve

In the event of either of the two contracting paities proceeding to 
punish any rebellious person among his own sulgc cts, the other shall noi

As the district of Roostak, wdiich belongs to Syud Humood bin Ayan, is

BIN Humood, Chief of SOHAR, foi the Aboliiiom of the 
African Slave Trade m his ports — 1849. 

It having been intimated to me by Major Henncll, the Resident in the 
Peisian Gulf, that certain conventions have lately been entered into by the 
Ottoman Port*' and other powers with the Biitish Government foi the pur- 
pose of preventing the expoitation ot slaves from the coast of Africa and

Syf bin Humood, Chief of Sohar, with a view to strengthen the bonds of 
friendship exisiting between me and the British Government, do hereby 
engage to prohibit the exportation of slaves fiom the coast of Africa and 
elsewhere on board of my vessels and those belonging to my subjects or 
dependants, such prohibition to take eflect fiorn the 29th Rujut 1225, or 
the 2ist June A U 1849 

And 1 do further consent, that whenever the crui/cis of the Bzitish 
Government fall in with any of my vessels, or those belonging to my subjects 
or dependants, suspected of being engaged in the slave trade, they may 
detain and search them, and m case of their linding that any of the vessels 
aforesaid have violated the engagement by the evpoA.ition oi slaves from 
the coast of Africa, or elsewhere, upon any pretext whatever, they 
(Goveinment cruuers) shall seireaud conhscate the same

Ihc Plenipotentiaries having met at the Russian (.imp on the banks of 
Zmvan neai Gulistan in the distiict of Karabagh, and having exchanged 
their credentials in the name ol lh< ir lespective Sovereigns whom they 
severally leprescnt, hold themselves bound religiously to observe lor cvei 
the ai tides and conditions here enteied into. 

Article i. 

After the conclusion of this Treaty the hostihtu’s which have hitherto 
existed between the States of Russia and Persia shall cease, and peace shall 
be established between the respective sovereigns and their allies for ever. 

Article z, 

1 he status quo ad prssentem having been agreed on as the basis of 
treating in virtue of this arrangement, the several districts hithen to pos- 
sessed by the respective States shall remain under then subjection, and the 
frontier is determined in the manner under wntten. 

The line of demarcation is to commence from the plain of Aduna Bazar, 
running direct towards the plain of Moghan to the ford of the Anas at 
Yuln Buiook, up the Anas to the Junction of the Capennuk Chace at the 
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back of the lull of Mekn, from thence the boundary of Karabagli and 
Nukshivan is from above the mountains of Alighuz to Dualighuz^, and thence 
the boundaiy of Kaiabagli^ NukshnaOj Envandj and also part of Geoigia^ 
and ot Kuzah and Shums-ud-deen Loo is separated by Eishuk Meidaun , 
from Eishiik Meidauii the line is the chain ot moimtams on the right and 
the rivei of Humya ChummuH; and from the tops of the mountains of 
Alighuz It runs along the village of Shoorgil and between those of the \illage 
of Mystery until it reaches the nver of Arpachahi , and as the district of 
Talish during the hostilities has been partially subjected by the contending 
parties^ for the purpose of strengthening mutual confidence after the con- 
clusion of the Treaty^ Commissioners shall be appointed respectively^ who^ 
m concurrence with each othei and with the cognizance of the Goveriiois 
conceioed; shall determine what mountains^ rivers^ lakes^ villages^ and fields 
shall mark the line of frontier^ having first ascertained the respective pos- 
sessions at the time of making the Ireaty^, and holding in view the status 
quo ad presenfem d,s ththdiSis on the boundaries are to be deter-

If the possessions of either of the High Contracting Parties shall have 
been infringed on by the above-mentioned boundaries, the Commissioners

Article 3, 

His Majesty the King of Persia, in demonstiation of his amicable senti- 
ments towards the Emperor of Russia, acknowledges m his own name and 
that of his heirs the sovereignty of the Emperor of Russia over the pro- 
vinces of Karabagh and Gcoigia, now called Elizabeth Paul, the districts of 
Shekic, Shiriwan, Kobek, Derbend, Bakoobeh, and such part of Tahsh as 
IS now possessed by Russia, the whole of Degesten, Geoigia, the tract of 
Shooigil, Achook, Bash, Gooreea, Mingrcha, Abtichar, the whole country 
between the boundary at present established and the line of Caucasus, and 
all the territoiy between the Caucasus and the Caspian Sea 

Article 4, 

His Majesty the Empei or of Russia, actuated by similar feelings to- 
wards His Majesty ot Persia, and in the spirit of good ncighbouihood wish- 
ing the Sovereign of Peisia always to be firmly established on the throne, 
engages foi himself and heirs to lecognise the Prince who shall be nomi- 
nated heir-apparent, and to allord him assistance m case he should require 
it to suppress any opposing paity The power of Persia will thus be in- 
creased by the aid of Russia The Emperor engages for himself and heirs 
not to inierfero in the dissensions of the Prince, unless the aid of the 
Russian arms is required by the King of the time* 

Article 5, 

The Russian merchantmen on the Caspian Sea shall, according to their 
former practice, have permission to cnlei the Persian harbours, an%the Per- 
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§ians shall render to tfie Prussian Marine all friendly aid m case of casualties 
by storm or shipwreck. 

Persian merciiantmeii shall enjoy the same privilege of entering Russian 
harbours^ and the like aid shall be afforded to the Peislan marine by the 
Russians in case of casualties by stoim or shipwreck 

The Russian flag shall fly in the Russian ships-of-war “which are per^ 
milted to sail in the Caspian^ as foimerly , no other nation whatevei shall be 
allowed ships-of-war on the Caspian, 

Article 6 

The whole of the prisoners taken eithei in battle or otherwise, whether 
Christians or of any other religion, shall be mutually exchanged at the 
expuation of three months after the date of the signature of the Treaty. 
The High Coiiiraclmg Pailies shall give a sum to each of the prisoners for 
his expenses, and send them to Kara Ecclesia , those charged with the 
superintendence of the exchange on the fro ntieis shall give notice to each 
other of the pnsoncis being sent to the appointed place, when they shall be 
exchanged , and any person who eithei voluntarily deserted or fled after the 
commission of a crime shall have pei mission to rciutn to his country, [or] 
shall remain without molestation All dcseitcrs who return to their country 
shall be forgiven by both contracting paitics. 

Article 7. 

In addition to the above ariides, the two contracting soveicigns have 
been pleased to resolve to ex( hange Ambassadois, who at a proper period 
will be sent to their respective capitals, whole they will meet with that 
honour due to their rank, and due attention shall be paid to the requests they 
maybe charged to make. Mercantile agents shall be appointed to reside in 
the different cities for the purpose of assisting the meichants in carrying on 
their bade , they shall only letain ten followers , they shall be m no ways 
molested , they shall be treated with iespc*ct and attention, and parties of 
either nation injured in the way of trade may by thou inierfercncc have 
their grievances redressed 


Article 8. 

With regard to the mtei course of caravans, the merchants of either 
country must be provided with a passport that they may travel either by sea 
or land without fear, and individuals may reside 10 either country for the 
purpose of trade so long as it suits their convenience, and they shall meet 
with no opposition when they wish to return home, In regard to merchan- 
dise and goods, brought from Russia to Persia, or sent from Persia to Russia^ 
the proprietors may at their own discretion either sell or exchange them for 
other property. Merchants having occasion to complain of failure of pay^ 
ment or other grievances will state the nature of their cases to the mercan^ 
tile agents ; or, if there are none resident m the place, they will apply to the 
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Governor, who will examine into the merits of their representations, and will 
be careful that no injustice be offered this class of men Russian merchants 
having eiiteied Persia with meichandise \mII have permission to convey it to 
any country in alliance with that State, and the Persian Goveinment will 
readily furnish them a passpoit to enable them to do so In like manner, 
Persian mei chants who visit Russia will have permission to proceed to any 
country in alliance With Russia In case of a Russian mei chant dying in 
Persia, and his goods lemainmg in Persia, as they are the property of a

The duties on Russian merchandise bi ought to Persian poi ts shall be 
111 the proportion of five hundred dinais (01 5 percent) on property of the 
value of one toman, which having been paid at one city the goods may be 
conveyed to any part of Peisia without any fuithei demand of duty being 
made on any pretence whatever The like percentage, and nothing more,

On the arrival of goods at the seaport towns, or such as come by land- 
carnage to the frontier towns of the two States, merchants shall be allowed 
to sell or exchange their goods without the further permission of the Cus- 
tom House OnScers, because it is the duty of Custom House Officeis to pre- 
vent all sorts of delay in the pioseciition of trade, and to receive the Kmg''& 
customs from the briber or seller as may be agiecd between them

After the signature of this Treaty the xcspective plempotentiarics shall 
immediately announce the peace to the different frontier posts and order the 
suspension of all further hostilities ; and two copies of this Treaty being

On the 13th Decembei 1869 the following Agreement was signed 
between Russia and Persia recognizing the sovereignty of Persia up to the 
banks of the Attrek ~ 

Majesty the Shah having on the rath instant (4th December re«* 
quested the Undersigned^ Envoy Extraordinary and Munster Plenipotem 
iiary of His Majesty the Emperor^ to explain for what object the fort at 
Kizil Soo (Krasnovodsk was being constructed^ and having also required 
an assurance that the Russian authorities would in no way interfere with 
the affairs of the Yemui Turkomans, and of those living on the Attrek and 
Gooigan Rivers , also, that no fort or stronghold should hereafter be built 
at the embouchures of the Attrek or Goorgan Rivers , and likewise that 
they should not interfere in any way with the possessions of Persia, but 
that the Persian Government should continue to maintain the authority 
they have hitherto held m respect to these tribes and their teriitones, m 
accordance with the wish expicssed by His Majesty the Shah, the Under- 
signed lost no time m leferring by telegniph to the Ministry of the Foreign 
affairs to His Majesty the Emperor, and he has now the pleasuie to bring to 
the knowledge of the Ministers of His Majesty the Shah the reply which he 
has just received to the effect that the Goveinment of His Majesty the 
Erapeior recogiiues the authority and sovereignty of F^ersia up to the 
banks of the Attrek River, and that they have no intention to construct 
any fort.

On the 26tb March 1873 the British Charge d^ Affaires at Tehran 
(Mr. R. Thomson) reported that the Persian Government considered that 
the Declaration made by Russia on the 13th December 1869 bad no refer- 
ence to the territory in the interior towards Khorassan, but regarded only 
the territory adjoining the Province of Astrabad, that is to say, from the 
Caspian Sea, at the mouth of the Attrek, along the banks of that river^ for 
about 30 miles to where the Goorgan district endedA

Article i 

The Persian Government concedes to Messrs. Siemens and Hal&ke of 
Berlin and St Petersburg, and to Messrs. Siemens Brothers and London 
ilic exclusive right to construct and manage a telegraphic line between the 
Russian Fiontier (Joolfa) and Tehran. This line will be the continuation of 
a duect Ime between London and Joolfa. 

Article 2. 

The grantees engage to oigamze the line, so that it shall be ready to be 
opened thioughout its whole length not later than two years alter the 
receipt of the present concession No fuiiher delay will be allowed unless 
the execution of the work be hindered by urcumstances beyond the control 
of the grantees 

Article 3. 

The grantees engage to construct the line solidly, and to maintain it in 
a good state of repair during the whole term of the concession. The tele-

The conclusions accepted by the Vienna Conference having altered the 
basis of the concession of nth Januaiy i86S, granted to Messrs S’emens 
and Halske and Siemens Bi others, by compelling the said grantees to fix a 
tarilf which is below the minimum of loo francs, stipulated in t he 8th Aiticle 
of the said cone ession, the Feisian Govermneoi and the grantees have agreed 
upon ihe iollowmg Articles — 


Article i. 

The Persian Government concedes to thegianiees from the ist January 
1870 to ihe expiration of the Txeatyof 33 id October 1865 all ihe rights 
which it possesses under this Treaty m ihe receipts accruing iiom ihe mccr- 
national messages sent by the Tchran-Bushire line 

After the expiration of this Treaty the Tehran-Bushire ime shall be 
made over to the grantees, unless the Feismn Government should make at 
the time a new conventioii with the British Government concerning this line 
on the same financial basis. 

Should the treaty be renewed, the Persian Government concedes to the 
grantees, up to the ist January 1895, l-he date of the expiration of ihe con-

Translation of a Teiegraphic Convention between 
Russia and Persia, May 24, 1879 (E. Jemade es 
Sanee, 1296). 

The Government of His Imperial Majesty of all the Russias, having 
determined to connect their military commands across the Caspian with 
those m Russia by a telegraph line in conjunction with telegraph wire now 
existing in Persia, is desirous to construct a line for this object from 
Chekishler to Aslrabad , therefore the undersigned have agreed upon the 
following articles : — 

Ariicle I 

The Government of ills Imperial Majesty of Russia will at their own 
cost construct a telegraph line fiom Chekishler to the town of Aslrabad, so 
that it may be there connected with the Persian telegraph lines. 

Article 2. 

The Government of His Imperial Majesty the Shah of Persia sanctions 
the construction of that part of the line winch may be in Persian territory 
between Chekishler and Aslrabad. The Russian Government will previously 
inform that of Persia which route may be chosen for that part of the line, 
and the Persian Ministers will then immediately grant leave for its construe' 
tion. + 

Article 3. 

The Persian Ministers will not coiisi,der themselves entitled to any re- 
compense or compensation for the construction of that part of the line 
between Chekishler and Aslrabad which may be in Persian tcrritoiy, and 
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they also engage not to claim custom duty for any material or implements 
which may be necessary for the construction and keeping m repair of this 
part of line to be constiucted between Chekishler and Astrabad. 

Article 4. 

The Ministers of His Majesty the Shah undertake as far as in them lies 
to protect such part of the telegiaph Ime from Chekishler to Astrabad as 
may be m Persia v\hether duiing construction or aftei completion They 
engage to protect it and keep it in woiking order, that is to say, its 
exploitation. 


Article 5. 

The cost of repairing the whole of the telegraph line from Chekishler 
to Astrabad will rest with the Russian Government until the expiration of 
this convention.

After the erection of the telegraph line from Chekishlei to Astrabad 
any telegraph messages from Russian stations on the eastern coast of the 
Caspian will be received and transmitted by the Persian telegraph lines.

tion Miniiencl ” concluded between the Peisian and Russian Governments

Translation of a Convention between Russia and Persia 
for the construction of a Telegraph Line from Cherish* 
LER to Astrabad. 31st January 1881. 

As the Telegraph Convention of the J-|th May 1879* (2nd Jeraade es 
Sanee 1296), contracted between the Ministry for Foreign Affairs and the 
Russian Legation at Tehran has expired, and the Rsusian Government 
wish to keep up communication with their military authorities on the cast 
coast of the Caspian Sea the undersigned have agreed upon the following 
articles — - 

Article i. 

In order tnat the aforesaid communications may pass through without 
loss of time, the Persian Government engage to piotect as far as is in their 
power such telegraph wiies of the Chekishler- Astrabad line as pass through 
Persian territory In virtue of Article XI of the Convention of the J|th 
May 1879,* the lines which have been constructed on Persian teriitory 
have become the property of the Persian Government, which now engages 
to protect them and keep them in working order, that is to say, then 
“exploitation” and the horsemen who are employed to protect the tele- 
graph lines will accompany the Russian telegraph employes on their inspec- 
tion of these lines. 

Article 2, 

The Russian Government on its side engages to pay all expenses of re- 
pairs to the wires from Chekishler to Astrabad during the time that this 
Convention is in force. 1 he Persian Government also engages not to claim 
customs duty for any material and implements which may be necessary for 
the construction and keeping in repair of the said line. 

Article 3. 

The Persian Government will give permission for stationing Russian tele- 
graph officers at Persian stations from Joolfa to Chekishler whenever they may 
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be deemed lequisite for tbe transmission of messages in due order and 
Without delay, aiiJ llieir duties and lights will be the same as those enacted 
in the Convention of the ^ May 1879. 

Article 4. 

For messages in transit between Joolfa and Astrabad, and also between 
Russian stations on the eastern side of the Caspian and Tehran, with the 
Persian telegraph stations to the noith of that place, 111 coiifoimiiy with 
the arrangement of the 2nd April 1880, between the Governments of 
Russia and Pt^rsu, which is known m Fiench as the Declaration/^ the 
Persian Go'/ernment is to receive 30 centimes a wordj and between 
Russian siaHons on the east of the Caspian and the south of Tehian bo 
centimes will bo paid to the Peisian Government 

Article 5* 

The transmission of all Government messages passing over Persian 
lines between Astrabad and Joolfa will take pieccdence of private messages 
fiom Persian telegiaph stations, but not oi the official messages of the 
Persian Government. 


Article 6. 

In ordei that no delay should take place in the transmission of 
messages between Joolfa and Astrabad, the lines must be inspected and 
repaired , therefore the Persian Government engages to set aside one- 
tenth of the amount leceiveil by Persia for messages, m virtue of this 
Convention, for the necessary repairs, and the Persian Telegraph Depait- 
ment shall expend that amount m making the said repairs, unless m the 
case of its being found that so large a sum is not required for that pur- 
pose. 

Article 7. 

This Convention will be in force so long as the Russian Government 
requires to keep up telegtapliic communications with its military authori- 
ties in the Caspian, and when no longer necessary for such communication 
the Russian Government will without delay inform the Persian Government

As the Ministers of the Go-vcrnment of His Most Sacred Majesty 
the Shall have declared that there are difficulties m the way of their 
caiiying out the engagements entered into in Refcb 1306 (March 1888) 
legarding the constiuction ol lailways 111 Peisia by Russian Companies, 
the Mmi&teis of the Government of His Impenal Majesty the C/ar of 
all the Provinces of Russia have agreed to alter the above-mentioned 
engagements as follows ^ and His Plighness the Amin-es-Sultan, Grand 
Vi/ier of the Government of His Most Sacred, Sublime and Absolute 
Shall of all the Provinces of Persia, and His Excellency Monsieur de 
Bul20w, Minister Plenipotentiary and Envoy Extiaordiiiary of His 
Imperial Majesty the Most Mighty Empeior of all the Provinces of 
Russia, empowered by their respective Goveinments have drawn up the 
following conditions — • 

(1) The Persian Government engages, foi the space of ten

The importation of salt and tobacco in any shape or form whatsoever, 
the products of Peisia, into Turkey is prohibited, and this prohibition shall

Article 2 

The duty on Persian tumbaku imported into Turkey, by land 01 sea,

The 75 per cent shall be leviable in accoi dance with a tariff to be 
agreed upon by the two parties 

From the beginning of the month of Naisan m the yeai 1291 of the 
Turkish era to a period of three months, the amount of the customs dues 
on tumbaku levied at the Customs Houses of Eizerum, Bagdad, and Jeddah, 
together with the minimum amount of tumbaku brought to the aforesaid

hundred will then be deducted for the weight of the covers and duty paid 
OP the remaining number of okes

Translation of an AGRJiEMENi between Persia and Turkey 
concluded at Arzeeraam on the iptfc Zeekaad, in the year of 
the Hegira 1238, corresponding to the 28th July 1823. 

In the name of the most merciful God ! 

Arising from various occurrences of late years the amicable rclatiohs 
between the two powerful Mahomedan Slates bccanse interrupted, and their 
friendship and good undeistanding were converted into strife and enmity^ 
which tcimirated in open warfare. The interests of the religion of 
Islam requjred a reconciliation, tho two Governments were anxious to 
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prevent the further effusion of blood, and the renewal of the ties of amity 
was mutually desired and proposed 

With this vieAV, by the authority of a Firman from His Majesty the 
King of Kings, the Khakan, son of a Khakan, the Conqueror Futh All 
Shah, the Soveieign of Persia, and also invested with discretionary powers 
from His Royal Highness, the heir-appaient, Piuice Abbas Mirza the High 
in Dignity Mirza Mahomed Ali, Mustolee, has been honouied with the 
rank of Plenipotentiaiy, and in viitue of a Fiiman, His Majesty the Protec- 

of the Faith, the Guardian of the Holy Cities, Sultan of the Sea and 
Earth, the Sultan, son of the Sultan, the Conqueroi, Mahmood Khao, Em- 
peror of the Ottomans, has named for His Plenipotentiary the illustrious 
Mahomed Ummeer Raoof Pasha, Sur Askai, Governoi of Aizceraam, and 
Wallee of the Eastern Piovinces of the Ottoman Empiic, who, on the ex- 
change of llieir full pouers, have concluded their c onferences and discussions 
in the fore-mentioned city by assenting to the conditions of peace 

Basi ^ — The stipulations of the treaty concluded in the year pf the 
Hegira 1159 respecting the aucient boundaiies of the two Empuesand the 
former agreements relating to the pilgrims, the delivery of refugees, the 
free egress for all piisoneis, and the lesidence of a Munster at the respec- 
tive Courts are considered \alid, and aie to be strictly observed The 
slightest deviation fiom the engagement theiein detailed shall not be per- 
mitted, and the amity between the tu o powerful States shall be foi ever 
preserved 

Shfulations — Henceforwaid the sword of enmity shall be sheathed, 
and every circumstance shall be avoided which may pioduce coldness or 
disgust, and may be contraiy to fiiendship and perfec t union The countties 
withm the boundaries of the Ottoman Empire, that during the war or pie- 
viously to the commencement of hostility ha\e been taken possession of by 
Persia, including fortresses, districts, lands, towns, and villages to be restor- 
ed in their present state, and at the expiration of sixty days from the signa- 
ture of this Treaty shall be delivered over to the Ottoman Government 
And In token of respect for this happy peace the pnsoncis captuied on both 
sides, without concealment or prevention, shall liave free permission to 
depart Provisions and other necessaries requisite foi the journey shall be 
afforded them, and they shall be sent to the frontiers of the two countries* 

Article i. 

The two High Powers do not admit of each otliePs interference with 
the internal affairs of their respective States Fiom this period, on the 
side of Bagdad and Koordistan, no interference is to take place, or with

To the 
mc^rchants, subjects, and dependants of the two High Powers, visiting the 
two countries, in consideration of the Mahomedan religion, every friendly 
treatment shall be extended, and they shall be protected from all molesta- 
tion and injury. 


AnricLE 3 

The tribes of Hyderanloo and Sibbikee, which have been the cause of 
contention between the two High Powers, and are now dwelling in the terri- 
tory of the Ottoman Empire, should they from thence transgress the bound- 
ary of Pefsia, and commit any ravages, the Turkish Frontier authorities 
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must endeavour to prevent such proceedings and punish the offenders 
In the case that these tubes continue to invade and molest the Persian 
territory, and the Fiontier authorities do not put a stop to these aggres- 
sions, the Ottoman Government shall cease to piotect thenij and should these 
tubes on their own will and choice return to Persia, their depaiture shall 
not be prevented or opposed But after their ai rival m Persia should they 
again desert to Turkey, the Ottoman Government shall afford them no 
further protection, nor shall they be received In the event of their return 
to Persia, should these tribes disturb the tranquillity of the Ottoman terutoiy, 
the Persian Frontier authorities are obliged to use every effoit to prevent 
these irregularities, 


Article 4 

In contormily with ancient engagements the deserters fiom either country 
are not to be received, and m like manner from this ptiiod the wandering 
tubes and Eliauts quitting Peisia ior Turkey or Turkey loi Peisia arc not 
to be afloided protection by either party. 

Article 5. 

The propel ty of the Persian merchants sequestiated ai Constantinople 
with the cognizance of the lawq and according to the public legisters from 
the date of this Treaty to the period of sixty days wTerever the sequestra- 
tion may have taken place, shall be restored to the proprietors. Besides 
the goods under sequestration, whatever effects during the war may have 
been taken by force from the Persian pilgrims and subjects thioiighout the 
Ottoman dominions, by the different Viziers and Governors on the repie- 
sentations of the Persian Goveinment, Fiimans shall be granted to the 
agents of such persons who, on giving lawful proofs of ti e authenticity of

On the demise of any Persian subjects m the Ottoman dominions 
should be deceased have no lawful heir or executor present the officers of 
the treasury (beit al mal) shall, with the cognuance of the law, regisiei 
the property, and shall enter it into the records of the Courts of Judicature. 
For the period of one year the effects are to be lodged 111 a secure place, 
until the lawful heu or administrator of the estate may arrive, when, 
according to the register of the Courts of Judicatuie, the property shall be 
delivered up The customary fees and the hire of the place depositing the 
effects are to be paid, and should they be burnt 01 destroyed m the foie- 
stated period, no pretensions are to be made for the rcccveiy of the 
property.

The Flcnipotcotiary of the Ottoman Govern menl in viiiue of Ms full 
povveis has signed and sealed this Treaty on the 19th day of Zekand m iht^ 
ycai 1238, for which this inslrumemt, in exact conformity thereto, has been 
delivered m exchange by the Plenipotentiary ol His Persian Majesty 
agieeably to his full powers.

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Translation of Articles of Agreement concluded at Erze- 
ROOM and signed by the Turco-Persi an COMMISSIONERS 
on the 31st May 1847. 


Article i 

The two Mahomedan Governments will settle that all pecuniary 
ciaimsj excepting those mentioned m the fourth article, shall be aban** 
doned 


Article 2. 

The town and port of Mohammerah, and the island of Khiza, with 
the anchorage, as well as so much of the eastern bank of the Shut-el- 
Aiab as is occupied by tribes confessedly belonging to Persia, are to 
remain in the possession of Persia, besides which Persians will enjoy the 
complete liberty of navigating the Shut-cl-Arab, from its mouth to the 
point of contact of the two frontiers Soolumaneeyeh will remam in 
the possession of Turke) In regard to Noliab, the Persian Government 
settles that all the mountainous poition with the pass of Keriond on its 
eastern part will be retained by it, and the nlaui of Noliab which forms 
the western portion, will be given over to Tuikey 

Article 3. 

All other territorial claims being renounced the two parties engage 
to appoint, without delay, Commissioners and Engineers, to deteimme 
the frontier between the two Kingdoms, agreeably to the preceding 
article. 

Article 4 

The tw'O parties will settle that all losses mutually sustained subse- 
quent to the acceptance m Jemadce-ool-evva! 1261 (June 1845) of the 
propositions of the Mediating Powers, as well as the arrcais of the 
pasturage fees for former years, aie to be equitably arranged by the 
Commissioners on both sides, to be appointed without delay for this 
purpose. 

Article 5 

The Turkish Government will appoint Broussa as the place of resi- 
dence of the refugee Persian Princes, without allowing them to absent 
themselves or to entertain secret relations with Persia As regards other 
refugees they are all to be restored agreeably to the Treaty of Erze- 
room* 

Article 6 . 

The Merchants of Persia will pay the custom duties on their mer^ 
chandise according to its actual value in that country (Turkey) either 
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cash or stock in conformity the commercial Article m the Treaty 
of Erzeroom concluded m A H 1239 (A D, 1823)^ and nothing exceed™ 
ing what is wiitten m the abovemeniioned Tieaty is to be claimed 
from them. 


Article 7. 

The Turkish Government in contoimity with foimer treaties will 
grant the necessary immunities to Persian pilgrims^ in order that they 
may visit in complete ‘^ecuuty, and fiee from every exaction, the holy 
places situated in Turkey, and with a view to strengthen the relations 
of friendship and concord, which ought to exist betv\ecn the t\^o Powers of 
Islam and their lespeclue subjects. The Tuikish Government wil! fur- 
ther take into consideration the most appropriate mode of conferring 
on other subjects of Persia, as well as its pilgrims, the privileges 
enjoyed by them m order that they maybe protected from eveiy species 
of violence and oppression. The Tuikish Govornmeni wnll admit such 
Consuls as His Majesty the Shah may appoint m Turkey wherever the 
interests of commcice or the protection of the merchants or subjects of 
Persia render it necessary, excepting the holy cities of Mecca and Medina, 
and the Porte will confer on the said Consuls the privileges due to their 
official character, and which are enjoyed by the Consuls of other friendly 
States. Persia, on her part likewise, will grant to the Consuls appointed 
by His Majesty the Sultan in Persia whenever their lesidence may be 
necessary, the piivilcges enjoyed liy the Consuls of Foicign Powders in 
Persia and in the same way the piotcction stipulated m iormer Ticaties 
will be exercised towaids the subjects 01 merchants of Turkey who may 
fiequent Persia, and they will be protected from every kind of insult or 
injury whether in their trading coiircrns or other matters* 


Ariicle 8* 

The two Mahomed an Governments engage to take mcasuics of pre- 
caution to put an end to robbery by the tronticr tubes oi the two king- 
doms, and will witli this objext establish mihlary posts on the frontki, 
and the two States will become rcspoiibible for the incursions made into 
either territory. Uncontested tribes will be restored to the GovernmeBt to 
which they belong, but contested tribes whose dependence is doubtful, 
shall be at liberty to choose once for all their future place of abode. 


Article 9.

Protocol signed by Persian and Turkish Representa-

In ordei to confirm the status 
quo stipulated between the two 
Governments respecting I heir dis-

L— The two parties will use 
every exertion towards increasing 
the security of the frontiers lying 
between their respective States.

Proposed Compromise. 

Taking into consideration all evidence hitheito submitted to me by the 
Persian Agent, the evidence afforded by 
* Quite piivaWy history and local tradition, besides informa- 

tion, oral and documentary, obtained* from 
various individuals, and my own observation, I consider that Persia has 
neither regained noi occupied Hashtadan since she lost it in 1749-50, when 
Ahmed Shah overran Eastern Khorassan. 

There is no visible sign other recent sovereignty, and on each occasion 
that she has attempted occupation she has at once been rebuffea by the 
Afghans, 

On the other hand the valley passed into Afghan possession in 1749-50, 
and possibly may have remained populated and flourislimg under Herat until 
about 100 years ago, or for a period of nearly 40 years. 

During this lime it is possible that Hashtadan and Kulukh Pardai may 
have been, for administrative purposes, attached to Kushan, the connecting 
link being naturally Darband and Kafir Kalla, all thiee being dependent on 
the same water-supply. In the same way Chahai Kamay have become 
attached tiiGhonan.

A similai difficulty arises about Tir Kisht, which the Afghan sanad 
shows to have been attached to Ghonan in 1686, when the whole Heiat 
province was under Persia, while the Persian sanad, No 10, refers to it as 
attached to Bakliarz m 1792, wffien it w^as under Afghanistan® 

The genuineness of the sanads, as as already stated, cannot be thoroughly 
tested until the opposing parties have had an opportunity of examining 
them 

If Kilich Khan w'as a Herat subject up to the time of his death in 

1822, t then It would appear that the Afghans 
re-asserted their claims to Hashtadan between 
1806-10, although it is doubtful whether the 
idea of restoring the valley to prosperity was ever carried out A clue to 
this will be perhaps found when the date of Mirza Hadds incumbency of the 
office of Treasurer or revenue Collector of Heiat is ascertained After 
Kilich Khan^s death theie seems little doubt that the valley was again 
abandoned by the Afghans and remained practically at the disposal of the 
Turkomans This state of things continued until 1874, when Persia re- 
presented by Yusuf Khan, Hazara, commenced work at Hashtadan, but 
was promptly stopped by the Afghans So it is not surprising that the 
Afghans cite the withdrawal of Yusuf as it a tacit recognition of their own 
rights. 

The Persian claim was not again put forward until 1885, when it was 
again disputed by the Afghans. 

Whether the assertions and statements of the Afghan Agent rcgaid- 
ing the regulations adopted for patrols, escorts, and liability for payment 
of compensation are accurate cannot obviously be ascei tamed until the 
Persians have had an opportunity of making a reply 

Both sides will probably summon ciowds of witnesses to suppoit 
Iheir statements and the result will not be satisfactory or convincing 

Since the alleged attempt of Kilich Khan at occupation up to 1874 
the claims of the Afghans seem to have lam dormant, but even then no 
attempt was made by them to occupy the place themselves Upon the 
whole, looking to the nature of my present infoimalion, li seems to me 
that neither Persians nor Afghans can produce proofs of recent possession 
in support of their respective claims, neither having felt inclined to stand 
the brunt of collisions, m such an exposed locality, with the Turkomans. 

The case seems eminently one for compromise, in which both parties 
.should somewhat abate their pretensions in order to render an equitable 
settlement possible. 

Such a settlement is possible only by a division of the water-supply 

available for irrigation as mclicated by the 
old karezes f or kanats (old w'^ater canals). 
It is on this principle that the compromise 
«ndicated on the map § of the Hashtadan 
valley has been based.

Translaiion of a Comm^rciai. Treaty between Persia and 

Spain — 1842* 

Preamblf 

Praise be to the Almighty Guardian of the Universe ^ 

The exalted Government of Persia and the exalted Government of 
Spam foi the purpose of protecting the interests and \’\clfare of the 
merchants and other subjects of the two countries, and the improvement 
and extension of trade and commeicc, are dcsiroas of an arrangement which 
will be for the honour and glory of these Governments 71ius having been 
convinced that nothing is equal to the formation of, Tieaty for the support 
and benefit of important affairs, they both therefore have considered it 
suitable that hereafter between these mighty Governments and their 
subjects a basis of friendly intercourse should be established, according to 
an auspicious Treaty ot friendship and commerce ornamented with truth 
and justice, and founded on a firm and permanent footing For the 
pupose of completing this agreement His Majesty, &c , &c., Mahomed 
Shah, Kajar, on bis part, has appointed Meerza Jaffer Khan, Chief Engi^ 
necr, &c , &c,, and Ambassador Extraordinary of the Persian Government 
to the Court of Turkey, his Plenipotentiary and in like manner in the name 
of Her Majesty, Donna Isabella the second, during Her minority, as, 
heir-apparent to the sovereignty of Spain, His Highness Baldomero Espartero 
Regent and Duke of Vittoria and Marbella, has appointed Monsieur Antonio 
Louis Cordova, Knight, fee*, &c*, and Minister Plenipotentiary of Spam at 
the SuHime Porte, Plenipotentiary on his part These two Plenipoten* 
tiaries having on perusal of each other's full powers found them to be 
correct land according to custom have framed the stipulations of the 
auspicious Treaty m the following seven articles 

Article t. 

From this day and until the Almighty pleascth, between the exalted 
Governmeats of Persia and Spain and their subjeefs the foundation of friend* 
ship, truth, and everlasting regard shall be firmly established 

Article 2. 

The subjects of these exalted Governments ate reciprocally permitted 
and allowed to pass in pfacc and security into each other^s territories and 
to mnf Qm il»ir mercantle transactions or to travel, and to rent sitb 
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houses^ shops^ or storehouses, as may be necessary for the purpose of their 
business, withoui any hindiance on the part of the Government authorities, 
who are always to render them assistance and piotection and to use their 
endeavours to inamlaio a good understanding between the merchants and 
travellers of these two exalted Governments, and to the utmost of their 
power to add to then comfoits And whenever it may be necessary for 
them to depart orders and passports shall be given to them, that they shcill 
not be molested, but afforded every assistance 

Article 3 

The subjects of these two powerful States, who for the purpose of 
trade and commerce, or to travel, visit each oiher^s territories, from the 
time of their arrival to that of their departure, shall be treated with due 
respect, and on no account shall any taxes be taken from them excepting 
this, that on their merchandise the same amount of custom duty shall be 
levied that is levied on merchandise of other friendly nations. 

Article 4. 

These two exalted Governments, for the care and security of their sub- 
jects who may pass into eachotheis countues, \vill give permission for the 
residence of Commercial Agents in turn suitable places. The Persian 
Government wull give permission for one Agent to leside in lehran, and 
one m Tabreez on the part of the Spanish Government. In like manner the 
Spanish Government will consent to the residence of one Agent on the part 
of the Persian Government m the capital of Madrid, and another at the port 
of Barcelona, or in any other poit that the Persian Government may think 
suitable for its Agent to reside. 

Article 5. 

Whenever any disputes shall arise between the subjects of these con- 
tracting Governments, with legard to trade and traffic, such disputes must 
be settled according to the custom and Jaws of the country, and with the 
knowledge of the Agent of that country, and if anyone of the subjects of 
these Governments should become insolvent or bankiupt after an examina- 
tion of his books of exports, imports, and credits, and remammg property, 
his goods and propeity shall be divided betw''een his debtors according 
to the Bankruptcy law, and if one of the subjects of these States should 
die all the property posssesed by such pei son shall be made over to the 
care of the Agent of his Government. 

Article 6. 

If either of these contracting States should be at w’ar with another 
power, according to the evei lasting friendship subsisting between the 
Governments of Persia and Spain, on no account shall any loss or neglect be 
experienced by either of them. 

Article 7. 

This Treaty of friendship and commerce between the two States in 
accordance with the contents of the foregoing Articles, by the assistance 
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of tlie one AlmigMy God^ tlie Ministers of the two contracting Poweis 
will always adhere to its stipulations, and on no account shall its lias is be 
impaired, and Please God m the space of five months, or less, tins Treaty 
will be ratified and sealed by the Ministers of the two contracting Govern 
ments at Constantinople and there be exchanged by the Plcaipoteniiaries of 
these Governments. 


Conclusion. 

These seven Articles were drawn up and attested by the Plenipoten- 
tiaries of the two contracting paities m two conespondmg copies, and after 
being ratified and sealed by both partus, wcie exchanged at Constantinople 
on the ^otli of March 1842, corresponding with the 20th of Mohurrum 1258 
of the Hajirch, and ha\e now received the ratification of His Excellency 
Haji Mirza Aghassee and the Ministers of the Persian Government m this 
Oionth of Sheoval 1262 (October 1846).

Translation of a Treaty between Persia and Spain, signed 
in London by General Hajee Sheikh Mohsin Khan 
and Don Manuel Rancesy Villaneuva on the 8th 
Zeckaadeh 1286 = 9lh February 1870, and ratified by HiS 
Majesty the Shah on the ist Zeehejjeh 1288 loth 
February 1872. 

Article i 

The stipulations contracted by the two powerful States m their Treaty 
of the 20th Mohurrum 1258 = 4lh March 1842, aieheieby fully confirmed, 
and they shall be considered as forming an integral part ol the present 
auspicious Treaty* 


Article z 

His Majesty and the Shah of Persia shall be at liberty to appoint a 
Consul and Commeicial Agent at any Spanish port, be it Cadu or any other 
port where he may coiisidei (such appointment) most advantageous to the 
trade of his subjects. In like manner the Governmeni of Spam shall also be 
at liberty to appoint a Consul and Commercial Agent at any port in the 
Persian Gulf, be it Bushire or elsewhere, which may appear to it suitable 
for the commercial interests of its subjects. 

The places of residence of the Commercial Agents and Consuls of the 
two parties will be as follows ;^On the pait of Persia-^ Madrid, Barcelona, 
^nd Cadis^ or anj (other) port which she may select , and on the part qf 
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Spam— Tehran, Tabreez, and Bushire, or any other port which she may 
prefer. 


Article 3. 

_ Both Powers being desirous that their commerce should enjoy the 
privileges accorded to that of the most favoured nation, it is hereby decided 
that if, after the experiment which will be made, the commercial interests 
of the two parties should hereafter require that the number of the Commer- 
cial Agents and Consuls specified in the present Treaty should be fixed, a 
new arrangement shall be made to that effect. 

ARTICLE 4 

The present Treaty shall be written in Persian and Spanish, and the 
Plenipotentiaries, of the two States shall each keep a copy duly signed and 
sealed by them. 

Both copies shall be translated into Fiench, and after having been com- 
pared with the originals, the said translations shall be signed and sealed 
by the two Plenipotentiai les, who will each keep a copy, which shall have 
the same validity as the originals 

Article 5 

The ratifications of the present Treaty shall be exchanged m London 
between the Legations of the two Powerful Slates as soon as possible

The President of the United States of North America, and His Majesty 
as exalted as the planet Satuin , the Sovereign to whom the sun serves as 
a standard , whose splendoui and magnificence aie equal to that of the

Treaty of Friendship entered into between Burma and 

Persia— 1877. 

Ihs Most Cilonou-i and Evi client Majesty the King of Burma and His 
Majcst)- the King of PiTsia, wishing to cnti i into an engagement with the 
view of a long-existing great friendship and the increase of tiade, this 
Treaty IS contractc'd by Agga-Maha-Senapati, Lcgaing Myotsah, Thenat 
Woon, Ken Woon Mengyc-e, “ Mong-thadoh-Mengyee-Maha-Menhla- 
Tscc'thoo-Gyaw,” invested with poweis by His Majesy the King of Burma, 
and hy the Ftisian Consul-General, Mir/a Fu/loola Khan, invested with 
powers hy ills Maji'sty the King of Persia. 

Article i 

The gicat friendship evill be firm and lasting between Their Majesties 
the King of Burma and the King of Pcisia for a long period down to the 
times of their Royal descendants , and in the meanwhile both sides aie to 
be careful that pc'ace is picscrved between the two countries, and that the 
great friendship is made moie hi m and lasting 


Article 2. 

There existing the gical fiiendship between the tw'O countries, wealthy 
traders, merchants, and common people', subjects ot Ills Majesty^ the King 
of Burma, trading and going to and fn-m the dominions of His Majesty 
the King of Persia as mso wealthy traders, merchants, and common people, 
subjects of His Majesty the' King of Persia, trading and going to and from 
the dominions of His Majesty the King of Burma, aie, according to the 
customs of great nations, to be protected and looked after with the same 
regard by both sides as if they w'eie the respective subjects of each.

Customs Convention concluded by an exchange of notes at Constantinople, 

September 3, jpo2. 

Persia and Turkey have agreed by this Convention to grant eac h other 
the idgimd of the most-favoured-nation tieatment in Customs matters The 
Convention takes the place of all iormer Ticatics as regards Customs duties 
and all antcnoi stipulations respecting duties aic' to be eonsiaered null and 
void whilst this arrangement is in force No pc'riod has been fixed for the 
duiation of the convention, but the instrument contains a denunciation 
clause by which eithei of the Contracting Patties is permitted to denounce 
the agreement at any time The convention will remain opeiativc for one 
year after such denunciation^ both powers regaining their liberty of action 
in Customs matters altei the expiration of that tcim. 

By this arrangement the export duties of 12 per cent, levied both by 
Turkey and Persia on native products exported to either country w'eie 
abolished, the import duty on 1 urkish products entering Persia was 
reduced to 5 percent from 6 per cent, and the impoit duty levied by 
'Turkey was increased from 6 per cent to 8 per cent , whilst Persian 
subjects having Persian products passing through Turkey m transit were 
only liable to pay t per cent, transit dues, instead of the full duty of 6 per 
cent formerly demanded. 

This r^fflme, as regards Turkish imports into Persia, lasted until the 
new Russo-Persian Customs Tariff came into force in February 1903, when 
such imports came under the specific duties — Tariff.

Thai the Chief of Bunder Abbas should be a dependent of the Persian 
Government, and give a writing to that cftect to the ministers ol that

Treaty of Amity and Commerce between the United States of 
America and His Majesty Syud Subed Bin Sultan, of Maskat, 
and his Dependencies. 


Article i. 

There shall be a perpetual peace between the United States of America 
^nd His Majesty Syud Suced Bin Sultan, of Maskat, and his Dependencies 
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Article 2 . 

The citizens of the United States shall have free libeity to enter all 
the ports of His Majesty Syud Sueed Bin Sultan^ with their cargoes, of 
whatever kind the said cargoes may consist, and they shall have liberty 
to sell the same to any ot the subjects of the Sultan, or others who may 
wish to purchase the same 01 to baiter the same for any produce or 
manufactures of the kingdom or other articles that may be found there* 
No price shall be hA.ed by the Sultan or his officcis 00 the ai tides to be 
sold by the merchants of the United States, or the merchandize they may 
wish to buy , but the tiade shall be tree on both sides to sell or buy* or 
exchange, on the terms and for the prices the owners may think fit , and 
whenever the said citizens ot the United States may think fit to depart, they 
shall be at liberty to do so , and if any officer of the Sultan shall contiavene 
this Article he shall be severely punished It is understood and agieed, 
however, that the ai tides of the muskets, powdei, and ball can only be 
sold to the Government in the Island of Zanzibar, but in all othei ports

and Madagascar, and the latlei has lesolved peisonally to carry on nego- 
tiations with the said Plcnipoientiaiy. Ihe Plempolentiary of the King of 
the Ficnch having iespresented to llis Highness the Imam and Sulian of

Article i. 

There shall always be good undeisianduig and friendship beivicen the

The tvio high contracting parties acknowledge reciprocally the right of 
appointing Consuls to reside in each otheFs dominions, wherever the 
interests of comm^ ice may inquire the presence of such officer^ , and such 
Consuls shall at all times be placed m the country in which they reside on 
the footing of the Consuls of the most favoured nation*. Each of the high 
contracting pailies fuither agrees to permit his owm subjects to be 
appointed to Consular offices by the other contracting party, provided 
always that the persons so appointed shall not begin to act without the 
previous appiobation of the sovereign whose subjects they may be.

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MaliomedanSj then the cause shall be decided by the authorities of the 
Sultan of Maskatj or fay his deputy but in such case the cause shall not be 
decided, except in the presence of the French Consul, or his deputy, who, 
shall attend at the Court, In causes between a Frenchman and a subject of 
the Sultan of Maskat the evidence of a man proved to have given false 
testimony on a former occasion shall not be received A cause to be 
decided by the French Consul shall be tried in the presence of the Sultan of

Article 7 

The property of a French subject \\ho may die many part of the domi- 
nions of the Sultan of Maskat, or of a subject of the Sultan of Maskat who 
may die m any part of the French dominions, shall be delivered over to the 
executor or administrator of the deceased, or, m default of such executor 
or administrator, to the respective Consuls of the contracting parties. 

Article 8. 

If a Frenchman shall become bankrupt in the dominions of the Sultan 
of Maskat, the French Consul shall take possession of all the property of 
such bankrupt, and shall give it up to the creditors of the bankrupt to be 
divided among them This having been done, the bankrupt shall be entitled 
to a full discharge from liis creditors, and he shall not at any time afterwards 
be required to make up the deficiency, noi shall any property he may after- 
wards acquire be considered liable for that purpose But the F rench Consul 
shall use his endeavours to obtain for the beneht of the creditors all the 
properly of the bankrupt It shall also be incumbent upon the Consul to 
ascertain that everything possessed by the bankrupt at the time when he 
became msolveiit has been given up. 

Article 9 

If a subject of the Sultan of Maskat owes a debt to a Frenchman, the 
Sultan or his deputies shall uigc the former to pay the claim of the latter* 
In like maniiei, the Fiench Consul shall enjoin a Frenchman to pay a debt 
due by him to a subject of the Sultan of Maskat 

Article 10* 

No duty exceeding five per cent, shall be levied on goods imported by 
French vessels into the dominions of Syud Sueetl fain Sultan, the Sultan of 
Maskat, If a vessel of other nations imports any goods into the territories 
of the Sultan of Maskat, and pays less duty than five per cent*, the mme 
duty only shall be levied on similar goods imported by a French vessel into 
the said territories. A French vessel after she has paid the duty of five per 
cent*, shall not be subject to any other charges, such as anchorage, pilotages, 
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etc j 1101 bliall any charge be made on that pait of the cargo which may 
remain on boaid a Fiench vesiel , but if the vessel shall go to another part 
of the domiumns of the Saltan of Mdskat, duty shall be levied at five per 
cent The aboveniLnlioacd doty having once been paid, the goods m a be 
sold, by wlioh-sale or retail, without paying any further duty No charge 
whatever shall be mad^ on Fiench vessels which may enter any of the ports 
of the Suite,!! of Maskal for the pm pose of refitting, oi for refiesliments^ or 
to inquiie ahoul the stale of the raaiket , and they shall enjoy the same 
pnviitges which aie enjoyed (by the vessels) of the most favoured nations. 

Article ii. 

No vessel shall be piohibited from importing into, or exporting from, 
the lei ril ones of the Sultan of Maskatany kind of merchandise. The tiade 
shall be peifectly free in the said teintones, subject to the above-mentioned 
duty and to no other The French shall be at libeity to buy and sell from 
whomsoever and to whomsoever they choose , but they shall not tiade m 
the articles of ivoiy and gum copal on that pait of the East Coast of Africa

5. And it IS lurther oidmt d that if any person who shall have commit- 
ted 01 been rlurged uiih any breach of 01 ohence ag<iinsi an) such Treaty 
or Convention, 01 any such Rules and Regulations as afoicsaid, shall esc ape 
or remove fiom the Consular JJistnct within which th<" fact was committed, 
and shall be found within another Consular District, it shall be lawful for 
the Consul wiihm which clHluct such jierson sliall be so found, to proceed 
against him m the same inannci as if the iaci had been committed withm 
such district. 

6* And it is fulthcr ordered that all suits, disputes, differences and 
causes of hiigaiion of a civil nature, arising between ilntish subjects within 
the domimons of the wSultan of Muscat, shall be heard and determined by 
Her Majesty’s Consul, wdio shall be the sole judge and arbiter thereof 
respectively, subject novel theless to an appeal against the decision of the 
Consul Ihereio, to the High Court of Tiombay^ in cases w^hcie the sum or 
matter at issue is of the *imount or value of 200 dollars 01 upw^ards , Provi* 
clecl always, that the party mlending so to appeal against the decision of 
the said Consul shall, within hiteen days after the determination of the case 
by the Consul by himself^, or his agent, give to the Consul notice m wriinig 
of his appeal to the said High Couit of Bombay ; whereupon the Consul stmll^ 
as speedily as possible, transmit to the said High Court all the documents 
which were produced bcfoie him in the case, and none other, together with a 
statement of the evidence taken before him in the case and of the giounds 
on which bis decision was formed, and shall forthwith notify to the several 

f arties the transmission of the said proceadm^s to the said High Court * 
tovided also that it shall be lawful for the Consul to require from any 
person so appearing to the said High Court reasonable security to consist in 
part of one or two sufficient sureties to be approved by the Consul, that 
such person so applying will duly prosecute his appeal, and will abide bj 
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the decision to be given llierein by the said Hi^li Courts and that in such 
case appeal shall faih he will answer and satisfy all costs^ !oss^ and damages 
susiamed by the otliei party oy leasoii of such appeal 

7 And it IS further ordered that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty^s 
Consul to summon not less than two, and not more than four^ dismteiested 
British subjects of good repute to sit with him as assessors at the hearing of 
any suitj dispute, difference, or cause of litigation wliatevei oi a civil nature 
brought before him foi decision, and in case the sum sought to be recovered 
shall exceed 500 dollars, such suit shall not be heard b} the Consul without 
assessors, if within a reasonable time such assessors can be procured , but the 
assessors aforesaid shall have no authority to decide on the merits of such 
suits, but 111 the e\ ent of such assessors, or any of them dissenting from the 
decision of the Consul, the Consul shall entei the fact of such dissent and 
the grounds thereof m the minutes of the piocccdmgs, and m case of appeal 
shall transmit the same to the High Couit of Bombay, together with the 
documents lelating to the suit 

8. And It IS further ordeied, that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty^s 
Consul to enforce his decision m favour of or against a British subject 10 a 
civil suit, dispute, difference, or cause of litigation by distress and sale or 
imprisonment, m like manner as a decision of the High Court oi Bombay 
ill a civil suit IS enforced within the same 

9 And It IS further ordcied that in ca«c of an appeal to the High Court 
of Bombay from the decision of Her Majesty Consul, it shall be lawful for 
the said High Court upon such loi ms as to cost s and otherwise as it shall 
think proper to admit any further legal evidence, besides that adduced before 
the Consul on its being established to the sitisfaction of the said High Couit 
by oath or affidavit, that the party desiring to produce such further evidence 
was Ignorant of the existence of such evidence, or was taken by surprise at 
the hearing before the Consul, or was unable to produce it before the Consul 
after due and reasonable diligence and exeition on his pail, or where, under 
the circumstances of the case, it shall appear to the said High Court that 
further evidence ought to be received. 

10. And it IS further ordered that Her Majesty^s Consul shall have 
power in any civil suit, dispute, difference, or cause of litigation to examine 
on oath, oi m such form and with such ceremonies as the witness may 
declare to be binding on his conscience any witness who may appear before 
him and shall have power, on the application of any party in such suit, to 
issue a compulsory oidei for the attendance of any person being a British 
subject who may be competent to give evidence in such suit, and any 
British subject who shall have been duly served with any such compulsory 
older, and with a reasonable notice of the day of hearing of such suit, and upon 
his expenses of appearing as a witness having been paid, or tendered to 
him by the party at whose application he shall have been ordered to attend 
shall, on his wilful default to appear as a witness at the hearing of such suit, 
be punished with a fine not exceeding roo dollars, or with imprisonment for 
a period not exceeding thirty days at the discretion of the said Consul. 
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I! Every witness^ being a British subject^ so examined on oath, 
whether before the Consul, or before a Kads, or other officer of the Muscat 
Gov^eairac nt duly autlionsecl to act judicially, who shall n any such examm- 
atioo give wiliuliy false testimony, may be convicted of and punished ioi the 
crime of wilful and corrupt perjury* 

12. And it IS further ordered that it shall be lawful for Flei Majesty^s 
Consul to promote the settlement of any civil suit, dispute, diffeience, or 
cause of litigation by amicable agreement between the paiiies, and with the 
consent of the seveial paities, to reler the decision of a suit or contention to 
one or moie aibiirators, and to take secuutv from the paiiies that they will 
be bound by the result of such arbitration, and the award of such aibitrator 
or arbitratois shall be, to all intents and purposes, deemed and taken to be 
a judgment or sentence of Her Majesty’s Consul in such civil suit, dispute, 
difference, or cause of litigation, and shall be entered and recorded as such, 
and shall have the like effect and operation, and shall be enfoiced accord- 
ingly, and shall be final and conclusive to all intents and pm poses, and 
shall not be open to appeal, unless the same shall, within a leasonable time, 
have been oidered by the Consul to be set aside, on the giound that it is 
not final, or is defective, or that the arbitrator or arbitiators have exceeded 
ificir authority, or have been guilty of misconduct in the matter. 

!$ And it is further oidered that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty’s 
Consul to cause to be apprehended and hi ought before him any British sub- 
ject who may be chaiged with having committed any crime or offence withm 
the dominions of the Sultan of Muscat, and such Consul shall thereupon 
pro'^eed with all convenient speed to inquire of the ‘-ame, and for such 
purpose shall have power to examine on oath, or m such form and with 
such ceremony as the witness shall declare to be binding on his conscience 
any witness who may appear before him to prove the charge , and also shall 
have power to compel any person being a British subject, who maybe 
competent to give evidence as to the guilt or innocence of the party so 
charged to appearand give evidence, and to punish the wilful default of any

law tul for the Consul having inquiicd of, tiled, and detei mined, in the 
iimnrei aforesaid any chaige which may be brought before him, to award 
for the party convicted any amount of punishment not exceeding imprison- 
men! lor one calendar month, or a fine of 200 dollars 

14 And it IS further ordered that if the crime or offence whereof any 
peison being a British subject may be accused befoie Her Majesty^s Consul 
as aforesaid shall appear to such Consul to be of such a nature as, if proved, 
would not be adequately punished by the infliction of such punishment as 
aforesaid, it shall be lawful foi such Consul to summon not less than two, or 
not more than four, disinteiesled British subjects of good repute to sit with 
him as assessors for inquiring of, tiying, and determining the charges against 
such person , and the Consul when he shall try any such charge with the 
assistance of assessors as aforesaid shall, if he is himself convinced of the 
guilt of the party accused, have power to award any amount of punishment 
not exceeding imprisonment ior twelve calendar months, or a fine of 1,000 
dollars, and the assessois aforesaid shall have no authoiity to decide on the 
innocence 01 guilt of the party accused, or on the amount of punishment to 
be awarded to him on conviction, but m the event of the said assessors, or 
any of them dissenting from the conviction of, or horn the amount of 

" punishment awarded to, the accused party, the assessors or assessor so 
dissenting shall be authorised to lecord in the minutes ot the proceedings 
the grounds on which they and he mav so dissent, and the Consul shall 
forthwith report to the High Court at Bombay the fact of such dissent, and 
of its having been so recorded in the minutes oi the proceedings, and shall, 
as ioon as possible, lay befoie the said Court copies of the whole of the 
depositions and pioceedings with the dissent of the assessor or assessors 
recorded therein, and it shall be lawful thereupon for the Court, by warrant 
under seal addressed to the Consul, to confirm or vary, or remit altogether, 
as to the Court may seem fit, the sentence and punishment awarded to the 
party accused, and such Consul shall give immediate effect to the injunction 
of any such warrant : Provided always, that in any case m which the 
assessor or assessors shall dissent from the conviction of, or from the amount 
of punishment awarded to the accused paity, it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty^s Consul to take good and sufficient bail from the accused party 
to appear and undergo the punishment awarded to him, provided the same 
or any "portion thereof be confirmed by the Court, which punishment so 
confirmed shall commence and take effect from the day on which the decision 
of the Court shall be notified to the party accused* 

15 And in order more effectually to repress crimes and offences on ^the 
part of British subjects Withm the dominions of the Sultan of Muscat, it is 
further ordered that it shall and may be lawful for Her Majesty's Consul to 
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cause any British subject^ who shall Have been twice convicted before hmi 
of any riimc or oficnce and punished ioi the saniCj and who, aflei execution 
of the sentence of the Consul, on any second con\iction shall not be able to 
find i^oocl and sutHcu ill secmilv to llie satisfaction of the Consul for his 
iiituic good brha\ lour, ci who having been depo ted undei anv sentence shall 
dtinng S'lch sentence leloin to be sent out of the dominions of the Sultan 
of Muscat, and to this end the Consul sliall ha\c pnyei and aiitliont}^ as 
soon as may be piactic'^ble afler ext ciition of the sentence on such second 
conviction^ to scud any such twic convicted pai ty oi any person so 
letuming as aforesaid to Bon'bay, and ui th meantime to clciam such parly 
in custody until a suit able onp(;ilanitr for smamg him out ot the (dominions 
ol the Sultan of hlu^cat shall picsent itself , and anj person so to be sent 
out of the said dominions as atoresaid shall be embaiLed in custody on board 
of one of Her Majesty^s vessels of war, or if there shall be no such vessel 
available for such pin pose, then on boaid any British vessel bound to 
Bombay, and it shall be lawful for the Commander oi any of Her Ma]csty^s 
ships of war, or of any Butish vessel bound to Bombay, to leccivcany such 
pcison as afoicsaid under a wairant fiom the’ Consul to him addiessed, and 
tlieieupon to convey such person in custody to Bomba) as aforesaid, in the 
same manner as if he %vere a dishesscd British sub]€ct, unless he shall be 
yillmg and able himselt to clcfiay the expenses of lus passage, 

i 6 * And it is furtliei ordcicd that in any case m which any Bnli^h 
subject shall be accused befoic IIci Majesiy^s Consul of the ciime of ar^on 
01 house-breaking, oi cutting and maiming, oi stabbing or wounding, or of 
any assault endangering life, oi ol wilfully causing any bodily injury 
dangerous to life, oi of wilful oi coiiupt peijury, ox of engaging m or being 
accessoiy to the purchase or sale of sla\es ox of Inning slaves illegally in 
his possession, the pioceedings befcie the Consul shall be earned on with 
the aid of assessois convemed m the inannei aforesaid, and it ‘•hah be 
lawful foi the Consul, if to him it shall seem fit, to cause any person convielcd 
be foie him of any of the ennn^s aforesaid, o\ei and above any fine or 
imprisonment which may be aw^aidcd io such persfm, to be sent out ol the 
dominions of the Sultan of Muscat foi sucli tin c as to him shall seem meet, m 
the mumier pointed out in the next preecihng Article of this Oid<n, noiwiih- 
standing the crime Lad to the chaige of sue h poison may be the fust of 
which he has bee n convicted bcfoie ihi Consul. 

17. And it is further 01 dcied that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty^s 
Consul, within the dominions of the Sultan of Muscat, upon information laid 
before him by one or more credible witnesses, that there is icasonable ground 
to apprehend that any British subject IS about to commit a breach of the 
public peace, to cause such British subject to be brought before him, and to 
rec|uirc such British subject to give sufficient security to keep the peace, and; 
m the event of any Biitish subject being convicted of and pimished for a 
breach of the peace, to cause such British subject, aftei he shall have tinder- 
gone the punishment wffiich may have been awarded to him hj the Consuli 
to find security for his good behaviour ; and m the event of any British 
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subject who may be required as aforesaid to give sufficient security to keep 
the peace or to find security for the good behaviourj being unable or 
•viilfully omitting to do so, then and m an> such case it shall be lawful for 
Hci Pifajcsty’s ( ousul to send such BiiLish subject out of the dominions of 
the Sultan ol Muscat in the niannci pointed out in Article 15 of this Order. 

18. And it IS further ordered that ui all cases in which a British subject 
shall have been sent out of the dominions of the Sultan of Muscat, as piovided 
in the three next preceding Articles of this Order, the Consul sending him 
out shall foithwith report such act of deportation, with the giounds of his 
decision thcieon, to the High Court of Bombay. 

ig. And it is fuither oidered that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty’s 
Consul to cause to be appiehendcd and brought before him any British 
subject, who may be charged with smuggling or importing into the 
dominions of the said Sultan any goods whereon any duty shall charged 
or payable to the said Sultan with the intent to evade the payment of such 
duty, or any goods the importation wheieof shall be prohibited , and such 
Consul shall thoieupon proceed with all convenient speed to inquire into 
the same on oath or solemn affirmation, and to hear the witnesses on both 
aides with like poweis and in like manner in all respects as is provided 
by Article 10 of this Ordei And it shall be lawful for the Consul, having 
inquired into and heal d the said charge, to determine the same, and if he 
shall find the party guilty, if the charge against him shall be of importing 
into the said dominions piohibited goods, then to award him to pay a fine 
not exceeding treble the value of the said goods at the current price of the 
day j and if the charge shall be of smuggling or importing goods with 
intent to evade the payment of duty as aforesaid, then to awdi'd him to pay

' such minute, togethei wUh the dejj^ositions of the witnesses, shall be

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22. And it is further ordered that, save and except as regards 
offences committed by British sub]ects against the stipulations of any 
Treaty between Her Majesty and the Sultan of Muscat, or against any 
Rules and Regulations for the observance of the stipulations of any s-mfi 
Treaty or Convention, duly affixed and exhibited according to the provisions 
of Article 2 of this Order, or against any Rules and Regulations for the 
peace, order and good government of Hei Majesiy^s subjects being within 
the dominions of the Sultan of Muscat, no act done by a Butish subject 
withm the dominions of the said Sultan shall, by Her Majesty’s Consul, be 
deemed and taken to be a crime of misdemeanour or offence rcndeimg the 
person committing it amenable to punishment, which, if done within any 
part of Her Majesty’s dominions, would not by a Court of Justice having 
criminal jurisdiction in Hex Majesty^s dominions have been deemed and 
taken to be a crime of misclemeanoui or offence rendering the person com*' 
mitting it amenable to punishment, and Her Majesty is pleased to appoint, 
by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, Her Majesty’s teuilory of

2q And it is further ordered that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty’s 
Consul to cause any Biitish subject charged wutli the commission of any 
crime or offence, the cognizance whereof may at any time appertain to 
him, to be sent in any of Her Majesty’s ships of war, or in any Bntish 
vessel, to Her Majesty s terntoiy of Bombay, for trial before the High 
Court of the said territory, and it shall be lawful for the Commander of 
any of Her Majesty’s ships of war, or of any British vessel, to leceive any 
such person on board with a warrant from the said Consul addressed to the 
Chief Magistrate of Police of the said teiritory, and thereupon to keep 
and detain in lawful custody and to convey him in custody to Bombay, 
and on his arrival there to deliver him, with the said wan ant, into the 
custody of the said Chief Magistrate of Police, or other officer within the 
said territory k'lyfully acting as such, wdio on leceipt of the said wauant 
and of the parly therein named, shall be authorised to commit, and shall 
commit, such party so sent for iiial to the common gaol of the said terri- 
tory , and it shall be lawful for the keeper of the said common gaol to 
cause such party to be detained m safe and proper custody, and to be pio- 
diiced upon the order of said High Court, and the Fligh Court at the

consular Register shall, withm a reasonable time alter the piomulgation of 
this Order, such time to be specified in a notice affixed and publicly exhibited 
in the Consular Office, apply to the Consul to be enrolled m such register ; 
and eveiy Biitish subject who may arrive within the said dominions (except 
Butish subjects boinc on the muster roll of any British ship arriving m any 
port of Muscat) shall, withm a leasonablc time after his arrival, such time to 
be specified as aforesaid, also apply to the Consul to be enrolled m such 
register , and any British subject who shall refuse or neglect to comply to be 
so enrolled as lierembetore mentioned and who shall not excuse such refusal 
or neglect to tlie satisfaction ol the Consul, shall not be entitled to be recog- 
nised or protected as a^Bntish subject m lespect to any suit, dispute, or^dith- 
cully m which he may have been or may be engaged or involved wuthin the 
dominions ot the Sultan of Muscat, at any time when he shall not have been 
or shall not be so enrolled. 

31. And it is further ordered that Her Majest/s Consul shall and may 
exercise all or any of the powers which, by any Act oi Acts of the Imperial 
Parliament for the icgulation of merchant seamen, or for the regulation of 
the mercantile marine, may now, or at any time hereafter, be exercised by 
any justice or Justices of the Peace within Her Majesty^s dominions. 

32. And it IS further ordeied that nothing m this Order ^contained shall 
be deemed or construed to prevent Her Majesty^s Consul within the domi- 
nions of the Sultan of Muscat, from doing or pertorming any act whatsoever 
which British Consuls within any other btate in amity with Her Majesty 
are by law, usage, or sufferance entitled or enabled to do or perform.

An Act for carrying into effect the engagement between Her 
Majesty aud Syed Syf Bin H\mood, the Chief of 
SOHAR, in Arabia, for the more EFFECTUAL SUPPRESSION 
of the Slave Trade, dated 9th May 1853 

Whereas on the twenty-second day of May, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand ci<;ht hundred and toily-miie, an engagement was concluded 
between Major Hennel!, the Resident in the Persian Gulf, on behalf of Her 
Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Gieai Britain and Ireland, 
and Syed Syf Bin Ilamood, Chief of Sohar, in Arabia, whereby it was 
agreed as follows 

I, Syed Syf Bin Hamood, Chief of Sohar, with a view to strengthen 
the bonds of friendship existing between me and the British Government, do 
hereby engage to piohibit the expoitation ot slaves from the coasts of Africa 
and elsewhere on board of my vessels and those belonging to my subjects 
or dependants, such prohibition to take effect from the twenty-nmth Rtpjub 
one thousand two hundied and sixiy-five, or the twcnty-hrsl day of June 
A. D. one thousand eight hundred and forty-nme
